An “ Insurance Company" means a Company 
that carries on the business of insurance either 
solely or in common with any other business or 
businesses : 

[" Court.”] 

" Court” means the prinoipal Civil" Court of 
original jurisdiction in a District, and includes the 
High Court in the exercise of its ordinary ori¬ 
ginal Civil jurisdiction : 

[*' District Court.”] 

"District Court” means the principal Civil 
Court of original jurisdiction in a District, but 
does not include the High Court in the exercise 
of its ordinary original Civil jurisdiction ; 

[“ Local Government.” " High Court.”] 

And, in any part of British India in which 
this Aot operates, “ Local Government” means 
the person authorized by law to administer Ex¬ 
ecutive Government in such part and includes 
a Chief Commissioner; and “ High Court” de¬ 
notes the highest Civil Court of appeal therein.

IV. No Company, Association, or Partnership 
consisting of more than ten persons shall be 
formed, after the commencement of this Act, 
for the purpose of carrying on the business of 
banking, unless it is registered as a Com¬ 
pany under this Aot, or is formed in pur¬ 
suance of an Aot of Parliament or some- 
( other Act of the Governor General of India 
in Council, or by Royal Charter or Letters

VI. Any seven or more persons associated for 
.any lawful purpose may, by subscribing their 
names to a Memorandum of Association, and 
Otherwise complying with the’ requisitions of this 
Aot in respect of registration, form an incorpo¬ 
rated Company, with or without limited liability,

XXI. The shares or other interest of any

pany, and shall not be of the nature of real estate 
or immovable property ; and each share shall, 
ia the case of a Company having a capital divided 
into shares, be distinguished by its appropriate 
number.

XXII, The •subscribers of tbe memorandum 
of association of any Company under this Act 
shall be deemed to have agreed to become mem¬

If any Company under this Act and 
having a capital divided into shares makes default 
in complying with the provisions of this Act. with 
respect to forwarding such list of members or 
summary us is hereinbefore mentioned to the 
Registry, such Company shall incur a penalty 
not exceeding li i.y rupees lor every day during 
which such default continues, and every Director 
and Manager of the Company who shall know¬ 
ingly and wilfully authorize or permit such default 
shall incur the like penally. 

[Company to give notice of consolidation dr of 
conversion of capital into stock.] 

XXVll. Every Company under this Act 
having a capital divided into shares that has con¬ 
solidated and divided its capital into shares of 
larger arnOuut than its existing shares,.or commit- 
ed any parti m of its capital into slock, shall, 
withiu fifteen days of such consolidation, division, 
or conversion, give notice to the Registrar of 
Joint Stock Companies of the same, specifying 
the shares so consolidated, divided, or converted.

XXVIII. Where any Company under this 
Act and having a capital divided into shares has 
convert^ any portion ofits capital into stock,and

XXXI. The Registcrof members, commencing 
from the date of the registration of the Company, 
shall he kept at the registered Otliee of the Com¬ 
pany hereinafter mentioned. Except when closed 
us hereinafter mentioned, it shall, during business 
hours, but subject to such reasonable restrictions 
as the Company in General Meeting may impose, 
so that not less than two hours in each day he 
appointed fur inspection, be open to the inspection 
of any member gratis, and to the inspection of 
any other person on tho payment of one rupee, or 
such less sum as the Company may prescribe for 
each inspection. Every such member or other 
person may require a copy of such Register, or of 
any part thereof, or of such list or summary of 
mcmb rs as is hereinbefore mentioned, on pay¬ 
ment of two annas for every hundred words 
required to be copied.

Any Company under this Act may, 
upon giving notice by advertisement in some 
newspaper circulating in the District in which 
the registered Office of the Company is situated, 
close the Register* of members for any time or 
times not exceeding in the whole thirty daj-s in 
each year. 

[Notice of increase of capital and of members 
to be given to Registrar.] 

XXXIII. Where a Company has a capital 
divided into shares, whether such shares may or 
may not have been converted into stock, notice o( 
any increase in such capital beyond the registered 
capital, and, where a Company has not a capital 
divided into shares, notice of any ineiease in the 
number of members beyond the registered number 
.shall be given to the Registrar, in the ease of an 
increase of capital within fifteen days from the 
date of the passing of the Resolution by which 
snob increase has been authorized, and in the case 
of an increase of members within fifteen days 
from the time at which such increase of meinhcis 
has been resolved on or has taken place, and the 
Registrar shall forthwith record the amount of such 
increase of capital or members. If such notice is 
not given within the period aforesaid, the Com¬ 
pany in default shall- incur a penally not exceed¬ 
ing one hundred rupees for every day during 
which 6uch neglect to give notice continues, and 
every Director'and Manager of the Company who 
shall knowingly and wilfully authorize or permit 
such default shall incur the like penalty. 

[Remedy for improper entry or ommission of 
entry iu Register.] 

XXXIV. If the name of any person is with¬ 
out sufficient cause entered in, or omitted from, 
the Register of Members of any Company under 
this Act, or if default is made, or unnecessary 
delay takes place, iu entering on the Register the 
fact of any peisoft having ooasinf to be a member 
of the Company, the person or member aggrieved, 
or any member of the Company, or the Company 
itself, m:,", by application to the principal Court 
of original Civil jurisdiction in the district or 
place in which the registered Office of tho Conv- 
pany is situate, apply for an order of the Court 
that the Register may be rectified ; and the Court' 
may either refuse such application, with or with¬ 
out costs, to be paid by the applicant, or it may, 
if satisfied of the justice of the case, make an 
order for the rectification of the Register, and 
may direct the Company to pay all the costs 
of such application and any dumages the party 
aggrieved may have sustained. The Court may 
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in any proceeding under this Section decide on 
any question relating to the title of any person 
who is a party to such proceeding to have his name 
entered in or omitted from the Register, whethor 
such question arises between two or more members 
or alleged members, or between any members or 
alleged members and the Company, and generally 
the Court may, in any such proceeding, decide 
any question that it may be necessary or expodient 
to decide for the rectification of the Register; pro¬ 
vided that the Court may direct an issue to ho 
tried in which any question of law may be raised, 
and an appeal in the manner directed by the Code 
of Civil Procedure shall lie.

XXXV. Whonevcr any order has been made 
for rectifying the Register in the ease of a Company 
hereby required to send a list of its members to 
the Registrar, the Court shall, by its order, direct 
that due notice of such rectification bo given to 
the Registrar. 

[Register to be evidence.] 

' XXXVI. The Register of members shall be 
primd facie evidence of any matters by this Act 
directed or authorized to be inserted therein. 

Liability of Membert. 

[Liability of present and past members of 
Company.] 

XXXVII, In the event of a Company formed 
under this Act being wound up, every present and 
past member of such Company shall be liable to 
contribute to the assets of the Company to an 
amount sufficient for payment of the deblH and 
liabilities of the Company, and the costs, charges, 
and expenses of the winding-up, and for the pay¬ 
ment of such as may be required for the 
adjustment of the rights of the contributories 
amongst themselves, with the qualification follow¬ 
ing ; (that is to say)— 

(1.) No past member shall be liable to contri¬ 
bute to the assets of the Company if lie lias ceased 
to be a member for a period of one year or upwards 
prior to the commencement of the winding-up : 

(2.) No past member shall be liable to contri¬ 
bute in respect of any debt or Viability of the 
Company contracted after the time at which he 
ceased to be a member : , 

(3.) No past member shall bo liable to con¬ 
tribute to the assets of the Company, unless it 
appears to the Court that the existing members 
are unable to satisfy the contributions required to 
be made by them in pursuance of this Act: 
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(4.) In the case of a Company limited by shares 
no contribution shall be required from any 
member exceeding the amount, if any, unpaid on 
the shares in respect of which he is liable as a pre¬ 
sent or past member: 

(5.) In the case of a Company limited by gua¬ 
rantee, no contribution shall be required from any 
member exceeding the amount of the undertaking 
Cntored iuto on his behalf by the memorandum 
of association : 

(G.) Nothing in this Act contained shall in¬ 
validate any provision contained in any policy of 
insurance or other contract whereby the liability 
of individual members upon any such policy or 
contract is restricted, or whereby the funds of the 
Company arc alone mai]p liable in respect of such 
policy or contract: . 

(7.) No sum due to any member of a Company 
in his character of a metnbor by way of dividends, 
profits, or otherwise shall deemed to bo debt of 
tho Company payable to such member in a case of 
competition between himself and any other creditor 
not being a member of the Company ; but any such 
sum may be taken into accouut for the purpose of 
tho final adjustment of the rights of the contri¬ 
butories amongst themselves.

Provision) for protection of Creditors. 

[Registered Office of Company.] 

XXXVIII. Every Company under this Act 
shall have a registered Office, to which jjll com. 
munications and notices may be addressed. If any 
Company under this Act carries on business 
without Biding such an Office, it shall incur a 
penalty not exceeding fifty rupees for every day 
during which business is so carried on, 

[Notice of situation of registered Office.] 

XXXIX. Notice of the situation of such rejris- 
tered Office and of any change therein shall be 
given to the Registrar and recorded -by him. Until 
such notice is given, the Company shall not bo 
deemed to have complied with the provisions of 
'this Act with respect to having a registered 
'Office. 

[Publication of name by a Limited Company.] 

XL. Every Limited Company under this Act, 
whether limited by shares or by guarantee, 
shall paint or affix, and shall keep painted or 
affixed, its name on the outside of every Office 
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or place in which the business of the Company 
, is carried on, in a conspicuous position, in 
letters easily legible in the English language, 
and also, if the registered Office bo situato 
in a district beyond the local limits of the ordinary 
original Civil jurisdiction of a High Court, iu one 
of the vernacular languages used in such district, 
and shall have its name engraven in legible 
characters in such language or languages on its seal, 
and shall have its name mentioned in legible charac¬ 
ters in such language or languages iu nil notices, 
advertisement, and other official publications of such 
Company, and in all Hills of Exchange, Ilundis, 
Promissory Notes, endorsements, cheques, and 
orders for money or goods purporting to be 
signed by or on belialf of such Company, and in nil 
bills of parcels, invoices, receipts, and letters of 
credit of the Company. 

[Penalties on non-publieation of name.] 

XLI. If any Limited Company under this 
Act does not paint or affix and keep painted or 
affixed its name in manner directed by this Act, 
it shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty 
rupees for not so painting or affixing its name, and 
for every day during which such name is not so 
kept painted or affixed. Every Director and 
Manager of the Company who shall knowingly 
and wilfully authorize or permit such default shall 
be liublo to the like penalty. If any Director, 
Manager, or Officer of such Company, or any 
person on its behalf, uses or authorizes the use 
of any seal purporting to be a seal of the Com¬ 
pany whereon its name is not so engraven as 
aforesaid, or issues or authorizes the issue of any 
notice, advertisement, or other official publication 
of such Company, or signs or authorizes to be 
signed on behalf of such Company any Bill of 
Exchange, Ilundi, Promissory Note, endorsement, 
cheque, order for money or goods, or issues or 
authorizes to bo issued any bill of parcels, invoice, 
receipt or letter of credit of the Company wherein 
its name is not mentioned in manner aforesaid, 
he shall bo liable to a penalty of one thousand 
rupees, and shall further he personally liable to 
the holder of any such Bill, of Exchange, Hundi, 
Promissory Note, cheque or order for money or 
goods for the amount thereof, unless the ^same 
is duly paid by the Company. * 


[Contracts how made.] 

XL1I. Contracts on behalf of any Company 
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rcgigtereA nndcr this Act mny be made as follows {

cial Resolution. 

[Definition of Special Resolution.] 

LI. A Resolution passed by a Company under 
this Aot shall be deemed to be special, whenever a 
Resolution has been passod by a majority of not 
less than three-fourths of such members of the 
Company for the time being entitled, according tu 
the regulations of the Company, to vote, as may 
be present in person or by proxy (in cases whore 
by the regulations of the Company proxies aro al¬ 
lowed) at any General Meeting of which notice 
specifying the intention to propose such Resolu¬ 
tion has been duly given, and such Resolution has 
been confirmed by a majority of such members for 
tho time being entitled, according to the regula¬ 
tions of the Company, to vote, as may be present 
in person or by proxy at a subsequent General 
Meeting of which notice has been duly given, and 
held at an interval of not less than fourteen days, 
nor more than one month, from the date of the 
meeting at which such Resolution was first 
passed. At any meeting meutioned in this 
Section, unless a poll is demanded by at least 
five members, a declartion of tho Chairman that 
the Resolution has been carried shall be deemed 
conclusive evidence of the fact, without proof of 
the number or proportion of the votes recorded 
in favour of or against the same. Notice of any 
meeting shall, for the purposes of this Section, 
be deemed to be duly given, and the meet¬ 
ing to be duly held, whenever such notice is 
given and meeting held in manner prescribed 
by the regulations of the Company. In com¬ 
puting the majority under this Section, when a 
poll is demanded, reference shall be had to the 
number of votes to which each member is entitled 
by the regulations of the Company.

LII. In default of any regulations as to voting

LIII. A copy of every Special iiesolution 
that is passed by ■ any Company under this Act 
shall be printed and forwarded to the Registrar 
of Joint Stock Companies, and be recorded by 
him. If such copy is not so forwarded within 
fifteen days from the date of the confirmation of 
the Resolution, the Company shall incur a 
penalty not exceeding twenty rupees for every 
day after the expiration of such fifteen days 
during which such copy is omitted to be for¬ 
warded, and every Director and Manager of 
the Company who shall knowingly and wil¬ 
fully authorize or permit such default shall 
incur the like penalty. 

[Copies of Special Resolutions.] 

■ LIV. Where Articles of Association have 
been rcgislored, a copy of every Special Resolu¬ 
tion for tbo time being in force shall he annexed 
to or embodied in every copy of the Articles of 
Association that may be issued after the passing 
of such Resolution. Where no Articles of As¬ 
sociation have been registered, a copy of every 
Special Resolution shall be forwarded in print to 
any member requesting the same, on payment of 
one rupee or such less sum as the Company may 
direct.

Any Company under this Act may, by 
instrument in writing under its common seal, 
empower any person, cither generally or in respect | 
of anv specified matters, as its Attorney, to exe¬ 
cute deeds on its behalf in any place not situate 
in British India ; and every deed signed by 
such Attorney on behalf of the Company and 
under his seal, shall be binding on the Company 
and have the same effect as if it were nuder the 
common seal of the Company. 
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[Examination of affairs of Company by In¬ 
spectors.] 

LVI. The Local Government may appoint 
one or more competent Inspectors to examine 
into the affairs of any Company under this Aot, 
and to report thereon in such manner ns the 
Local Government may direct upon the applica¬ 
tions following ; (that is to say) —

(1.) In the ease of a Banking or any other 
Company that lias a capital divided into shares, 
upon the application of members holding not less 
than one-lif'th part of the whole shares of the 
Company for tho time being issued : 

(•2.) In the ease of any Company not having 
a capital divided into shares, upon the application 
of members being in number not less than one- 
fifth of the whole number of persons for the time 
being entered on the Register of the Company us 
members. 

fApplication for inspection to be supported by 
evidence.] 

LV1I. The application shall be supported by 
such evidence as the Local Government may 
require for the purpose of showing that the appli¬ 
cants have good reason for requiring such inves¬ 
tigation to be made, and that they arc not 
actuated by malicious motives in instituting the 
same. Tho Local Government may also require 
the applicants to give security for payment of 
the costs of tho inquiry before appointing any 
Inspector or Inspectors. 

[Inspection of books.] 

LVLII. It shall be the duty of all Oilicors 
and Agents of the Company to produce fur the 
examination of the Inspectors all books and 
documents in their custody or power. Any 
Inspector may examine upon oath or affirmation 
the Officers and Agents of the Company in rela¬ 
tion to iis business, and may administer such 
oath or affirmation accordingly. If any such 
Officer or Agent refuses to produce any book or 
document hereby directed to be produced, or to 
answer any question relating to the affairs of the 
Company, be shall incur a penalty not exceeding 
one hundred rupees in respect of each offence. 

[Result of examination how dealt with.] 

LIX. Upon the conclusion of the examination, 
the Inspectors shall report their opinions to 
tho Local Government. Such report s^ull be 
written or printed as the Local Government 
directs. A copy shall be forwarded, by tho 
Local Government to the registered Office of 
the Company, and a further copy shall, at the 
request of the members upon whose application 
tho inspection was made, be delivered to them 
or to any one or more of them. All exponses 
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of and incidental to any such examination as 
aforesaid shall be defrayed by the members upon 
whose application the Inspectors were appointed, 
unless the Local Government shall direct the 
same to be paid out of the assets of the Company, 
which the Local Government is hereby authorized 
to do. 

(Power of Company to appoint Inspectors.] 

LX. Any Company under this Act may by 
a Special Resolution appoint Inspectors for the 
purpose of examining into the affairs of the 
Company. The Inspectors so appointed shall 
have the same powers and perforin the same 
duties as Inspectors appointed by the Local 
Government, with this exception, that, instead of 
making their report to the Local Government, they 
shall make the same in such manner and to such 
persons as the Company in General Meeting 
directs. The Officers and Agents of the Com¬ 
pany shall incur the same penalties, in case of 
any refusal to produco any book or document 
hereby required to be produced to such Inspectors 
or to answer any question, as they would have 
incurred if each Inspectors had been appointed 
by tho Local Government. 

[Report of Inspectors to be evidence.] 

LXI. A copy of the report of any Inspec¬ 
tors appointed under this Act, authenticated by 
the seal of the Company into whose affair they 
have made inspection, shall be admissible in any 
legal proceeding as evidence of the opinion of 
the Inspectors in relation to any matter contain¬ 
ing such report. 

Notices. 

[Service of notices on Company.] 

LXII. Any summons, notice, order or other 
document required to be served upon the Com¬ 
pany', may be served by leaving the same, or 
sending it through the Post by a registered letter 
addressed to the Company, at their registered 
Office; and any notice to the Registrar of Joint 
Stock Companies may be served by sending it to 
him through the Post by a registered letter, or 
by delivering ’it to him, or by leaving it for him 
at *his Office. 

[Rules as to notices by letter.] 

IjXIII. Every document to be served by 
Tost on the Company shall be posted in such 
time ns to admit of its being delivered in the due 
course, of delivery within the period (if any) 
prescribed for the service thereof; and in proving 
service of such document, it shall be sufficient to 
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prove that euoh document was properly directed, 
and that it was put as a registered letter into the 
Post Office. 

[Authentication of notices by Company.] 
LX1V. Any summons, notice, order or pro¬ 
ceeding requiring authentication by the Company, 
may be signed by any Director, Seoretary, or 
other authorized Officer of the Company, and 
need not be under the common seal of the Com-

pany, and the same may be in writing or in print, 
or partly in writing and partly in print. 


Legal Proceeding. 

[Evidence of proceedings at meetings.] 
LXV. Every Company under this Act shall 
cause minutes of all Resolutions and proceedings 
of Genoral Meetings of the Company, and of the 
Directors or Managers of the Company in cases 
•where there are Directors or Managers, to be 
duly entered in books to be from time to time 
provided for the purpose; and any such minute 
as aforesaid, if purporting to bo signed by the 
Chairman of the meeting at which such Resolu¬ 
tions were passed or proceeding had, or by the 
Chairmnn of the next succeeding meeting, shall 
be received as evidence in all legal proceedings. 
Until the contrary is proved, every Genoral 
Meeting of the Company or meeting of Directors 
or Managers in respect of the proceedings of 
which minutes have been so made shall be 
deemed to have been duly held and convened, 
and all Resolutions passed thereat or proceedings 
had, to have been duly passed and had, and all 
appointments of Directors, Managers or Liquida- 
tors shall bo deemed to he valid, and all acts done 
by such Directors Managers, or Liquidators shall 
be valid, notwithstanding any defect that may 
afterwards be discovered ia their appointinents.or 
qualifications. 

[Provision as to costs in suits brought by cer¬ 
tain Limited Companies.] 

LXVI. Where a Limited Company is plain¬ 
tiff in any suit, any Judge having jurisdic¬ 
tion in the matter may, if it appears by any 
credible testimony that there is reason to believe 
that if the defendant be successful in his defence, 
the assets of the Company will be insufficient to 
pay his costs, require sufficient, security* to be 
given for such costs, and may stay all pro¬ 
ceedings until such security ie given._ 

[Plaint in suits against any member.J 
LXVII. In any enit brought by the Com¬ 
pany against any member tu recover any call or 
other monies due from such member in his 
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character of member, it shall bo sufficient to 
allege that the defendant is a member of the 
Company and is indebted to the Company in 
respect of a coll made or other monies duo where¬ 
by suit has accrued to the Company. 

Alteration of Forms. 

[Governor General in Council may alter forms 
in Schedule.] 

LXV1II. The forms set forth in the second 
Schedule hereto, or forms ns near thereto as cir.. 
eumstanoos admit, shall be used in all matters 
to which such forms refer. The Governor Gene¬ 
ral of India in Council may from time to time 
make such alterations in the Tables and forms 
contained in the first Schedule hereto, so that he 
does not increase the amount of fees payable to the 
ftogistrur in the said Schedule mentioned, and in 
the forms in the second Schedule, or make such 
additions to the last meutioueil forms, as be deems 
requisite. Any such Table or for.n, when altered, 
shall lie published in the Cassette of India, and 
upon such publication being made, such Table or 
form shall have the same force as if it. were, 
included iu the Schedule to this Act, but no 
alteration made by the Governor-General of India 
in Council in the Table marked A contained iu 
the first Schedule shall ett’ect any Company regis¬ 
tered prior to the date of such alteration, or repeal' 
as respects such Company, any portion of such 
Table. 

Arbitrations. 

[Power for Companies to refer matters to arbi¬ 
trations.] 

LXIX. Any Company under this Act may 
from time to time, by writing uuder its common 
seal, agree to refer and may refer to arbitration 
any matter whatsoever in dispute between itself 
and any other Company or person; and the Com¬ 
panies parties to the arbitration may delegate to 
the person or persons to whom the reference is . 
made power to settle any terms or to determine 
any matter capable of being lawfully settled or 
determined by the Companies themselves, or by 
the Dircctois or other managing body of such 
Companies. 

[Power to alter or revoke agreements for 
reference.] 

LXX. The Companies jointly, but not other¬ 
wise, from time to time, by writing under their 
respective common Reals, may add to, alter or 
revoke any ngreeniont for reference in accordance 
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with this Act theretofore entered into between the 
Companies, or any of the terms, conditions or 
stipulations thereof. 

[Agreements to be carried into effect.] 

LXXI. Every reference or agreement in 
accordance with this Act, except so far as it is 
from lin\e to time revoked or modified in accor¬ 
dance with this Act, shall bind the Companies, 
and may and shall be carried into full effect. 

[Reference to Arbitrator.] 

1XXII. Where the Companies agree, the 
reference shall be made to a single Arbitrator. 

[Reference to two or more Arbitrators.] 
LXXIII. Except where the Companies agree 
that the reference shall be made to a single Arbi¬ 
trator, the reference shall be made as follows ; to 
wit— 

Where there are two Companies, the reference 
shall be made to two Arbitrators: 

Where there arc three or more Companies, the 
reference shall be made to so many Arbitrators as 
there are Companies. 

[Appointment of Arbitrators by Companies.] 
LXX1V. Where there are to be two or more 
Arbitrators, rfvery Company shall by writing under 
their common seal appoint one ot the Arbitrators, 
and shall give notice in writing thereof to the 
other Company or Companies. 

[Appointmeut of Arbitrators by Local Govern¬ 
ment.] 

LXXY. Where there are to be two or more 
Arbitrators, if any of the Companies fail to 
appoint an Arbitrator within fourteen days after 
being thereunto requested in writing by the other 
Company, or by the other Companies or any of 
them, then, on the application of the Companies 
or cny of them, the Local Government, instead of 
the Company so failing to appoirit an Arbitrator, 
may appoint an Arbitrator. The Arbitrator so 
appointed shall for the purposes of this Act be 
deemed to bo appointed by the Company so 
failing. 

[Appointment of Arbitrators by Companies to 
supply vacancies.] ( 

LXXVI. When the reference is made to two 
Or more Arbitrators, if before the matters referred 
to them are determined any Arbitrator dies, or 
becomes incapable or unfit, or for seven consecu¬ 
tive days fails to act as Arbitrator, the Company 
by which be was appointed shall by writing under 
their common seal appoint an Arbitrator in his 
place. 
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[Appointment of Arbitrators by Local Govern¬ 
ment to supply vacancies.] 

LXXVII. Where the Company by whioh an 
Arbitrator ought to be appointed in the plane of 
the Arbitrator so deceased, incapablo, unfit or 
failing to sot, fails to make the appointment 
within fourteen days after being thoreunto request¬ 
ed in writing by the other Company, or by the 
other Companies or any of them, then, on the appli¬ 
cation of the Companies or any of them, the Loeal 
Government may appoint are Arbitrator. The 
Arbitrator so appointed shall for the purposes of 
this Act be deemed to be appointed by the Com¬ 
pany so failing, 

[Appointment of Arbitrator not revocable.] 

LXXVIII. When any appointment of an 
Arbitrator is made, the Company making the 
appointment shall have no power to revoke the 
same without the previous consent in writing 
• of the other Company or every other Compauy 
in willing under their common seal. 

[Appointment of Umpire by Arbitrators.] 

LXXIX. Where two or more Arbitrators are 
appointed, they shall, before entering on the 
business of the reference, appoint by Writing under 
tbeir bauds an impartial and qualified person to 
be their Umpire. 

[Appointment of Umpire by Local Government.] 

LXXX. If the Arbitrators do not appoint an 
Umpire witliiu seven days after the reference is 
made to the Arbitrators, then, on the application 
of the Companies or any of them, the Local Go¬ 
vernment may appoint an Umpire; and the 
Umpire so appointed shall for tho purposes of this 
Act be deemed to be appointed by tho Arbitra¬ 
tors.

LXXXI. Where two or more Arbitrators are

No award made on any arbitration in 
accordanoe with this Act shall be set aside for any 
irregularity or informality. 

[Awards to bo obeyed.] 

XCIJ. Except only so far as the Companies 
bound by any award in accordance with this Act 
from time to time otherwise agree, nil things by 
every award in accordance with this Act lawfully 
required to be done, omitted or suffered, shall be 
done, omitted or suffered accordingly. 

[Agreements, arbitrations and a awards to have 
effect.] 

XC1II. Full effect shall be given by the Courts 
according to their respective jurisdictions, and by 
the Companies respectively, and otherwise, to ail 
agreements, references, arbitrations and awards in 
accordance with this Act; and the performance or 
observance thereof may, where the Courts think fit, 
be compelled by any process against the Com¬ 
panies respectively or their respective property 
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that the Courts or any Judge thereof shall di rect 
and where requisite frame, for the purpose. 

[Costs of arbitration and award.] 

XCIV. Except where and as tho Companies 
otherwise agree, the costs of and attending the 
arbitration and the award shall be in tho discre¬ 
tion of the Arbitrator, and tho Arbitrators, and 
the Umpire respectively. 

[Payment of costs.] . 

XCV. Except where and as the Companies other¬ 
wise agree, and if and so far as the award docs 
not otherwise determine, the cost of and attend¬ 
ing the arbitration and the award shall be borne 
and paid by the Companies in equal shares and 
in other respects the Companies shall bear their 
own respective costs. 

[Submission to arbitration to be filed in Court.] 

XCVI. On tlio application of any party in¬ 
terested, the submission to any such arbitration 
may bo filed in the High Court, and an order of 
reference may bo made thereon, with any direc¬ 
tions the Court thinks fit; and tho provisions of 
the Code of Civil Procedure shall, so far as the 
same are applicable, apply to every such order 
and to all procedings thereunder. 

PART IV. 

Winding-up ov Companies and Associations 
under this Act. 

Preliminary. 

[Meaning of contributory.] 

XCVII. The term “ contributory” shall 
mean every person liable to contribute to the 
assets of a Company under this Act in the event 
of the same being wound up; it shall also, in all 
proceedings for determining the persons who arc 
to be deemed contributories, and in all proceedings 
prior to tho final determination of such persons, 
include any person alleged to be a contributory. 

[Nature of liability of contributory.] 

XCVIII. The liability of any person to con¬ 
tribute to the assets of a Company under 
this Act in the event of the same being wound 
up, shall be deemed to create a debt accru¬ 
ing due from such person at the lime when 
his liability commenced, but payable at the time 
or respective times when calls are made ns herein¬ 
after mentioned for enforcing such liability; and 
it shall be lawful in the case of the insolvency of 
any contributory to prove against bis estate the 
estimated value of his liability to future call, as 
\Vell as calls already made. 
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[Contributories in case of death.] 

XCIX. If any contributory dies either before 
or after lie has been placed on the list of con¬ 
tributories hereinafter mentioned, his personal 
representative, heirs and dewisoes shall be liable 
in a due conrse of administration to contribute to 
the assets of the Company in discharge of the 
liability of such deceused contributory, and such 
personal representatives, heirs and devisees shall 
he deemed to he cotributories accordingly. 

[Contributories in case of insolvency.] 

C. If any contributory becomes insolvent, 
either before or after lie has been placed on the 
list of contributories, his assignees shall bo 
deemed to represent such insolvent for all the 
purposes of the winding-up, and shall be deemed 
to ho contributories accordingly, aud may be 
called upon to admit to prove against tlie estate 
of such insolvent, or otherwise to allow to be 
paid out of his assets in due course of law, any 
monies due from such insolvent in respect of his 
liability to contribute to the assets of the Com¬ 
pany being wound up. 

H'inJiiiy-vp ly Court. 

[Circumstances under which Company may be 
wound up by Court.] 

Cl. A Company under this Act may be 
wound up by the Court as hereinafter delined, 
under the following circumstances; (that is to 
say) — 

(1.) AVI ici'evcr the Company has passed a 
Special ltesohiidou requiting the Company to be 
wound up by the Court : 

(■2.) Whenever the Company docs not com. 
na nce its business within a year from its incor¬ 
poration, or su-pomls its business for the space 
of a whole year : 

(3.) ^ Whenever the members are reduced in 
number to less than seven : 

(-1.) Whenever the Company is unable to pay 
its debts : 

(5.) Whenever the Court is of opinion that it 
is just and equitable that the Company should be 
wound up. 

[.Company when deemed unable to pay its 
debts.] 

ClI. A Company under this Act shall he 
deemed to be unable to pay its debts— 

(1.) Whenever a creditor, by nsssignmeut or 
otherwise, to whom the Company is indebted iu 
a sum exceeding five hundred rupees then due, 
has served on tho Company, by leaving the same 
at its registered Office, a demand under his hand 
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requiring the Company to pay the sum so duo, 
and the Company has for the space of three weeks 
succeeding the service of such demand neglected 
to pay such sura, or to secure or compound for 
the same to the reasonable satisfaction of the 
creditor : 

(2.) Whenover execution or other process 
issued on a decree or order obtained in any Court 
in favojir of any creditor, in any proceeding 
instituted by such creditor against the Company, 
is returned unsatisfied in whole or in part: 

(13.) Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction 
of the Court that the Company is unable to pay 
its debts. 

[Definition of “the Court.”] 

(■III. The expression “ the Court,’’ as used in 
this Fart of this Act, shall mean the principal 
Court haviug original Civil jurisdiction iu the 
place in which the registered Office of the Com¬ 
pany is situate: unless iu the regulations for the 
management of the Company' it shall be stipulated 
that the Company if wound up shall be wound up 
by the High Court of Judicature at Foit William, I 
Madras or Bombay (as the case may be), or by I 
the Chief Court of the Punjab, in which case the '• 
word ' Court’ shall mean the said High Court or j 
Chief Court (as the ease may be) iu the exercise ' 
of its original Civil jurisdiction. 

[Application for winding-up to be made by ! 
petition.] j 

,C1V. Any application to the Court for the ' 
winding-up of a Company under this Act shall 
be by petition, which may be presented by the 
Company, or by any one or more creditor or 
creditors, contributory or contributories of the 
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tories of the Company, in the same manner as it 
it had been made upon the joint petition of a 
creditor and a contributory. 

[Commencement of winding-up by Court.] 
CV. A winding-up of a Company by tlie 
Court shall be deemed to commence at'tlte time 
of the presentation of the petition for the wiud- 
hig-up. 

[Court may grant injunction.] 

CVI. The Court may, at any time after the 
presentation of a petition fur winding-up a Com¬ 
pany under this Act and before making an order 
for winding-up the Company, upolr the applica¬ 
tion of the Company or of any creditor or con- 
tributory of the Company, restrain further 
proceedings in any suit or proceeding against the 
Company, upon such terms as the Court thinks 
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presentation of such petition ami before the first 
appointment of.Liquidators, appoint provisionally 
an Official Liquidator of the estate and effects of 
the Company. 

[Course to be pursued by Court on hearing 
application.] 

CVII. Upon hearing the petition, the Court 
may dismiss the same with or without costs, may 
adjourn the hearing conditionally or uncon¬ 
ditionally, and may make any interim order or 
any other order that it deems just. 

[Suits to be stayed after order for winding-up.] 

CVIII. When an order has been made for 
winding-up a Company under this Act, no suit 
or other proceeding shall be proceeded with or 
commenced against the Company, except with 
the leave of the Court and subject to such terms 
as the Court may impose. 

[Copy of order to be forwarded to Registrar.] 

CIX. When an order lias been made for 
winding-up a Company under this Act, a copy 
of such order shall forthwith be forwarded by the 
Company to the Registrar ol Joint-Stock Com¬ 
panies; who shall make a Minute thereof in his 
Rooks relating to the Company. 

[Power of Court to stay proceedings.] 

CX. The Court may at any time after an 
order has been made for winding-up a Company, 
upon the application of any creditor or contri¬ 
butory of the Company, and upon proof to the 
satisfaction of the Court that all proceedings in 
relation to such winding-up ought to be stayed, 
make an order staying the same, either altogether 
or for a limited time, on such terms and subject 

to sueb conditions us it deems fit. 

* ' 

[Effect of order on slmrc-capital of Company 
limited by guarantee.] 

CXI. When an order has been made for 
winding-up a Company limited by guarantee and 
having a capital divided into shares, any share- 
capital that may not have been called up shall 
be deemed to be assets of the Company and to 
be a debt due to the Company from eaeh member 
to the extent of any sains that may be unpaid on 
any shares laid by him, and payable at such time- 
as may be appointed by the Court.] 

[Court may have regard to wishes of creditors 
or contributors.] 

CXII. The Court may, ns to all matters re¬ 
lating to the winding-up have regard to the 
wishes of the creditors or contributories as proved 
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tv it by any sufficient evidence, and may, if it 
thinks it expedient, direct meetings of the credi¬ 
tors or contributories to be summoned, held and 
conducted in such manner as the Court directs, 
for the purpose of ascertaining their wishes, and 
may appoint a person to act as Chairman of any 
such meeting, and to report the result of such 
meeting to the Court. In the case of creditors, 
regard is to be had to the value of the debts due 
to each creditor, and in the case of contributories, 
to the number of votes conferred on each contri¬ 
butory by the regulations of the Company.. 

Official Liquidators. 

[Appointment of Official Liquidator.] 
CXIII. For the purpose of conducting the 
proceedings in winding-up a Company and assist¬ 
ing the Court therein, there may be appointed a 
person or persons to be called an Official Liquida¬ 
tor or Official Liquidators. The Court may 
appoint such person or persons, either provisionally 
or otherwise, as it thinks fit, to the office of 
Official Liquidator, or Official Liquidators. In 
nil cases, if more persons than one are appointed 
to the office of Official Liquidator, the Court shall 
declare whether any act hereby required or 
authorized to be done by the Official Liquidator is 
to be done by all or any one or more of such per- 
•ons. The Court may ulso determine whether any 
and what security is to be given by any Official 
Liquidator on his appointment. If no Official 
Liquidator is appointed, or during any vacancy 
in such appointment, all the property of the 
Company shall be deemed to be in the custody 
of the Court. 

[Resignations, removals, fillig up vacancies, and 
compensation.] 

CXIV. Any Official Liquidator may resign or 
be removed by the Court on dnu cause shewn. 
Any vacancy in the office of an Official Liquidator 
appointed by the Court shall be filled by the 
Court. There shall be paid to the Official Liqui¬ 
dator such salary or remuneration, by way of 
percentage or otherwise, as the Court may direct; 
and if more Liquidators than one are appointed, 
such remuneration shall be distributed amongst 
them in such proportions as the Court directs.] 

* 

• 

[Style and duties of Official Liquidator.] 
CXV. The Official Liquidator or Liquidators 
shall bo described by the style of the Official 
Liquidator or Official Liquidators of the parti¬ 
cular Company in respect of which lie is or they 
are appointed, and not by his or their individual 
name or names. He or they shall take into 
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his or tlieir custody, or under hts or their control, 
all the property, effects and things in action to 
which the Company is or appears to be entitled, 
and shall perform such duties in reference to the 
,winding-up <>f the Company as may bo imposed 
by the Court. 

[Powers of Official Liquidator.] 

CXVI. The ‘Official Liquidator shall have 
power, with the sanction of the Court, to do the 
following things—* 

(1.) To bring or defend any suit or prosecu¬ 
tion, or other legal proceeding, Civil or Criminal, 
iu the name and on behalf of the Company : 

(i.) To carry on the business of the Com¬ 
pany, so far as may be necessary for the bene¬ 
ficial winding-up of the same : 

(!?) To sell the immoveable and moveable 
property, effects and things in action of the 
Company by public auction or private contract, 
with power to transfer the whole thereof to any 
person or Company, or to sell the same in par¬ 
cels : 

(4.) To do all acts, and to execute, in the 
name and on behalf of the Company, all deeds, 
receipts and other documents, and for that 
purpose to use, when necessary, the Company’s 
seal : 

(5.) To prove, rank, claim and draw a divi¬ 
dend, in the matter of the insolvency of any 
contributory, for any balance against the estate 
of such contributory, and to take and receive 
dividends in respect of such balance, in the uiatror 
of the insolvency as a separate debt due from 
such insolvent, and ratably with the other 
separate creditors : 

(6.) To draw, accept, make and endorse any 
Biil of Exchange, Ilundi or Promissory Note in 
the name and on behalf of the Company, also to 
raise fjpon the security of the assets of the Com¬ 
pany from time to time any requisite sum or 
sums of money; and the drawing, accepting, 
making, or endorsing of every such Bill of 
Exchange, Humll or Promissory Note as aforesaid 
on behalf of the Company, shall have the same 
effect with respect to the liability of such Com¬ 
pany as if such Bill or Note had been drawn, 
accepted, made or endorsed by or on behalf of such 
Company in the course of carrying on the busi¬ 
ness thereof: 

(7.) To lake out, if necessary, in his official 
name, letters of administration to any deceased 
contributory, and to do in his official name any 
other act that may be necessary for obtaining 
payment of any ■ monies due from a contributory 
or from his estate, and which act cannot be 
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conveniently done- in the name of the Company, 
and in all cases where he takes out letters of admi¬ 
nistration, or otherwise uses his official name for 
obtaining payment of any monies due from a 
contributory, such monies shall, for the purpose 
of enabling him to take out such letters or recover 
such monies, be deemed to be due to the Official 
Liquidator hiuisolf; Provided that nothing herein 
contained • shall be deemed to affect tbe rights, 
duties and privileges of tbe Administrators 
General and Officiating Administrators General 
of Bengal, Madras and Bombay, respectively : 

(8.) To do and execute all such other things 
as may be necessary for winding-up the uffairs 
of tbe Company and distributing its assets. 

[Discretion of Official Liquidator.] 

CXVII. Tho Court may provide by any jrder 
that tbe Official Liquidator may exorcise any of 
the above powers without the sanction or inter¬ 
vention of the Court, and, where an Official Li¬ 
quidator is provisionally appointed, may limit and 
restrict his powers by tbe order appointing him. 

[Appointment of Attorney or Vakeel to Official 
Liquidator.] 

CXVIII. the Official Liquidator may, with 
the sanction of the Court, appoint an Attorney or 
Vakeel to assist him in the performance of 
. his duties. 

Ordinary Towns of Court. 

[Collection and application of assets.] 

CXIX. As soon as may be after making an 
order for winding-up the Company, the Court 
shall settle a list of contributories, with power to 
rectify the Register of Members in all cases where 
such rectification is required in pursuance of this 
Act, and shall cause the assets of tho Company to 
be Collected and applied in discharge of its liabi¬ 
lities. 

[Provision as to representative contributories.] 

CXX. In settling tbe list of contributories, 
tbe Court shall distinguish between persons who 
are contributories in their own right, and persons 
who are contributories as being representatives of 
or being liable to the debts of others. * 

[Power of Court to require delivery of property.] 

CXXI. Tho -Court may, at any time after 
making an order for winding-up a Company, re¬ 
quire any contributory for the time being settled 
on the list of contributories, trustee, receiver, 
banker or agent, or Officer of the Company to pay, 
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deliver, convey, surrender or transfer forthwith, 
or within such time as the Court directs to or in¬ 
to the hands of the Official Liquidator any sura 
or balance, books, papers, estate or effects which 
happen to be in his hands for the time being, and 
to which the Company is primA facie entitled. 

« 

[Power of Court to order payment of debts by 
contributory.] 

CXXII. The Court may, at any time after 
making an order for winding-up the Company, 
make an order on any contributory for the time 
being settled on the list of contributories, direct¬ 
ing payment to bo made, in manner in tho said 
ordor mentioned, of any monies due from him or 
from the estate of the person whom he represents 
to the Company, exclusive oi any monies which 
he or the estate of the person whom ho represents 
may be liable to contribute by virtue of any call 
made or to be made by the Court in pursuance 
of this Part of this Act. Tbe Court may, in 
making such order, when the Company is not 
limited, allow to such contributory by wny of 
set-off any monies due to him or tho estate which 
he represents from the Company on any indepen¬ 
dent dealing or contract with the Company, but 
not any monies due to him as a member of the 
Company in respect of any dividend or profits. 
Provided that when all the creditors of any 
Company, whether limited or unlimited, are paid 
in full, any monies due on any account whatever 
to any contributory from the Company may be 
allowed to him by way of set-off against any 
subsequeut call or calls. 


[power of Court to make calls.] 

CXXIII. The Court may, at any time after 
making an order for winding-up a Company, 
and either before or after it has ascertained the 
sufficiency of the assets of the Company, make 
calls on aud order payment thereof by all or any 
of the contributories for the time being settled 
on the list of contributories, to tbe extent of their 
liability, for payment of all or any sums it deems 
necessary to satisfy tho debts and liabilities of 
the Company, and tho costs, charges and expenses 
of winding it up, and for the adjustment of the 
lights of tho con tributaries araonst themselves. 
The Court may, in making a call, take into 
consideration the probability that some of the 
contributories upon whom the same is made may 
partly or wholly fail to pay their respective por¬ 
tions of the same. 
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[Power of Court to order payment into Bank.] 

CXXIV. The Court may order any contribu¬ 
tory purchaser or other person from whom money 
is duo to the Company, to pay the same into the 
Bank of Bengal, the Bank of Madras, or the 
Bank of Bombay, as the case may be, or any 
branch thereof respectively, to the account of the 
Official Liquidator instead of to the Official Li¬ 
quidator, and such order may be enforced in the 
same manner as if it had directed payment to the 
Official Liquidator. 

[Regulation of account with Court,] 
CXXV. All monies, bills, notes and other 
securities, paid and delivered into the Bank of 
Bengal, the Bank of Madras, or the Bank 
of Bombay, or any branch thereof respective¬ 
ly, in the event of a Company being wound up 
by the Court, shall be subject to such order and 
regulation for the keeping of the account of such 
monies and other effects, and for the payment and 
delivery in, or investment and payment and de¬ 
livery out, of the same, as the Court may direct. 

[Provision in case of representative contribu¬ 
tory not paying monies ordered.] 

CXXYI. If any person made a contributory 
as personal representative of a deceased contri¬ 
butory make default in paying any sum ordered 
to be paid by him, proceedings may be taken for 
administering the property of such deceased con¬ 
tributory, whether moveable or immoveable or 
both, and of compelling payment thereout of the 
monies due. 

[Order conclusive evidence.] 

CXXVII, Any order made by the Court in 
pursuance of this Act upon any contributory shall, 
subject to the provisions herein contained for ap¬ 
pealing against such order, be conclusive evidence 
that the monies, if any, thereby appearing to be 
due or ordered to be paid are due, and all other 
pertinent matters stated in such order are to be 
taken to be truly stated as against all persons and 
in all proceedings whatsoever. 

[Court may exclude creditors not proving 
within certain time.] 

CXXVIII. The Court may fix a certain day 
or certain days on or within which creditors of 
the Company are to prove their cfebts or claims, 
or to be excluded from the benefit of any distri¬ 
bution made before such debts arc proved. 

[Court to adjust rights of contributories.] 
CXXIX. The Court shall adjust the rights of 
the contributories amongst themselves, and 
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distribute any surplus that may remain amongst 
the parties entitled thereto. 

[Court to order costs.] 

CXXX. The Court may, in the event of the 
assets being insufficient to satisfy the liabilifes, 
make an order as to the payment out of the estate 
of the Company of the cost, charges and expenses 
incurred in winding-up any Company in such 
order of priority as the Court thinks just. 

[Dissolution of Company.] 

CXXXI. When the affairs of the Company 
have been completely wound up, the Court shall 
make an order that the Company bo dissolved 
from the date of such order, and the Company 
shall he dissolved accordingly. 

[Registrar to raako Minute of dissolution of 
Company.] 

CXXXII. Any order so made shall be re¬ 
ported by the Ollicial Liquidator to the Regis¬ 
trar, who shall make a Minute accordingly in his 
Books of the dissolution of such Company. 

[Penalty on not reporting dissolution of Com- 
pany.J 

CXXXIII. If the Official Liquidator makes 
default in reporting to the Registrar, in the ease 
of a Company being wound up by the Court, the 
order that the Company be dissolved, be shall 
be liable lo a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
rupees for every day dining which be is so in 
default. 

luirour'Unary l\:i':vra of Court. 

[Power of Court to summon persons before 
it suspected of having propel ly of Company.] 

CXKXIV. The Court may, afler it has made an 
order for winding-up the Company, summon be¬ 
fore it any Officer of the Co opany or person known 
or suspected fo have in his possession any of the 
estate ov elfeefs of the Company, or supposed to 
be indebted to the Company, or any person whom 
the Court may deem capable of giving informa¬ 
tion concerning flic trade, do dings, e-tatc or 
effects 01 the Company. Tin; Comt may require 
any inch Ol’.ieer or p.-iMui to produce any docu¬ 
ments m his custody or power relating to the 
Company. If any person so summoned, alter 
being tendered a reasonable sum for his expenses, 
refuses to come before the Court at the time 
appointed, having no lawful impediment (made 
known lo the Court at. the time of its sitting and 
allowed by it], the Coiirl may cause such person 
to he apprehended and brought before the Court 
for examination. Nc\ ulheless, in cases where 
any person claims any K m on documdbts produced 
by him, such production shall be without pre¬ 
judice to such lien, and the Court shall have 
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jurisdiction in the winding-np to determine nil 
questions relating to such lien. 

[Examination of parties by Court.] 

CXXXV. Tho Court may examine upon oath 
or affirmation, either by word of mouth or upon 
written interrogatories, any person appearing or 
brought before it in manner aforesaid, concerning 
the afRiirs, dealings, estato or effects of the Com¬ 
pany, and may reduce into writing the answers of 
every such person, and require him to subscribe 
the same. 

[Power to arrest contributory about to abscond 
or to remove or conceal any of his property.] 

CXXXVI. The Court may, at any time before 
or after it has made an order for winding-up a 
Company, upon proof being "given that there is 
probable causo for believing that any contribu¬ 
tory to such Company is about to quit British 
India or otlienviso abscond, or to remove or 
conceal any of his goods or chattels, for the pur¬ 
pose of evading payment of calls, or for avoiding 
examination in respect of the affairs of the Com¬ 
pany, cause such contributory to lie arrested, and 
his books, papers, monies, securities for monies, 
goods and chattels to be seized, and him and 
them to bo safely kept until sueli time as the 
Court may order. 

[Powers of Court cumulative.] 

CXXXVII. Any powers by this Act conferred 
on tho Court shall be deemed to lie in addition to, 
and not in restriction of, any other po.vois sub¬ 
sisting of instituting proceedings against any 
contributory, or the estate of any contributory, or 
against any debtor of the Company, for the re¬ 
covery of any call or other sums due from such con¬ 
tributory or debtor, or bis estate, and such pro¬ 
ceedings may be instituted accordingly'. 

Enforcement of anil Appeal from Qnfars. 

[Power to enforce orders.] 

CXXXVIII. All orders made by a Court under 
this Act may be enforced in the same manner in 
which decrees of such Court made in any suit 
pending therein may be enforced. 

[Order made in any Court to be enforced by 
other Courts.] 

CXXXIX. Any order made by a Court fur or 
in the course of tho winding-up of a Company 
under this Act shall be enforced in any part of 
British India other than that in which such Court 
is situato, in tho Court that would have had 
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jurisdiction in respect of such Company if the 
registered Office of the Company had been situate 
in such other part, and in the same manner in all 
respects as if such order had been mads by the 
Court that is hereby required to enforce the same. 

[Mode of dealing with orders to be enforced by 
other Courts.] , 

CXL. Where any order or decree made by one 
Court is required to be enforced by another Court 
ns hereinbefore provided, a certified copy of the 
order or deereo so made shall be produced to the 
proper Officer of the Court required to enforce tho 
same, and the production of such certified copy 
shall be sufficient evidence of such order or decree 
having been made, and thereupon such last- 
mentioned Court shall take such steps in tho 
matter as may bo requisite for enforcing such 
order or decree, in the same manner ns if it were 
tho order or decree of the Court enforcing tho 
same. 

[Appeals from orders.] 

CXLI. Re-hearings of and appeals from any , 
order or decision made or given in tho matter of 
the winding-up of a Company by the Court may 
be had in the same manner and subject to tho same 
conditions in and subject to which appeals may be 
bad from any order or decision of the same Court 
in cases within its ordinary jurisdiction; subject 
to this restriction, that no such re-hearing or 
appeal shall be heard unless notice of the same is 
given within three weeks after any order com¬ 
plained of has been made, in manner in which 
notices of appeal are ordinarily given under the 
Code of Civil Procedure, unless such time is 
extended by the Court of Appeal. 

[Judicial notice to be taken of signature of 
Officers^] 

CXLII. In all proceedings under this Part of 
this Act, every Court, J udge and person judicially I 
acting, and all other Officers, judicial or minis¬ 
terial, of any Court, or employed in enforcing tho 
process of any Court, shall take judicial notice of 
the signature of any Officer of any other Court, 
and also of tho official seal of any other Court 
when such seal is appended to any document made, 
issued, or signed under the provisions of this Part 
of the Act, or any official copy thereof. 


[Special Commissioners for receiving evidence.] 
CXTjIII. The Judges of the District Courts 
who sit at places more than twenty English miles 
from the usual place of silting of the High 
Court shall bo Commissioners for the purpose 
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the whole or any part of the examination of any 
witnesses under this Act to any person hereby 
appointed Commissioner, although such Com¬ 
missioner is out of the jurisdiction of the Court 
that mpde the order or decree for winding-up the 
Company’. Every such Commissioner shall, in 
addition to any power of summoning and examin¬ 
ing witnesses, and requiring the production or 
delivery of documents and certifying or pu¬ 
nishing defaults by witnesses, which he might 
lawfully exercise as a Judge of a District Court, 
have, in the matter so referred to him, nil the 
same powers of summoning and examining wit¬ 
nesses and requiring the production ’or de¬ 
livery of documents and punishing defaults by 
witnesses and allowing costs, and charges 
and expenses to witnesses, as the Court which 
made the order for winding-up’ tho Company 
has; and the examination so taken shall be re¬ 
turned or reported to such last-mentioned Court 
in such manner as it directs. 

[Affidavits, &e., may be sworn in British India, 
Great Britain or Ireland or abroad before any 
competent Court or person.] 

CXLIV. If any affidavit, affirmation or de¬ 
claration required to be sworn or made under 
the provisions or for the purposes of this Part of 
this Act, bo lawfully sworn or made in British 
India, or in Great Britain nr Ireland, or in any 
Colony, Island, Plantation or place under the 
dominion of Her Majesty in foreign parts, before 
any Court, Judge or person lawfully authorized 
to tako and receive affidavits, affirmations or 
declarations, or before any of Her Majesty’s 
Consuls or Vice-Consuls in any foreign parts out 
of IIA Majesty’s dominions, all Courts, Judges, 
Justices, Commissioners and persons acting judi¬ 
cially in British India shall take judicial notice 
of the seal or stamp or signaturo (as the case 
may be) of any such Court, Judge, person, Con- 
sul or Vice-Consul, attached, appended or 
subscribed to any such affidavit, affirmation or 
declaration or to any other document to be used 
for tho pufyoses of this Part of this Act. 


Voluntary Wimliny-vp of Company. 

[Circumstances under which Company may be 
wound up voluntarily.] 

CXLV. A Company under this Act may be 
wound up voluntarily. 
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(1.) Whenever the period, if any, fixed for 
the duration of the Company by the Articles of 
Association expires, or whenever the event, if 
any, occurs upon the oocurreaoe of which it is 
provided by the Articles of Association that the 
'Company is to be dissolved, and the Company in 
General Meeting has passed a Resolution requir¬ 
ing Compnny to be wound up voluntarily : 

( 2 .) Whenever the Company has passed a 
Special Resolution requiring the Company to bo 
wound up voluntarily: 

(3.) Whenever the Company has passed an 
Extraordinary Resolution to the effect that it has 
been proved to their satisfaction thnt the.Corn- 
pany cannot by reason of its liabilities continue 
its business, and that it is advisable to wind up 
the same: 

For the purposes of this. Act any Resolution 
shall bo deemed to be extraordinary which is 
'passed in such manner as would, if it had been 
confirmed by a subsequent meeting, have consti¬ 
tuted a special Resolution as hereinbefore defined. 

[Commencement of voluntary winding-up.] 

CXLVI. A voluntar^^unding-up shall be 
deemed to commence at tBe time of the passing of 
the Resolution authorizing such winding-up. 

[Effect of voluntary winding-up on status of 
Company.] 

CXLVII. Whenever a Company is wound 
up voluntarily, tho Company shall, from the date 
of the commencement of such winding-up, cease to 
carry on its business except in so far as may be 
required for the benificial winding-up thereof ; 
and all transfers of shares except transfers made 
to or with the sanction of the Liquidators, or 
alteration in the status of the members of the 
Company taking place after the commencement 
of such winding-up shall be void, but its corporate 
state affd all its corporate powers shall, notwith¬ 
standing it is otherwise provided by its regula¬ 
tions, continue until the affairs of the Company 
are wound up. 

[Notice of Resolution to wind up voluntarily.] 

. CXLVIII. Notice of any spuciul resolution or 
Extraordinary resolution passed for winding-up a 
Company voluntarily shall bo given by advertise¬ 
ment in the local Official Gazette and also in some 
newspaper (if any) circulating in the place where 
the registered Office of the Company is situate. 

[Conseqnencea of voluntary winding.up.] 

CXLIX. The following consequences shall 
ensue upon the voluntary wiuding-up of a Com¬ 
pany ■ 

(1.) The property of the Company shall be 
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Applied in satisfaction of its liabilities pari pattu, 
and subject thereto shall, unless it be otherwise 
provided by the regulations of the Company, be 
distributed amongst the members according to 
their rights and interests in the Company: 

(2.) Liquidators shall be appointed for the pur- 
poee of winding-up the affairs of the Company and 
distributing the property: 

(3.) The Company in general meeting shall 
appoint such persons or person as it thinks fit to 
be liquidators or a liquidator, and may fix the re¬ 
muneration to be paid to them or him : 

(4.) If one person only is appointed, all the 
provisions herein contained in reference to several 
liquidators shall apply to him: 

(5.) Upon the appointment of liquidators 
all the powers of the Directors shall cease, except 
in so far as the Company in general meeting or 
the liquidators may sanction the continuance of 
sueh powers: 

(6.) When several liquidators are appointed, 
every power hereby given may be exercised by 
such one or more of them as may be determined 
at the time of their appointment, or, in default of 
such determination, by any number not less than 
two: 

(7.) The liquidators may, without the sanotion 
of the Court, exercise all powers by this Act given 
to the official liquidators : 

(8.) The liquidators may exercise the powers 
hereinbefore given to the Court of settling the 
list of contributories of the Company, and any list 
so settled shall be primd facie evidence of the lia¬ 
bility of the persons named thorein to be contribu¬ 
tories : 

(0.) The liquidators may at any time after 
the passing of the resolution for winding-up the 
Company, and before they have ascertained the 
sufficiency of the assets of the Company, call on 
all or any of the contributories for the time being 
settled on the list of contributories to the extent 
of their liability to pay all or any sums they deem 
necessary to satisfy the dobts and liabilities of the 
Company, and the costs, oharges, and expenses of 
winding it up, and for the adjustment of the 
rights' of the contributories amongst themselves, 
and the liquidators may, in making a call/ take 
into consideration the probability that some of the 
contributories upon whom the same is made may 
partly or wholly fail to pay their respective por- * 
tions of tho same: 

(10.) The liquidators shall pay the. debts of the 
Company and adjust the rights of the oontribu- 
toaea amongst themselves. 1 
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[Effect of winding-up on share-capital of Com- 

pany limited by guarantee.] 

CL. Where a Company limited by guarantee 
and having a capital divided into shares, is being 
wound up voluntarily, any share-capital that may 
not have been called up shall be deemed to be assets 
of the Company, ‘and to be a debt duo from 
each member to the Company to the extent 
of any sums that may be unpaid on any shares 
held by him, and payable at such timo as may be 
appointed by the liquidators. 

[Power of Company to delegate authority to 
appoint Liquidators.] 

CL1. A Company about to be wound up j 
voluntarily, or in the course of being wound 
up voluntarily may, by an extraordinary resolu¬ 
tion, delegate to its creditors, or to any Com¬ 
mittee of its creditors, tlio power of appoint¬ 
ing liquidators or any of them, nnd supplying 
any vacancies in the appointment of liquidators, 
or may by a like resolution enter into any arrange¬ 
ment with respect to the powers to be exercised 
by the liquidators and the manner in which they 
arc to be exercised. Any act done by the 
creditors in pursuance of such delegated power 
shall have the same effect as if it bad been done 
by the Company. 

[Arrangement when binding on creditors.] 

CLII. Auy arrangement which a Company 
about to be wound up voluntarily, or in the course 
of being wound up voluntarily, shall have entered 
into with its creditors, shall be binding on the 
Company if sanctioned by an extraordinary resolu¬ 
tion, and on the creditors if acceded to by three- 
fourths in number and value of the creditors, sub¬ 
ject to such right of appeal as is hereinafter men¬ 
tioned. 

[Power of creditor or contributory to appeal.] 

CLIII. Any creditor or contributory of a Com¬ 
pany that has in manner aforesaid entered into any 
arrangement with its creditors may, within three 
weeks from the date of the completion of such 
arrangement, appeal to the Court against such 
arrangement, and the Court may thereupon as.it 
thinks just amend, vary, or confirm the same. 

[Power for Liquidators or contributories in 
voluntary winding-up to apply to Court.] 

CL1V. Where a Company is being wound up 
voluntarily, the liquidators or any contributory of 
the Company may apply to the Court to deter¬ 
mine any question aiising in the matter of such 
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winding-up, or to exercise, as respects the enforcing 
of calls or in respect of any other matter all, or any 
of the powers which the Court might exercise if the 
Company were being wound up by the Court, 
the Court, if satisfied that the determination of 
enoh question or the required exercise of power 
will he just and beneficial, may accede, wholly or 
partially, to such application on such terms and 
subject to such conditions os the Coart thinks 
fit, or it may make such other order or decree on 
such application as the Court thinks just. 


[Power of Liquidators to call general meeting.] 

CLV. Where a Company is being wound up 
voluntarily, the liquidators may, from time to time 
during the continuance of such winding-up, sum¬ 
mon general meeting of the Company for the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining the sanction of the Company by 
a pecial resolution or extraordinary resolution, or for 
any other purposes they think fit. In the event of 
the winding-up continuing for more than one year, 
the liquidators shall summon a general meeting of 
the Company at the end of the first year, and of 
each succeeding year from the commencement of 
the winding-up, or as soon, thereafter os may be 
convenient, and shall lay before such meeting 
an account showing their acts and dealings and 
the manner in which the winding-up has been 
conducted during the preceding year. 

[Power to fill up vacancy in office of Liquida¬ 
tors.] 

CLVI. If any vacancy occurs in the office of 
Liquidators appointed by the Company, by death 
resignation or otherwise, the Company in Generul, 
Meeting may, subject to any arrangement they may 
have entered into with their creditors, fill up 
such vacancy, and a General Meeting for the 
purpose of filling up such vacancy, may be con¬ 
vened by the continuing Liquidators, if any or 
by any contributory of the Company, and shall 
be deemed to have been duly held if held in 
manner prescribed by the regulations of the Com¬ 
pany, or in such other manner as manner as may, 
on application by the continuing Liquidator, if 
any, or by any contributory of the Company, bo 

determined by the Court. , 

• * 

[Power of Court to appoint Liquidators.] 

CLVII. If from any cause whatever there is 
no Liquidator actiug in the case of voluntary 
winding-up, the Court may, on the application 
of a Contributory, appoint a Liquidator or Liqui¬ 
dator*. The Court may also, on due cause shown 
remove any Liquidator, and appoint another 
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Liquidator to act in the matter of voluntary 
winding-up. 

[Liquidators on conclusion of winding-up to 
make up an account.] 

CLVIII. As soon as the affairs of the Company 
are fully wound up, the Liquidators shall make 
up an account showing the manner in which 
such winding up has boen conducted and the 
property of the Company disposed of; and there¬ 
upon they shall cull a General Meeting of the 
Company for the purpose of having the account 
laid before thorn, and hearing any explanation 
that may bo given by the Liquidators. The 
meeting shall be called by advertisement, speci¬ 
fying the time, place and object of Buch meeting 
and such advertisement shall be published one 
month at least previously to the meeting, in the 
manner specified in Section 143. 

[Liquidators to report meoting to Registrar.] 

CL1X. The Liquidators shall make a return 
to the Registrar of such meeting having been 
held, and of the date at which the same was held, 
and on the expiration of three months from the 
date of the registration of such return, the Com¬ 
pany shall be deemed to the dissolved. If the 
Liqndatnrs make defualt in making such return 
to the Registrar, they shall incur a penalty not 
exceeding fifty rupees for every day during which 
such defualt continues. 

[Costs of voluntary liquidation.] 

CLX. All costs, charges and expense properly 
incurred in the voluntary winding-up of a Com¬ 
pany, including the remuneration of the Liquida¬ 
tors, shall be payable out of the assets of the 
Company in priority to all other claims. 

* [Saving of rights of creditors.] 

CLXI. The voluntary winding-up of a Com¬ 
pany shall not be a bar to the right of any 
creditor of sucli Company to have the same wound 
up by the Court, if the Court is of opinion that 
the rights of such creditor will be prejudiced by 
a voluntary winding-up. 

[Power of Court to adopt proceedings of volun¬ 
tary winding-up.] 

CLXII. Whero a Company is in course of 
being wound up voluntarily, and proceedings are 
taken for the purpose of having the same wound 
up by the Court, the Court may, if it thinks fit, 
notwithstanding that it makes an order directing 
lire Company to be wound up by the Court, 
provide iu such order or in any other order fur 
the adoption of all or any of the proceedings taken 
in the course of the voluntary winding- up. 
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Winding-up luijccl to the Supervision of the Court. 

[Power of Court, on application, to direct 
winding-up subject to supervision.] 

CLXIII. When a Resolution has been passed 
passed by a Company to wind up voluntarily, the 
Court may make an order directing that the 
Voluntary winding-up should continue, but subject 
to such supervision of the Court, and with such 
liberty for creditors, contributories or others to 
apply to the Court, and generally upon such 
terms and subject to such conditions as the Court 
thinks just. 

[Petition for winding-up subject to supervision.] 

CLXIV. A petition praying wholly or in part 
that a voluntary winding-up should continue, but 
subject to the supervision of the Court, and which 
winding-up is hereinafter referred to as a winding- 
up subject to the supervision of the Court, shall, 
for the purpose of giving jurisdiction to the Court 
over suits, be deorned to be a petition for winding- 
up the Company by the Court. 

[Court may have regard to wishes of creditors.] 

CLX.V. The Court may, in determining whe¬ 
ther a Company is to bo wound up altogether by 
the Court or subject to the supervision of the 
Court, in the appointment of a Liquidator or of 
Liquidators, and in all other matters relating 
to the wiuding-up subject to supervision, have 
regard to the wishes of the creditors or contri¬ 
butories as proved to it by any sufficient evidence, 
and may direct meetings of the creditors or 
coutributories to be summoned, held and regulated 
in such manner as the Court directs for the pur¬ 
pose of ascertaining their wishes, and may ap¬ 
point a person to act as Chairman of any such 
meeting, and to report the result of such meeting 
to the Court. In the ease of creditors, regard 
shall bo had to the value of the debts due to each 
creditor, and in the case of contributories to the 
number of votes conferred on each contributory 
by the regulations of the Company. 

[Power to Court to appoint additional Liquida¬ 
tors in winding-up subject to supervision.] 

CLXVI. Where any order is made by the 
Court for a wiuding-up subject to the supervision 
of the Court, the Court may, in such order or in 
any subsequent order, appoint any additional 
Liquidator or Liquidators. Any Liquidators so 
appointed by the Court shall have the samo powers 
be subject to the same obligations, and in all 
respects stand in the same position as if they had 
been appointed by the Company. The Court 
may from time to time remove any Liquidators 
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*o appmted by tho Court, and fill up any vacancy 
occasioned by suth removal, or by death or resig¬ 
nation'. 

[Effect of order of Court for winding-up sub¬ 
ject to supervision.] 

CLXVI1. Where an order is made for a 
winding-up subject to the supervision of the Court 
tho Liquidator* appointed to conduct such wind¬ 
ing-up may, subject to any restrictions imposed 
by the Court, exercise all their powers, without 
the sanction or intervention of the Court, in the 
same manner as if the Company were being wound 
up altogether voluntarily. Save as aforesaid, any 
order made by the Court for a winding-up subject 
to the supervision of the Court, shall for all pur¬ 
poses, including the staying of suits and other 
proceedings, he deemed to be an order of the 
Court for winding-up the Company by the Court 
and shall oonfer full authority on the Court to 
make calls, or to enforce calls made by the Liqui¬ 
dators, and to exercise all other powers which it 
might have exercised if an order had beon made 
fer winding-up the Company altogether by the 
Court. In the construction of the provisions 
whereby the Court is empowered to direct any 
aot or thing to be done to or in favour of tho 
Official Liquidators the expression Official Li¬ 
quidators shall bo deemed to mean the Liquidators 
conducting the winding-up subject to the super¬ 
vision of the Court. 

[Appointment in certain casc3 of voluntary 
Liquidators to office of Official Liquidators.] 

CLXVI1I. Where an order has been made for 
tho winding-up of a Company subject to the 
supervision of the Court, and such order is after¬ 
wards superseded by an order dirreting the Cotn- 
pnuy to be wound up compulsorily, the Court 
may, in puch last-mentioned order or in any 
subsequent order, appoint the voluntary Liquida¬ 
tors or any of them, either provisionally or 
permanently, and either with or without the 
addition of any other persons to bo Official 
Liquidators. 

' Supplemental Provieione. 

[Dispositions after the commencement of the 
winding-up avoided ] 

CLXIX. Whore any Company is being wound 
up by the Court or subject to the supervision of 
the Court, alii dipositiona of the property, effects 
and things in action of the Company, and every 
transfer of shares or alteration in the status of 
the members of the Company made between the 
commencement of the winding-tip and the order 
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ft* windir;g.»p, , A«iJ, unless ih« Court otherwise 
orders, be void. 

[The books of the Company to bo evidence.] 

CLXX. Where any Company is being wound 
np, all books, accounts and documents of the 
Company and^f the Liquidators shall, as between 
the contributories of the Company, be primd facie 
evidence of the truth of all matters purporting to 
be therein recorded. 

[As to disposal of books, accounts, and docu¬ 
ments of the Company.] 

CLXXI. Where any Company has been wound 
np under this Act and is about to be dissolved, 
the books, accounts and documents of the Com¬ 
pany and of the Liquidators may be disposed of 
in the following way; that is to say, where the 
Company has been wound up by or subject to the 
supervision of the Court, m sucli way as the 
Court directs, and wheie the Company has been 
wound up voluntarily, in such way as the Com¬ 
pany by an Extraordinary Resolution directs. 
Rut after the lapse of five years from the date of 
such dissolution, no responsibility shall rest on the 
Company or the Liquidators, or any one to whom 
the custody of such books, accounts and documents 
has been committed, by reason that the same or 
any of them cannot be make forthcoming to any 
party or parties claiming to be interested therein. 

[Inspection of books ] 

CLXXII. Where an ordei has been made for 
winding-up a Company by the Couit >i subject to 
the supervision of the Court, the Court may make 
such order for the inspection by the creditois and 
contributoi les of tho Company of us books and 
papers as the Couit thinks just, and ary books 
and papers in the possession of tho Company 
may be inspected by creditors or eontulmtories 
in conformity with the order of the Court but not 
further or otherwise. 

[General scheme of liquidation may bo sanc¬ 
tioned.] 

CLXXIII. The Liquidators may, with the 
sanction of the Court, where tho Company is being 
wound up by the Court or subject to tho super- 
visiou of tho Court, and with the sanction of an 
Extraordinary Resolution of the Company wheie 
the Company is being wound up altogether ^lun- 
tarily, pay any classes of creditois ih full, or make 
■uoh compromise or other arrangement as the 
Liquidators may deem expedient with creditor* 
or persons claiming to be creditors, or persons 
having or alleging themselves to have any olaim, 
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present or future, whereby the Company ntey he 
rendered liable. 

[Power to compromise.] 

CLXX1V. The Liquidators may, with the 
sanction of the Court where the Company is 
being wound up by the Court or subject to the 
supervision of the Court, and with the sanction 
of an Extraordinary Resolution of tho Company 
where the Company is being wound up altogether 
voluntarily, compromise all calls and liabilities 
to calls, debts and liabilities capable of resulting 
in debts, and all claims, whether present or 
future, subsisting or supposed to subsist, b’tween 
the Company and any contributory or alleged 
contributory, or other debtor or person appre¬ 
hending liability to the Company, and all ques¬ 
tions in any way relating to or affecting the 
assets of the Company or the winding-np of the 
Company, generally upon such terms as may be 
agreed upon, with power for the Liquidators to 
take any security for the discharge of snob debts 
or liabilities, and to give complete discharges in 
reapoot of all or any such^alls, debts or liabilities. 

[Power for Liquidators to accept shares, &c,, 
as a consideration for sale of property of Com¬ 
pany.] 

CLXXV. Where any Company is proposed to 
be or is in the course of being wound up alto¬ 
gether voluntarily, and the whole or a portion 
of its business or property is proposed to bo 
transferred or sold to another Company, the 
Liquidators of the first mentioned Company 
may, with the sanction of a Special Resolution of 
the Company by whom they were appointed, 
conferring either a general authuiity on the 
Liquidators, or an aulhoiity in respect of 
any particular arrangememt, receive in compen¬ 
sation or pait compensation for such transfer or 
sale, shunts, debentures, policies or other like 
interests in such other Company, for the purpose 
of distribution amongst tho members of the Com¬ 
pany being wound up, or may enter into any 
other arrangement whereby the members of the 
Company being wound up may, in lieu of receiv¬ 
ing cash, shares, debentures, policies or other 
like interest, or in addition thereto, participate in 
the profits of or receive any other bemfit from 
the purchasing Company; and any sale made or 
arrangement entered into by the Liquidators iu 
pursuance oi this Section shall be binding on the 
members of the Company being wound up; 
subject to this proviso that, if any member of the 
Company being wound up, who has not voted iu 
favour of the Special Resolution passed by the 
Company of which he is a member at either of 
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&» is Wrings'hsM Ibr passing expresses 

bis dissent from any each Special Resolution in 
writing addressed to the Liquidator* or one of 
them, left at the registered Office of the Com* 
pany not later than seven days after the date of 
the meeting at which suoh Special Resolution 
etas passed, each dissentient member may require 
the Liquidators to do one of the following things 
aa the Liquidators may prefer; that is to say, 
either to abstain from oarrying snch Resolution 
into efleot, or to purchase the interest held by 
such dissentient member at a price to be deter¬ 
mined in manner hereinafter mentioned, such 
purchase-money to be paid before the Company is 
dissolved, and to be raised by the Liquidators in 
snch manner as may be determined by Speoial 
Resolution. No Special Resolution shall be 
deemed invalid for the purposes of this Seetion 
by reason that it is passed antecedently to or 
concurrently with any Resolution for winding-up 
the Company, or for appointing Liquidators; but 
if an order be made within a year for winding-up 
the Company by or subject to the supervision of 
the Court, such Resolution shall not be of any 
validity unless it is sanctioned by the Court. 

[Mode of determining price.] 

CLXXVI. The price to be paid for tho pur¬ 
chase of the interest of any dissentient member 
may bo determined by agreement. If the parties 
dispute about the same, such dispute shall be 
settled by arbitration under the provisions next 
hereinafter contained. 

[Appointment of Arbitrator when questions 
are to be determined by arbitration.] 

CLXXVII. When any dispute so directed to 
be settled by arbitration shall have arisen, then 
unless both parties shall concur in the appoint¬ 
ment of a single Arbitrator, cash party, on the 
request of the other party, shall by writing under 
his hand nominate and appoint an Arbitrator to 
whom such dispute shall be referred. After any such 
appointment shall have been made, neither party 
shall have power to revoke the same without the 
consent of the other, nor Bhall the death of either 
party operate as such revocation. If for the 
space of fourteen days after any such dispute 
shall have arisen, and after a request in writ¬ 
ing shall have been served by the one party 
on the other party to appoint an Arbitrator, 
such last mentioned party fail to appoint such 
Arbitrator, then upon such failure the party 
making the request, and having himself ap¬ 
pointed an Arbitrator, may appoint such 
Arbitrator to act on behalf of both parties, and

each Arbitrator mvf proceed to Hear and det#r- 
mine the matters which Bhall be in dispute; and 
in such case the award or determination of each 
•ingle Arbitrator shall be final. 

[Vacancy of Arbitrator to be supplied.] 

CLXXVIII. If before the matters so referred 
shall be determined any Arbitrator appointed by 
either party die, or become incapable or refuse 
or for seven days neglect to act as Arbitra¬ 
tor, the party by .whom such Arbitrator 
was appointed may nominate and appoint in 
writing some other person to act in bis place ; 
and if for the space of seven days alter notice in 
writing from the other party for that'purpose he 
fail to do so, the remaining or other Arbitrator 
may proceed ex parte; and every Arbitrator so 
substituted as aforesaid shall have the same 
powors and authorities as were vested in the 
former Arbitrator at the time of such his death, 
refusal or disability as aforesaid. 

[Appointment o( Umpire.] 

CLXXIX. Where more than one Arbitrator 
shall have been appointed, such Arbitrators shall, 
before they enter upon the matters referred to 
them, nominate and appoint by wiiting under 
their hands an Umpire to decide on any such 
matters on which they shall differ. If such 
Umpire shall die, or refuse or for seven days 
neglect to act, they shall forthwith, after such 
death, refusal or neglect, appoint another Umpire 
in his place; and the decision of every such 
Umpire on the matters so referred to him shall 
be final. 

[Power of Arbitrators to call for books, &c.] 

CIjXXX. The said Arbitrators or their 
Umpire may cull for the production of any 
documents in the possession or power of either 
party which they or ho may think necessary for 
determining the question in dispute, and may 
examine xthe paities or their witnesses on oath, 
and administer tho oaths necessary for that 
pmpose. 

[Costs to bo in the discretion of the Arbitrators.] 

CIjXXXI. The costs of and attending every 
such aibitiation to be determined by the Arbitra¬ 
tors shall be ill the discretion of the Arbitrators 
or their Umpires, as the case may be. 

[Submission to arbitration may be filed in 
Court ] 

CLXXXII. On the application of either of 
the paities the submission to any such arbitration 
may be filed in the Court and an order of reference 
may be made thereon; and the provision! of the 
Code of Civil Procedure shall, so far as the same 
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ace applicable, apply to every suoh order and to all 
proceedings thereunder, 

[Certain attachments, distresses and executions 
to be void.} 

CLXXXIII. Where any Company is being 
wound up by the Court or subject to the supervi¬ 
sion of the Court, any attachment distress or exe¬ 
cution put in force against the estate or effects of 
the Company after the commencement of the 
winding-up shall bo void. 

[Fraudulent preference.] 

CLXXXIV. Every conveyance, mortgage, de¬ 
livery of goods, payment, execution or other act 
relating to property, which would, if made or done 
by or against any individual trader, be deemed in 
the event of bis insolvency to have been made or 
done by way of undue or fraudulent preference of 
the creditors of such trader, shall, if made or done 
by or against any Company, be deemed, in the 
event of suoh Company being wound up under 
this Act, to have been made or done by way of 
undue or fraudulent preference of the creditors of 
such Company, and shall be invalid accordingly. 
1’or the purposes of this Section, the making of au 
application for winding-up a Company shall, in 
the case of a Company being wound up by the 
Court or subject to the supervisiou of the Court, 
and a Resolution for winding-up the Company 
shall, in the case of a voluntary winding-up, be 
deemed to correspond with the act of insolvency 
in the case of au individual trader; and any con¬ 
veyance or assignment made by any Company 
formed under this Act, of all its estate and effects 
to trustees for the benefit of all its creditors, shall 
be void. 

[Power of Court to assess damages against de¬ 
linquent Directors and Officers.] 

CLXXXV. Whore in the courts of the wind¬ 
ing-up of any Company under this Act, it appears 
that any past or present Director, Manager, 
Official or other Liquidator, or any Officer of such 
Company, has misapplied or retained .in his own 
hands or become liable or accountable for any 
monies of the Company, or been guilty of any 
misfeasance or breach of trust in relation to the 
Company, tho Court may, on the application of

If any Unregistered Compnny has 
no power to sue and be sued in a common name, 
or if, for any reason, it appears expedient, the 
Court may, by the order made for ninding-up 
such Company or by any subsequent order, direct 
that all such property, moveable and immove¬ 
able, including all inteiests, claims and lights 
into and out of propeity, moveable and im¬ 
moveable, and including things in action, as may 
belong to or be vested in tho Company, or to or in 
any person or persons on tmst for or on behalf of 
the Company or afiy part of such properly, is to 
vest in the Official Liquidator or Official Liquida¬ 
tors by his or their official name or names, and 
thereupon the same or such pait thereof as 
may be specified in the order shall vest accord¬ 
ingly, and the Official Liquidator or Official 
Liquidators may, in his nr their official name 
or names or in such name or numes and 
after giving suoli indemnity as the Court directs, 
bring or defend any suits or other legal proceed¬ 
ings rolatfog to any property vested in him or 
them, or any suits or other legal proceedings ne¬ 
cessary to be brought or defended for the purposes 
of effectually winding-up the Company and re¬ 
covering the propeity thereof. 

[Provisions of this Part of Act cumulative.] 

CCXVIII. The provisions made by this Part 
of the Act with respect to Unregistered Compa¬ 
nies shall be deemed to be made in addition to and 
net in restriction of any provisions hereinbefore 
contained' with respect to winding-up Companies 


[Wrfarfrv Wff«w w\fj *firs Of?W wW- 
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by the Court. The Court or Official Liquidator 
may, in addition to any thing contained in this 
Part of the Act, exercise any powers or do any 
aet in the case of Uniegistered Companies whieh 
might be exercised or done by it or him in wind¬ 
ing-up Companies formed under this Act; but an 
Uniegistered Company shall not, except in the 
event of its being wound up, be deemed to be a 
Company under this Act, and then only to the 
extent provided by this Part of this Act. 


PART IX. 

Bxpbal of Acts and MiscRLtANEons Provisions. 

[Repeal of Acts.] 

CCXIX. After the commencement of this Act, 
there shall he repealed the several Acts specified 
in the third Schedule hereto. 

[Saving Clause as to repeal.] 

CCXX, No repeal hereby enacted shall af¬ 
fect— - 

(1.) Any thing duly done under any Acts 
hereby repealed : 

(2 ) The incorporation of any Company regis¬ 
tered under any Act heieby repealed : 

(3. Any light or piivilege acquired or liability 
incurred under any Act hereby repealed :

[Saving of existing proceedings for winding-up.] 

CCXXI. Whero previously to the commence¬ 
ment of this Aet an order has been made for 
winding-up a Company under any Ads or Act 
hereby repealed, or a Resolution has been passed 
for winding-up a Company voluntu.lj hiu.li (Join- 
pany shall be wound up in the same manner and 
with the same imudents as if this Act wcie not 
passed, and for the pm poses of such winding-up, 
such repenlod Acts or Act shall be deemed to re¬ 
main in lull toiee. 

[Saving of Convej ance Deeds ] 

CCXXI I. Where previously to the commence¬ 
ment of .this Act any conveyance, rooitgage or 
other deed has been made in pursuance of any Act 
hereby repealed, such deed shall be of the same 
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force at if this Aet had not passed, and for 
the purposes of such deed, such repealed Act 
, shall be deemed to remain in full force. 

[Compulsory registration of certain Companies.] 

CCXXIII. Every Company required by any 
Aot hereby repealed to register under the said 
Acts, or either of them, and which has not so 
registered, shall, on or before the expiration 
of the thirty-first day from the commencement 
of this Aot, register itself as a Company under 
this Aet, in manner and subject to the re¬ 
gulations hereinbefore contained. No fees shall 
bo charged in respect of the registration of 
any Company required to register by this Section. 

[Penalty on Company not registering.) 

CCXXIV. If any Company required by tho 
last Section to register under this Act makes 
default in complying with the provisions thereof, 
then, from and after the day upon which such 
Company is required to register under this Act, 
until the day on which such Company is 
registered under this Act (which it is em¬ 
powered to do at any time,) the- following 
consequences shall ensue, (that is to say) — 

(1.) The Company shall be incapable of suing 
but shall not be incapable of being made a de¬ 
fendant to a suit. 

(2.) No dividend shall be payable to any share¬ 
holder in such Company. 

(3.) Each Director or Manager of tho Com¬ 
pany shall, for each day during which the Com- 
r pnny so being in default carries on business, incur 
a penalty not exceeding one hundred Rupees, aud 
such penalty may be recovered by any person, 
whether a shareholder or not in the Company, 
and be applied by him to his own use. 

Nevertheless, such default shall not render the 
Company so being in default illegal, nor subject 
it to any penalty or disability other than as specifi ;d 
in this Section, and registration under this Act 
shall cancel any penalty or forfeiture, and put an 
end to any disability which any Company may 
have incurred by reason of its not having regis¬ 
tered under the said Act No. XIX of 1857. 

[Cognizanco of offences under this Act.] 

CCXXV, All offences qndor this Actinay bo 
tried by any Officer exercising the powers of a 
Magistrate, unless the period of, imprisonment 
to which the offender is liable shall exceed that 
which such Officer is competent to award under 
the low for the time being in force in the place 
in which he is employed. When the period of 
imprisonment provided by this Act exceeds the 
period that may be awarded by such Officer, the 
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offender shall be eothmitted for trial before the 
Court of Session. 

[Punishment of offences under this Act, com¬ 
mitted within local limits of High Court.J 

CCXXVI. If any offouce which by this Ac*- 
is declared to be punishable by any penalty shall 
be committed by any person within the local 
limits of the ordinary original Civil jurisdiction 
of the High Court, such offence shall be punish, 
able upou summary conviction by any Magistrate 
of Police of the place at which such Court is held. 

[Levy of penalties by distress. - ] 

CCXXVtl. All penalties imposed under the 
authority of this Act may, in case of non-payment 
thereof, be levied by distress and sale of the 
offender’s moveable property by warrant under 
the haud of the Officer imposing the penalty. 

[Procedure until return is made to distress 
warrant.] 

CCXXVIII. In case any such penalty shall not 
be forthwith paid, such Officer may order the 
offender to be arrested and kept in safe custody 
until the return can bo conveniently made to such 
warrant of distress, unless the offender shall give 
Security to the satisfaction of such Officer for his 
appearance at such place and time as shall be 
appointed for the return of the warrant of distress. 

[Imprisonment if no sufficient distress.] 

CCXXIX. If upon the return of tho warrant 
it shall appear that no sufficient distress can be 
had whereon to levy such penalty, and tho same 
shall not be forthwith paid, or in case it shall 
appear to the satisfaction of such Officer, by the 
confession of the offender or otherwise, that he 
has not sufficient moveable property whereupon 
such penalty could be levied if a warrant of dis¬ 
tress wvere issued, nny such Officer may, by 
Warrant under hi? hand, commit tho offender to 
'prison, for any term not exceeding two months 
when the amount of penalty shall not exceed fifty 
Rupees, and for any’ term not exceeding four 
months when the amount shall not exceed one 
hundred Rupees, and for any term not exceeding 
six months in any other case, tho commitment to- 
be determinable in each of the eases aforesaid on 
payment of the amount of penalty. 

[Construction of “Registrar of Joint Stock- 
■Companies” in Act No. XXI of I860.] 

CCXXX. In Sections 1 and 18 of Act No. 
XXI of 1860 (for the Registration of Literary, 
Scientific and Charitable Societies), the words 
11 Registrar of Joint Stock Companies” shall he 
consttued to mean Registrar ol Joint Stock 
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Cdmpanies under this Act or any Act for tlio 
titoe being in force. 

[Act not to apply to Banks of Bengal, Madras 
or Bombay.] 

CCXXXI. Save M provided in Section 125, 
nothing in this Act shall be deemed to apply to 
tbe Bank of Bengal, the Bank of Madras and the 
Bank of Bombay. 

FIRST SCHEDULE. 

TABLE A. 

Regulations for Management of a Company 
limited by Sharks. 

Shares. 

(1.) If several persons are registered os joint 
holders of any share, any one of such persons may 
give effectual receipts for any dividend payable in 
respect of such share. 

(2) Every member shall, on payment of eight 
annas or such less sum as the Company in general 
meeting may prescribe, be entitled to a certificate, 
under the common seal of the Company, specify¬ 
ing the ehare or shares held by him, and the 
amount paid up thereon. 

'8.) If such certificate is worn out or lost, it 
may be renewed, on payment of eight annas or 
such less sum as the Company in general meeting 
may prescribe. 

Calls on Shares. 

(4.) The Directors may from time to time 
make such calls upon the members in respect of 
all monies unpaid on their shares as they think 
fit, provided that tiventy-onc days’ notice at least 
is given of each call; and each member shall be 
liable to pay the amount of calls so made to the 
persons and at the times and places appointed by 
the Directors. 

(5.) A call shall be deemed to have been made 
at the time when the Resolution of the Directors 
authorizing such call waB passed. 

(G.) If tbe call payable in respect of any share 
is not paid beforo or on the day appointed for 
payment thereof, the holder for the time being of 
such shares shall be liable to pay interest for the 
same at the rate of five per cent, per auuum from 
the day appointed for the payment thereof to the 
time of actual payment. , 

(7.) The Directors may., if they think fit, 
receive from any member willing to advance the 
Bame all or any part of the monies due upon the 
shares held by him beyond tbe sums actually 
(failed for; and upon the monies so paid in 
Advance, or so much thereof as from time to time 
exceeds the amount of the calls ttbeu made upon 1 
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the shares in respect of which such advance has 
been made, the Company may pay interest at such 
rate as the member paying such sum in advance 
and the Directors agree upon. 

Transfers of Shares. 

(8.) The instrument of transfer of any sharo 
in the Company shall be executed both by the 
transferor and transferee, and the transferor shall 
be deemed to remain a holder of such sharo until 
tho name of the transferee is entored in the Regis¬ 
ter Book in respect thereof. 

(9.) Shares in the Company shall be transfer¬ 
red in the following form: — 

I, A B, of in consideration 

of the sum of rupees paid to me 

by C D of do hereby 

transfer to the said C D the share (or shares) 
numbered standing in my 

name in the books of the 

Company, to 

hold unto the said C D his executors, administra¬ 
tors and assigns, subject to the several conditions 
on which I held the same at the tunc of the exe¬ 
cution hereof; and I, the said C D, do hereby 
agree to take the said share (or shares) subject to 
the same conditions. As witness our hands, the 
day of 

(10.) Tho Company may decline to register 
any transfer of shares made by a member who is 
indebted to them. 

(11 ) The transfer books shall be elused during 
the fourteen days immediately preceding the 
Ordinary General Meeting in each j ear. 

Transmission of Shares. 

(12.) The cxecuiors or administrators of a 
deceased member shall be the only persons recog¬ 
nized by the Company as having any title to Ins 
share. 

(13.) ^py person becoming ontitlod to a share 
in consequence of tho deuth, bankruptcy or 
insolvency of any member, or in consequenco of 
the marriage of any female member, may he regis¬ 
tered as a member upo» such evidence being 
produced as may from time to time be required by 
the Company. 

(14.) Any person who has become entitled to 
a share in consequence of the death, bankruptcy 
or insolvency of any member, or in consc- 
quenoe of the marriage of any female member, 
may, instead of being registered himself, elect to 
huve some per-on to be named by him registered 
as a tiansfeiee of such share. 

(13.) The person so becoming entitled shall 
testify such election by executing to his nominee 
an instrument of transfer of such share. 
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(10.) The instrument of transfer Bhall be pre. 
sented to the Company, together with such 
evidence as the Directors may require to prove the 
title of the transferee, and thereupon tire Company 
shall register the transferee as a member. 

Forfeiture of Shares. 

(17.) , If any member fails to pay any call on the 
day appointed for payment thereof, the Directors 
may, at any time thereafter, during such time as 
the call remains unpaid, serve a notice on him 
requiring him to pay such call, together with 
interest and any expenses that may have accrued 
by reason of such non-payment. 

(18.) The notice shall name a further dny on 
or before which such call and all interest and 
expenses that have accrued by reason of such non* 
payment arc to be paid. It shall also name the 
place where payment is to be made, the place so 
named being either the registered Olfico of the 
Company or some other place at which culls of the 
Company are usually made payable. The noiice 
shall also state that in theeveutof non-payment at 
or before the time and at the place appointed, the 
shares in respect of which such call was made will 
be liable to be forfeited. 

(19.) If the requistions of any such notice as 
aforesaid are not complied with, any share in respect 
of which such notice has been given may at any 
time thereafter beforo payment ol all calls, interest 
and expenses due in respect thereof has been 
made, be forfeited by a Resolution of the Directors 
to that effect. 

(20.) Any share so forfeited shall be deemed 
to be the property of the Compauy, and may be 
disposed of in such manner as the Company in 
General Meeting thinks fit. 

(21.) Any member whose shares have been 
forfeited shall notwithstanding be liable to pay to 
the Company all calls owing upon such shares at 
the time of the forfeiture. 

(22.) A solemn declaration in writing, made 
before a Magistrate, that the call in respect of a 
share was made and notice thereof given, and 
that default in payment of the call was made 
and that the forfeiture of the Bhure was made by a 
Resolution of the Directors to that effect, shull b 
sufficient evidence of the facts therein stated, as 
against all persons entitled to gneh shave, and 
Such declaration and the receipt of tho Company 
for the price of such share shall constitute a good 
title to such share, and a certificate of proprietor¬ 
ship shall be delivered to a purchaser, and there¬ 
upon he shall be deemed the holder of such share 
discharged from all calls due prior to such pur¬ 
chase, and he shall not he bound to see to the 
application of the purchase money, nor shall his 
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title to such'share be affected by any irregu- 
larity in the proceedings in reference to such 
sale. 

Conncrsion of Shares into Slock. 

(23.) The Directors may, with the sanction 
of the Company‘previously given in General 
Meeting, convert any paid-up shares into stock. 

(24.) When any shares have been converted 
into stock, the several holders ol such stock may 
thenceforth transfer their respective interests 
therein or any part of such interests, in the same 
manner and subject to the same regulations as 
and subject to which any shares in the capital of 
the Company may be transferred, or as near 
thereto as circumstances admit. 

(25.) The several holders of stock shall be 
entitled to participate in the dividends and pro¬ 
fits of the Company according to the amount of 
their respective interests in such stock, and such 
interest shall, in proportion to the amount thereof, 
confer on tho holders thereof respectively, the 
same privileges and advantages for the purpose of 
voting 'at meetings of the Company and lor other 
purposes, as would have been conferred by shares 
of equal amount in the capital of the Company j 
but so that none of such privileges or advantages, 
except the participation in the dividends and 
profits of the Company, shall bo conferred by 
any such aliquot part of consolidated stock as 
would not, if existing in shares, havo conferred 
such privileges or advantages. 

Increase in Capital . 

(26.) The Directors may, with the sanction of 
a Special Resolution of the Company previously 
given in General Meeting, increase its capital by 
the issue of new shares, such aggregate increase 
to bo oY such amount, and to be divided into 
shares of such respective amounts, as the Com¬ 
pany in General Meeting directs, or, if uo direc¬ 
tion is given, as the Directors think expedient. 

(27.) Subject to any direction to the contrary 
that may be given by the meeting that sanctions 
the increase of capital, all new shares shall bo offered 
to the members in proportion to the existing shares 
held by them, and such offer shall be made by 
notice specifying the number of shares to which 
the member is entitled, and. limiting a time 
within which the offer, if not accepted, will be 
deemed to be declined; and after the expiration of 
such time, or on the receipt of an intimation from 
the member to whom such notice is given that 
he declines to accept the shares offered, ,khe 
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Directors may dispose of the sene in such manner 
as they think most beneficial to the Company. 

(28.) Any capital raised by the creation of 
new share shall be considered ns part of the ori¬ 
ginal enpit.nl, and shall be subject to the same 
provisions with reference to the payment of calls, 
and the forfeiture of shares on non-payment of 
calls, or otherwise, as if it had been part of the 
original capital. 

General Meetings. 

(29.) The first General Meeting shall be held 
at such time, not being more than six months 
after the registration of the Company, and at 
such place, as the Directors may determine. 

(30.) Subsequent General Meetings shall be 
held at Rueh time and place as may be prescribed 
by the Company in General Meeting; and if no 
other time or place is prescribed, a General Meet¬ 
ing shall be held on the first Monday in Febru¬ 
ary in every year, nt such place as may be deter¬ 
mined by tho Directors. 

(31.) The above mentioned General Meetings 
shall he called Ordinary Meetings ; all other 
General Meetings shall bo called Extraordinary. 

(33). The Directors may, whenever they think 
fit, and they shall upon a requisition made in 
writing by not less than one-fifth in number of 
the members of the Company, convene an Extra¬ 
ordinary General Meeting. 

(33.) Any requisition made by the members 
■ball express the object, of the Meeting proposed 
# to bo called, and shall be loft at the registered 
Office of the Company. 

(34.) Upon the receipt, of such requisition the 
Directors shall forthwith proceed to convene an 
Extraordinary General Meeting. If they do not 
proceed to convene the samo within twenty-one 
days from the date of the requisition, the requisi- 
tionists or any other members amounting to the 
required number, may themselves convene an 
Extraordinary General Meeting. 

Proceedings at General Meetings. 

(35.) Seven days’ notice at the least, specify¬ 
ing the place, the day and the hour of Meeting, 
and in case of special business the general nature of 
suok business, shall be given to,the members in 
manner hereinafter mentioned, or in such other 
manner, if ony, as may, he prescribed by the Com¬ 
pany in General Meeting ; but the non-receipt 
of such notice by any member shall not invalidate 
the proceedings at any General Meeting. 

(36.) All business shall be deemed special 
that is transacted.at an Extraordinary Meeting, 
ml all that is transacted at an Ordinary Meeting,

with the exception of sanctioning a dividend, and 
the consideration of the accounts, balance-sheets, 
and the ordinary report of the Directors. 

(37.) No business shall be transacted at any 
General Meeting, except the declaration of a 
dividend, unless a quorum of members is present 
kt the time when the meeting proceeds to business. 
Such quorum shall be ascertained as fallows: that 
is to say, if the persons who have taken shares in 
the Company at the time of the meeting do not 
exceed ten in number, the quorum shall be five ; 
if they exceed ten, there shall be added to the 
above quorum one for every five additional mem¬ 
bers up to fifty, and one lor every ten additional 
Members alter fifty with this limitation, that no 
quorum shall in any case exceed twenty. 

(33.) If within one hour from the time appoint¬ 
ed, for the meeting, a quorum is not present, tho 
meeting, if convened upon the requisition of 
members, shall be dissolved. In any' other case 
it shall stand adjourned to the same day in the 
next week, at the same time and place; and if at 
such adjourned meeting a quorum is not present, 
it shall be adjourned tine die. 

(89.) The Chairman (if any) of the Board of 
Directors shall preside as Chairman at every 
General Meeting of the Company: 

(40.) If there is no such Chairman, or if at 
any meeting he is not present within fifteen 
minutes after the time appointed for holding the 
meeting, the menbers present shall choose some 
one of their number to be Chairman. 

(41.) The Chairman may, with the consent of 
the meeting, adjourn any. meeting from time to 
time and from place to placej but no business shall 
be transacted at any adjourned meeting other than 
the bnsiness left unfinished at the meeting from 
whieh tli^adjournment took plaoe. 
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(42.) At any General Meeting, unless a poll is 
demanded by at least five members, a declaration 
by the Chairman that a Resolution has been car¬ 
ried, and an entry to that effect in the book of 
proceedings of the Company, shall be sufficient 
evidence of the fact,, without proof of the number 
or proportion of the votes reoorded in favour of or 
against sach Resolution. 

(43^) If a poll is demanded by five or more 
members, it shall be taken in such manner as the 
Chairman directs, and the result of such poll shall 
be deemed to be. the Resolution of the Company 
in General Meeting. In the case of an equality 
of votes at any General Meeting th« Qbakmui 
shall bs entitled to a second or Sfstigg., voile. .

A Bill to legalize Horse-racing in India. 

[Preamble.] 

Whebeas it is expedient to exempt certain trans¬ 
actions connected with horse-racing from the 
operation of Aot No. XXI of 1848 (for avoiding 
wagers) j it is hereby enacted as follows :— 
"'{Subscriptions or agreements to subscribe to 
plates, &c.| may be lawful notwithstanding Act 
No. XXI of 1848.] 

1, No subscription or contribution, or agreement 
to subscribe or contribute, made or entered into 
after the passing of this Act, for pr toward any 
plate, prize, or sum of money, of the value or 
amount of five hundred Rupees or upwards, to b« 
awarded to the winner or winnersiof any horse¬ 
race, shall be deemed unlawful by reason of 
anything contained in the said Act No. XXI 
of 184$, 
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[Government Gazette, 26 tk June 1866.] 8 M 
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[Nothing in this Act to legalize lotteries.] 


2. Nothing in this Aot shall bo deemed to 
legalize any transaction connected with horse-racing 
to which the provisions of Act No. Y of 1844 (for 
the suppression of all lotteries not authorised by 
Government), apply. 
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Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

The object of this Bill is to assimilate the law 
of India on the subject of horse-racing to the law 
of England. 

Statute 8 & 9 Vic., cap. 109, Section 18, 
provides that all contracts and agreements by 
way of gaming or wagering shall be null and void, 
and that no money deposited in the hunds of any 
person to abide the event upon which any wager 
shall have been made, shall he recoverable. The 
section, however, contains a proviso that this 
enactment shall not apply to uny subscription or 
agreement to subscribe for any plate, &e., to be 
awarded to the winner of any lawful game. There 
is no doubt that, under Statute 18 Geo, 2, cap. 
84, Section 11, horse-racing for a prizo worth JL50 
or upwards, is a lawful game withiu the meaning 
of the former Statute. 
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The first section of the Indian Act No. XXI 
of 1848, is copied from the section above recited . 
but it omits the proviso. Hcneo the Calcutta 
Turf Club has urgently represented to the Govern¬ 
ment that in India dishonourable porsons evade 
with impunity promises to subscribe to prizes and 
stakes. The present Bill, whioh is modelled on 
the proviso above referred to, accordingly enacts 
that no subscription or contribution, or agreement 
to subscribe or contribute, for or toward auy plute, 
prize of sum of money of the value or amount of 
Rupees 500 or upwards, to be awarded to the 
winners or winner of any horse-race, shall be

The following are the rules prepared by the Board 
of Revenue under Section 23, Act XX of 1865, 
to define what qualifications are required for a 
certificate entitling a person to practise as a 
Revenue Agent under that Act. 

1. Any person who has obtained from the 
Judge a certificate that he is qualified to present 
himself for evimination as a Mookhtar may present 
himself for examination for the ofliee of Jtcvenuc 
Agent. 

2. Any person who can satisfy the Collector

Tramwaya, warehouses, and sheds for the 
conveying, receiving, and storing of goods and 
merchandize landed or to he shipped. 
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(iii) . The laying down of mooring* and the 
erection of oranee, scales, and all other necessary 
means and appliances for loading and unloading 
vessels. 

(iv) . The reclaiming, enclosing, and raising 
any part of the river bed within the Port and 
below high water mark which may be necessary 
for the execution of the works authorized by this 
Act. . 

(v) . The construction and application of 
dredges and other machines for cleaning and im¬ 
proving the river bed within the aforesaid limits. 

(vi) , Tho construction of such works without 
the limits of the Port as shall be. necessary for the 
protection of works executed under this Act. 

[Justices to submit a general scheme of pro¬ 
posed works.] 

XXXIV. Within six months from the pass¬ 
ing of this Act, or such further time as the Lieu. 
tenant-Govcrnor of Bengal shall in that behalf 
allow, the Justices shall submit to the Lieutenant- 
Governor a written scheme or proposal, with tho 
necessary plans, sections, and elevations, exhibit¬ 
ing the general character of the works, construc¬ 
tions, machines, and arrangements proposed by 
the Justices for the improvement of the Port, and 
the estimated cost of such improvements so far 
as such cost can be fairly estimated without 
going into minute details. Until the scheme 
or proposal so submitted shall have received the 
approval of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
the Justices shall not, except with express sanction 
in each ease of the Lieutenant-Governor of llen- 
gal, have power to commence any works or 
acquire any immoveable or moveable property 
under this Act. 

[Lieutenant-Governor to enquire and approve 
of scheme.] 

XXXV. It shall he lawful for thu Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, in bis discretion, to appoint 
a Commission of one or more persons, to enquire 
into the general nature and object of the said 
scheme, its probable uutility and cost, and any 
other matter connected with the said scheme on 
which the said Lieutenant-Governor shall desire 
to be satisfied. 

* [Variations and additions in scheme.] • 

XXXVI. If any variations, omissions, or 
additions from or to the proposed scheme nr<? re¬ 
quired by the Government, the same shall be 
adopted by the J ustices, and when the said scheme 
or proposal as submitted, or subject to such omis¬ 
sions, alterations, or additions, shall have received 
the final approval of the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal, the general character of the scheme as 
approved, its general cost, and the fact of its 

[Government Gazette, 3rd July I860.] 
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approval by the Lieutenant-Governor or Bengal, 
shall be notified in the Calcutta Gazette, and 
thereafter the Justices shall have power to acquire 
property and to raise money as hereinafter men¬ 
tioned. 

[Subsequent variations and additions.] 

XXXVII. If and .whenever after the approval 
and notification as aforesaid of the general 
scheme, it shall be found dosireahlo to carry out 
any variation therefrom or addition I hereto, a 
written scheme or proposal for such variation or 
addition, with ' the necessary plans, sections, and 
elevations, and an estimate of the cost, shall be 
submitted by the Justices to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, who shall have the 
samo power and discretion in regard thereto as in 
regard to the general scheme, and such variation 
or addition shall, when and as approx cd, be noti¬ 
fied in the Calcutta Gazette. Provided that any 
variation or addition in matters of mere detail 
and involving a difference of expense from the 
originally estimated cost of not more than 'fifty 
thousand Rupees, may be carried out by the Jus¬ 
tices without submitting the same to the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor of Bengal, any thing hereinbefore 
contained notwithstanding. 

[Money to lie raised on debentures.] 

XXXVIII. A fior such notification as afore¬ 
said has been published, il shall be lawful for thu 
Justices from time to time to rai.-e money, for 
the estimated cost of the works and arrangements 
proposed and approved, on debentures bearing 
interest, which shall be a first charge on all pro¬ 
perty acquired by the Justices for the purposes 
of this Act, and on all tolls, duties, rales, and 
charges leviable under this Act.; and it shall be 
lawful for the said Justices at any time or times 
to raise the additional moneys (if any) required 
for the carrying out of any variations or addi¬ 
tions under the last preceding Section, liy the issue 
of further debentures to be a charge as aforesaid 
on the tolls, duties, rates, and charges leviable 
and property acquired under this Act. Provided 
that the amount of debentures issued or advertized 
at any one time, and the terms on whieh the 
same are issued, shall bo subject to the approval 
of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, and that 
the total amount of outstanding debentures under 
this Act shall not at any time exceud the sum of 
one and a half Crores of Rupees.

[Application of funds raised on debentures.] 

XXXIX. All the moneys raised on debentures 
shall be applied by the Justices in the acquisition 
of immoveable and moveable property, the pay¬ 
ment of salaries, fees, and expenses, and of interest

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on debentures, and of the cost works aind erections 
accessary or expedient for carrying out the 
purposes of this Act. 

[Application of surplus income.] 

XL. Whenever the half-yearly accounts di- 
reoted to belaid before the Justices shall show n 
surplus for the half-year of income over expendi¬ 
ture, suoh •surplus or so much thereof as the Justi¬ 
ces shall' think fit, may be applied by them in 
paying off the debentures issued under this Act, 
or suoh surplus may in whole or part be invested 
by tbe Justices in the purchase in their Corporate 
name of Government securities, and the interest 
thereof may be accumulated and invested in like 
manner, with power to the Justices at any time 
to dispose of uny such securities, and to apply the 
prooeeds aud interest thereof in paying off deben¬ 
tures or towards any of the other purposes of this 
Act. „ 

[Form of debenture.] 

XLI. All the debentures issued under the 
authority of this Act shall be in the form contain¬ 
ed in the Schedule (A) to this Act, aud shall he 
transferable by endorsement, and the right to sue 
in respect of the moneys secured by any of such 
debentures shall be vested in the holders thereof 
for the time being, without any preference by 
reason of somo of such debentures being prior in 
date to others. 

[Payment of debentures by fresh mortage of 
rates.j 

XLII. The Justices may at any time, with 
the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor of Ben¬ 
gal, raise, by the issue of new debentures, any 
money that may be required to pay the amount, 
for tho time being due on any debentures issued 
in pursuance of this Aut. 

[A Budget or Estimate of Income and Expendi¬ 
ture to be submitted annually' to the Justices.] 

XL1II. At a Special General Meeting to be 
held in the month of November in each year, the 
Chairman shall lay before the Justices a separate 
Budget or Estimate, prepared by the Committee, 
of the expenditure and income of the Trust under 
this Act for the year commencing on the 1st of 
January then next succeeding, ia sugh detail and 
form as the Justices shall from .time to time, by 
order pnssed at a Meeting, direct.

XLV. It shall be in the discreti >n of the 
Justices to pass, or to njcol, or to modify, the 
estimates of all or any sums entered in the Budget. 
No new work or series of works the entire est i¬ 
mated cost of which, ns shown in the Budget, 
shall exceed fifty thousand Rupees, shall ho com¬ 
menced without the sanction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor having been previously obtained. 

[Accounts to bo audited and examined. Proviso.] 

XLVI. The accounts of the receipts and 
expenditure under this Act shall be audited and 
examined twice in every year for the purpose of 
being laid before the half-yearly Meetings under 
Section XV of this Act. Thu audit shall bo made 
by such Auditor's ns shall from time to time be 
appointed bj' the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 
For the purposes of any audit and examination of 
accounts under this Act, the Auditors may, by 
summons in writing, require the production be¬ 
fore them of all hooks, deeds, contracts, accounts, 
vouchers, and all other documents and papers 
which they may deem necessary, and may require 
any person holding or accountable lor any such 
books, deeds, contracts, accounts, vouchers, docu¬ 
ments, or papers, to appear before them at any 
such audit and examination, or adjournm. lit tin ro¬ 
of, and "th make and sign a declaration with res¬ 
pect to the same: and if :*:iy such person neglect 
or refuse so to do, or to produce any suck books, 
deeds, contracts, accounts, vouchers, documents, 
or papers, or to make or sign such declaration, lie 
shall be liable for every neglect or refusal to a pe¬ 
nalty not exceeding one hundred liupecn. All 
Auditors acting under this Act ..hall, in respect of 
each audit, he paid by the Justices such reasonable 
remuneration as the Lieutenant-Governor of Ben¬ 
gal shall from time to time determine : Provided 
always that before each audit and examination of 
accounts under this Act, the Chairman shall give 
ten days’ notice of the time and place at which 
the same will bo made, by advertisement in the 
English Government Gazette, and in at least two 
ot the daily English Newspapers published in Cal¬ 
cutta ; and a copy of the accounts to be audited 
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A&d examined shall be deposited in tbe Office of 
the Justices, and be open during Office hours 
thereat to the inspection of all persons interested, 
for seven days before the audit in-1 examination, 
and all such persons shall b•' a: liberty to take 
copies of or extracts from the same, without the 
payment of any fee; and within, fourteen days 
after the audit and examination shall have been 
completed, £he Auditors shull report upon the 
accounts audited and examined, and shall deliver 
such report to the Justices at a Meeting, who shall 
cause the same to bo deposited in the Office of the 
Justices, and to bo published in the Calcutta 
Gazette and in somo one or more of the said 
Newspapers. 

[Seagoing vessels may be ordered by Conserva¬ 
tor of Port, on requisition of J ustices, to resort to 
wharf for receiving or discharging cargo.] 

XLVII. As and when any wharf, quay, stage, 
jetty, or pier erected under tho provisions of this 
Act shall have been made and completed, together 
with such sufficient warehouses, sheds, cranes, and 
moorings for landing and shipping goods from and 
upon sea-going vessels, it shall be lawful for the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to declare, by 
publication of notice to that effect in three conse¬ 
cutive numbers of the Calcutta Gazette, that such 
wharf, quay, stage, jetty, or pier is ready (or re¬ 
ceiving, landing, and shipping goods from and 
upon sea-going vessels. And front and after such 
notification and publication, it shall be lawful for 
the Chairu.au > •'■'iinitlee, or the proper 

officer of the '■ - ' behalf, to call upon 

the Consent; 4 .. iV-t from time to time 
when there *.»->: i. at such wharf, quay, 

stage, jetty, or pier, . mb. ' vessel he may 

think fit alongside of the said wharf, quay, stage, 
jetty, or pier, for the purpose of being laden or 
unladen by tbe Justices, And if after such order 
of the Conservator of tho Port, the Owner or 
Master of any such vessel sl.all either take in or 
discharge cargo, save and except at such wharf, 
quay, stage, jetty, or pier, to which such vessel 
shall have been so ordered, the Owner or Master 
thereof shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred 
Bupees for each day that ho or they shall land or 
Bhip or attempt to laud or ship any goods in con¬ 
travention of such order. * 

[A.fter notification all goods must be landed and 
shipped from and upon sea-going vessels at tho

XLVlII- When a sufficient number of wharves, 
quays, stages, jetties, and piers, shall have been 

Greeted under this Act for the landing and ship¬ 
ping of the cargoes of all sea-going vessels 
resorting to the Port, it shaft he lawful for the 

[Gwrumeut QmiU, M July 18 «a.] 
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Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to order, by publi¬ 
cation of auoh order for one month in the Calcutta 
Gazette, that no goods ehall be boded or shipped 
from or upon any sca-going vessel within the Port, 
save at suoh wharves, quays, stages, jetties, and 
piers. And whoever shall, after such order has 
been so notified as aforesaid, land or ship or 
attempt to land or ship any goods in contraven¬ 
tion of such order, shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding two hundred Rupees for every day that 
he shall so land or ship any goods in contruven- 
.tion of the said order. Provided always, and it is 
hereby declared that, notwithstanding any tiling

XLIX. As and when any wharf, quay, stage, 
jetty, or pier, for the receiving, landing, or ship¬ 
ping of goods from boats and inland country \ essels 
shall have been made and completed with all pro¬ 
per appliances in that behalf, it shyjl be lawful for 
the Lieutenant-G overnor to declare, by publication 
of tho same in three consecutive numbers of tho 
Calcutta Gazette, that such wharf, quay, stage, 
jetty, or pier is ready left - t.hc receiving, landing, 
and shijming of goods from boats nnd inland 
country vessels, nnd in the same way to order 
thut, within certain prescribed limits to be speci¬ 
fied in that behalf, it shall not be lawful to land 
or ship any goods out of or into any such boat or 
inland country vessel except at suoh wharf, quay, 
stage, jetty, or pier.

bricks, tiles, lime, soorkce, firewood, bamboos, 
bay, straw, vegetables, fruits, meat., and market 
produce. And the Justices shall make, and may 
from time to time alter and vary, such regulations 
and Lye-laws for the use of the said public land¬ 
ing places, the time during which goods shall be 
allowed to remuin thereon, and the removal of 
goods landed thereon, as they shall think fit. 
Provided nevertheless that such Regulations and 
Bye-laws shall he approved of by the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal. 

[Ghauts and bathing-places to be provided.j 

L11I. It shall he lawful for the Justices, if 
they shall consider it necessary for the purposes 
of this Act, to occupy or remove any bathing 
ghaut or landing-place within the Port, and to 
prohibit the public from afterwards resorting to 
or using the same. Provided nevertheless that 
the Justices shall reserve, set out, make, and 
provide for the use of the public such sufficient 
bathing ghauts within the Port as shall be re¬ 
quired for the convenience of the public, and as 
shall be approved of by the Lieuteuaul-Governor 
of Bengal. 

[Wharves, &c., to he appointed under Customs 

Act.] 

LIV. When the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal shall under Section X of the Consolidated 
Customs Act appoint any wharf, quay, stage, 
jetty, or pier, erected under this Act for the use 
of sea-going vessels, to be a wharf for llio land¬ 
ing and shipping ot goods within the moaning 
of that enactment, the Justices shall set apart, 
maintain, and secure on any such wharf, quay, 
stage, jetty, or pier, such portion thereof or place 
therein or adjoining thereto for the use of the 
Officers of Customs, as the Lieutenant-Governor 
shall fli that behalf approve of or appoint. 

f Justices houud to provide seivants, &e., for 
shipping and landing goods.] 

■ LY. After the publication of the order in 
Section XLVIT1 heveinUclore mentioned, the Jus¬ 
tices shall provide and at all times keep and main¬ 
tain sufficient servants and apparatus, tor the expe¬ 
ditious and convenient landing and shipping of 
goods from and upon all sea-going vessels coming 
to the wharves, quays, stages, jetties, or piers; and' 
shall by their servants 'land and ship all goods 
from aud upon any such vessel so coming to such 
wharf, quay, stage, jetty, or pier, unless where 
there is a legal excuse for refusing to land or 
ship such goods, or such vessel iB by reason of 
the breuch or uon-observauoe of any law or

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regti/ation not entitled to have her cargo shipped 

or discharged. Provided that the Justices, shall 
not be bound to land, ship, or move any single 
article or package exceeding thirty tons of 
twenty hundredweight in weight, except at such 
special charge as may be agreed on in respect of 
snob aoticle or package. 

[Tolls to be levied.] 

LVI.' The Committee shall from time to time 
frame a scale of tolls, dues, or rates for the land¬ 
ing and shipping of goods at the wharves, quays, 
stages, jetties, and piers erected under this Act 
for the use of sea-going vessels, and for the 
storing and keeping of any goods stored in any 
premises belonging to the Justices, and for the 
removal of goods, and for the use of any moorings 
laid down by the Justices.. Aud also a scale of 
tolls, dues, and rates for the landing and ship¬ 
ping of goods into and out of any country-bout 
or vessel, and also a scale of tolls for the 
use of the said wharves, quays, stages, jet¬ 
ties, and piors by any boat or inland country 
vessel in case the Justices shall permit the goods 
to be landed or shipped by others than their own 
officers and servants. Such scale of tolls, dues, 
and rates shall be.submitted to the Lieutcuaut- 
Governor, and after receiving his approval shall bo 
published in the Calcutta Gazette, and may from 
time to time, subject to the like approval and 
publication, be altered. Provided always that it 
shall not be lawful for the Justices to levy any 
tolls, dues, or rates or mooring charges on a scale 
higher.than that given in Schedule B to this Act. 


[Recovery of tolls in arrear.] 

LVII. For the amount of all tolls, charges, 
dues, and rates duly leviable muler this Act in 
respect of any goods, the Justices shall have a 
lion on such goods, and shall be entitled to detain 
the same until such tolls, rates, and dues are fully 
paid. Tolls, rates, and dues in respect of goods 
to be lunded shall become payable immediately 
on the landing of the goods. Tolls, rates, and 
dues in respect of goods to be removed from the 
premises of the Justices or to be shipped for 
export, shall he payable before the goyds are 
removed or shipped. The lien for such tolls, 
rates, and does shall have priority over all other 
liens and claims, except for general average, the 
shipowner's lien for freight upon the said goods 
where such lien exists and has been preserved in 
the manner hereinafter provided, for primage, and 
for money payable to. Her Majesty or the Secre¬ 
tary of State for India in Counoil under any law 
{.Government Gate its, 3rd July 1806 .] 
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for the time being in force. Provided thnt 
nothing in tbi» Act shall affect any power or 
authority vested in the Chief Offiocr of Customs 
under any law for the time being in force. 


[Goods may be removed to Public Warehouses. 

LTIII. In any case in which goods without 
any default on the part of the Justices shall have 
boon left for throe days on any wharf or shed 
belonging to the Justices, it shall be lawful for 
the Committee to remove or cause the same to 
be removed either to any warehouse belonging 
to them or to the Public Warehouses, at the 
expense of the owners of the said goods, giving 
notice to the consignee or owner of such goods 
oT such removal if the address of suoh consignee 
or owner is known, by letter left at such address 
orsent by post; and the consignee or owner of such 
goods, in addition to the expenses of the removal 
of the same, shall be liable, in case the goods shall 
be removed to any warehouse or store of the 
Justices, to a charge for warehousing for the time 
daring which the goods shall remain in the said 
ware-houses.

If the shipowner at the time when ' any 
goods are landed at any wharf, quay, stage, 
jetty, or pier, erected under this Act, shall give 
to the Justices notice in writing that the goods 
are to nOmairr subject to a lien for freight or other 
charges payable to the shipowner to an amount 
to be mentioned in such notice, the goods so 
landed shall continue liable to the same lien, if 
any, for such charges as they were subject to 
before the landing thereof. Such goods shall 
be retained either in the warehouses and sheds of 
the Justices, or, with the consent of the Chief 
Officer of Customs, in the Public Warehouses, 
until the lien is discharged as hereinafter men¬ 
tioned.

[If tolls not paid or the lien for freight ie not 
discharged, goods may bo aold alter the . expira¬ 
tion of two months.] 

XiXI. Jf the tolls, rates, and dues payable to 
the Justices in respect of the said goods under 
this Act are not paid, or if tho lien of the 
shipowner for freight where such notice as 
aforesaid has been given is not discharged, the 
Justices may, and in the latter event il required 
by the shipowner shall, at the expiration of two 
months from the time when the goods were 
placed in their custody, or if the goods are of a 
perishable nature at such earlier period, being 
npt less than twenty-four hours after tho landing 
of the goods, as they shall think fit, sell by 
public auction the said goods nr so much as may 
be necessary to satisfy the charges hereinafter 
mentioned; before making such sale, ten days’ 
notioe of the same shall be given by publication 
thereof in the Calcutta Gazette, unless tho goods 
are- of so perishable a nature as in the opinion of 
the Offieer of tho Justices in that behalf to 
ronder immediate sale necessary or advisable, in 
which event such notice shall be given by publi¬ 
cation as aforesaid as the urgency of the case 
admits of. If the address of the owner of the 
goods has been stated on the manifest of the 
cargo, or in any of tho documents which have 
' come into the hands of the Justices, or is other¬ 
wise known, notice shall nlso he given to the 
owner of the goods by letter delivered at such 
address or sent by the post: but the title of a 
land fide purchaser of such goods shall not be in¬ 
validated by reason of the omission to send the 
notice hereinbefore mentioned, nor shall any such 
purchaser be bound to inquire whether such notice 
has been sent.

2. Those of *the higher grade shall he compe¬ 
tent to appear, plead, and act in atiy Civil or Cri¬ 
minal Court subordinate to and within the limits 
of the general jurisdiction of the High Court, 
and also before the Board of Revenue or in any 
Revenue Court or Office within tho said limits:

XXXII. When tlie Justices are unable to 
acquire by agreement any laud or building re¬ 
quired for the purposes of this Act, the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal in its discretion may declare that 
the land or building is needed for a public pur¬ 
pose, and may order proceedings lor obtaining 
possession of the same for Government and for 
determining the compensation to he paid to the 
parties interested, according to any law in force for 
the acquisition of land for public purposes. Such 
land or building when acquired shall he conveyed 
to the Justices, on their paying the compensation 
awarded and all costs.connected therewith. 

[General nature of the works under the Act.] 

XXXIII. The works and arrangements to he 
constructed and carried out by the Justices under 
the provisions of this Act may include : — 

(i) . Wharves, quays, stages, jetties, and piers, 
within the Port, with all necessary and conve¬ 
nient arches, ■ drains, landing-places, stairs, and 
approaches. 

(ii) . Tramwaya, warehouses, and sheds for the 
conveying, receiving, and storing of goods and 
merchandize landed or to he shipped. 
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(iii) . The laying down of mooring* and the 
erection of oranee, scales, and all other necessary 
means and appliances for loading and unloading 
vessels. 

(iv) . The reclaiming, enclosing, and raising 
any part of the river bed within the Port and 
below high water mark which may be necessary 
for the execution of the works authorized by this 
Act. . 

(v) . The construction and application of 
dredges and other machines for cleaning and im¬ 
proving the river bed within the aforesaid limits. 

(vi) , Tho construction of such works without 
the limits of the Port as shall be. necessary for the 
protection of works executed under this Act. 

[Justices to submit a general scheme of pro¬ 
posed works.] 

XXXIV. Within six months from the pass¬ 
ing of this Act, or such further time as the Lieu. 
tenant-Govcrnor of Bengal shall in that behalf 
allow, the Justices shall submit to the Lieutenant- 
Governor a written scheme or proposal, with tho 
necessary plans, sections, and elevations, exhibit¬ 
ing the general character of the works, construc¬ 
tions, machines, and arrangements proposed by 
the Justices for the improvement of the Port, and 
the estimated cost of such improvements so far 
as such cost can be fairly estimated without 
going into minute details. Until the scheme 
or proposal so submitted shall have received the 
approval of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
the Justices shall not, except with express sanction 
in each ease of the Lieutenant-Governor of llen- 
gal, have power to commence any works or 
acquire any immoveable or moveable property 
under this Act. 

[Lieutenant-Governor to enquire and approve 
of scheme.] 

XXXV. It shall he lawful for thu Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, in bis discretion, to appoint 
a Commission of one or more persons, to enquire 
into the general nature and object of the said 
scheme, its probable uutility and cost, and any 
other matter connected with the said scheme on 
which the said Lieutenant-Governor shall desire 
to be satisfied. 

* [Variations and additions in scheme.] • 

XXXVI. If any variations, omissions, or 
additions from or to the proposed scheme nr<? re¬ 
quired by the Government, the same shall be 
adopted by the J ustices, and when the said scheme 
or proposal as submitted, or subject to such omis¬ 
sions, alterations, or additions, shall have received 
the final approval of the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal, the general character of the scheme as 
approved, its general cost, and the fact of its

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approval by the Lieutenant-Governor or Bengal, 
shall be notified in the Calcutta Gazette, and 
thereafter the Justices shall have power to acquire 
property and to raise money as hereinafter men¬ 
tioned.

XXXVII. If and .whenever after the approval 
and notification as aforesaid of the general 
scheme, it shall be found dosireahlo to carry out 
any variation therefrom or addition I hereto, a 
written scheme or proposal for such variation or 
addition, with ' the necessary plans, sections, and 
elevations, and an estimate of the cost, shall be 
submitted by the Justices to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, who shall have the 
samo power and discretion in regard thereto as in 
regard to the general scheme, and such variation 
or addition shall, when and as approx cd, be noti¬ 
fied in the Calcutta Gazette. Provided that any 
variation or addition in matters of mere detail 
and involving a difference of expense from the 
originally estimated cost of not more than 'fifty 
thousand Rupees, may be carried out by the Jus¬ 
tices without submitting the same to the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor of Bengal, any thing hereinbefore 
contained notwithstanding. 

[Money to lie raised on debentures.] 

XXXVIII. A fior such notification as afore¬ 
said has been published, il shall be lawful for thu 
Justices from time to time to rai.-e money, for 
the estimated cost of the works and arrangements 
proposed and approved, on debentures bearing 
interest, which shall be a first charge on all pro¬ 
perty acquired by the Justices for the purposes 
of this Act, and on all tolls, duties, rales, and 
charges leviable under this Act.; and it shall be 
lawful for the said Justices at any time or times 
to raise the additional moneys (if any) required 
for the carrying out of any variations or addi¬ 
tions under the last preceding Section, liy the issue 
of further debentures to be a charge as aforesaid 
on the tolls, duties, rates, and charges leviable 
and property acquired under this Act. Provided 
that the amount of debentures issued or advertized 
at any one time, and the terms on whieh the 
same are issued, shall bo subject to the approval 
of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, and that 
the total amount of outstanding debentures under 
this Act shall not at any time exceud the sum of 
one and a half Crores of Rupees. 

• 

[Application of funds raised on debentures.] 

XXXIX. All the moneys raised on debentures 
shall be applied by the Justices in the acquisition 
of immoveable and moveable property, the pay¬ 
ment of salaries, fees, and expenses, and of interest 
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on debentures, and of the cost works aind erections 
accessary or expedient for carrying out the 
purposes of this Act. 

[Application of surplus income.] 

XL. Whenever the half-yearly accounts di- 
reoted to belaid before the Justices shall show n 
surplus for the half-year of income over expendi¬ 
ture, suoh •surplus or so much thereof as the Justi¬ 
ces shall' think fit, may be applied by them in 
paying off the debentures issued under this Act, 
or suoh surplus may in whole or part be invested 
by tbe Justices in the purchase in their Corporate 
name of Government securities, and the interest 
thereof may be accumulated and invested in like 
manner, with power to the Justices at any time 
to dispose of uny such securities, and to apply the 
prooeeds aud interest thereof in paying off deben¬ 
tures or towards any of the other purposes of this 
Act. „ 

[Form of debenture.] 

XLI. All the debentures issued under the 
authority of this Act shall be in the form contain¬ 
ed in the Schedule (A) to this Act, aud shall he 
transferable by endorsement, and the right to sue 
in respect of the moneys secured by any of such 
debentures shall be vested in the holders thereof 
for the time being, without any preference by 
reason of somo of such debentures being prior in 
date to others. 

[Payment of debentures by fresh mortage of 
rates.j 

XLII. The Justices may at any time, with 
the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor of Ben¬ 
gal, raise, by the issue of new debentures, any 
money that may be required to pay the amount, 
for tho time being due on any debentures issued 
in pursuance of this Aut. 

[A Budget or Estimate of Income and Expendi¬ 
ture to be submitted annually' to the Justices.] 

XL1II. At a Special General Meeting to be 
held in the month of November in each year, the 
Chairman shall lay before the Justices a separate 
Budget or Estimate, prepared by the Committee, 
of the expenditure and income of the Trust under 
this Act for the year commencing on the 1st of 
January then next succeeding, ia sugh detail and 
form as the Justices shall from .time to time, by 
order pnssed at a Meeting, direct. Provided always 
that such Budget shall be completed and printed, 
and a copy thereof sent by post or otherwise to 
each of th Justices resident within twenty miles 
of Government House, at least seven clear days 
prior to the Meeting before which the Budget is' 
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[Budget of Expenditure.] 

XIjIV. The Budget shall show what expendi¬ 
ture it is proposed to incur for the purposes of this 
Act during the period to which it relates, and the 
manner in which it is proposed to meet such 
expenditure. 

[Revision and pausing of Estimates. X-t row- 
work, the estimated cost of which ox- cods ho ton) 
Rupees, to be commenced without the sanction of 
Government.] 

XLV. It shall be in the discreti >n of the 
Justices to pass, or to njcol, or to modify, the 
estimates of all or any sums entered in the Budget. 
No new work or series of works the entire est i¬ 
mated cost of which, ns shown in the Budget, 
shall exceed fifty thousand Rupees, shall ho com¬ 
menced without the sanction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor having been previously obtained. 

[Accounts to bo audited and examined. Proviso.] 

XLVI. The accounts of the receipts and 
expenditure under this Act shall be audited and 
examined twice in every year for the purpose of 
being laid before the half-yearly Meetings under 
Section XV of this Act. Thu audit shall bo made 
by such Auditor's ns shall from time to time be 
appointed bj' the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 
For the purposes of any audit and examination of 
accounts under this Act, the Auditors may, by 
summons in writing, require the production be¬ 
fore them of all hooks, deeds, contracts, accounts, 
vouchers, and all other documents and papers 
which they may deem necessary, and may require 
any person holding or accountable lor any such 
books, deeds, contracts, accounts, vouchers, docu¬ 
ments, or papers, to appear before them at any 
such audit and examination, or adjournm. lit tin ro¬ 
of, and "th make and sign a declaration with res¬ 
pect to the same: and if :*:iy such person neglect 
or refuse so to do, or to produce any suck books, 
deeds, contracts, accounts, vouchers, documents, 
or papers, or to make or sign such declaration, lie 
shall be liable for every neglect or refusal to a pe¬ 
nalty not exceeding one hundred liupecn. All 
Auditors acting under this Act ..hall, in respect of 
each audit, he paid by the Justices such reasonable 
remuneration as the Lieutenant-Governor of Ben¬ 
gal shall from time to time determine : Provided 
always that before each audit and examination of 
accounts under this Act, the Chairman shall give 
ten days’ notice of the time and place at which 
the same will bo made, by advertisement in the 
English Government Gazette, and in at least two 
ot the daily English Newspapers published in Cal¬ 
cutta ; and a copy of the accounts to be audited 
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A&d examined shall be deposited in tbe Office of 
the Justices, and be open during Office hours 
thereat to the inspection of all persons interested, 
for seven days before the audit in-1 examination, 
and all such persons shall b•' a: liberty to take 
copies of or extracts from the same, without the 
payment of any fee; and within, fourteen days 
after the audit and examination shall have been 
completed, £he Auditors shull report upon the 
accounts audited and examined, and shall deliver 
such report to the Justices at a Meeting, who shall 
cause the same to bo deposited in the Office of the 
Justices, and to bo published in the Calcutta 
Gazette and in somo one or more of the said 
Newspapers. 

[Seagoing vessels may be ordered by Conserva¬ 
tor of Port, on requisition of J ustices, to resort to 
wharf for receiving or discharging cargo.] 

XLVII. As and when any wharf, quay, stage, 
jetty, or pier erected under tho provisions of this 
Act shall have been made and completed, together 
with such sufficient warehouses, sheds, cranes, and 
moorings for landing and shipping goods from and 
upon sea-going vessels, it shall be lawful for the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to declare, by 
publication of notice to that effect in three conse¬ 
cutive numbers of the Calcutta Gazette, that such 
wharf, quay, stage, jetty, or pier is ready (or re¬ 
ceiving, landing, and shipping goods from and 
upon sea-going vessels. And front and after such 
notification and publication, it shall be lawful for

there is a legal excuse for refusing to land or

LVI.' The Committee shall from time to time 
frame a scale of tolls, dues, or rates for the land¬ 
ing and shipping of goods at the wharves, quays, 
stages, jetties, and piers erected under this Act 
for the use of sea-going vessels, and for the 
storing and keeping of any goods stored in any 
premises belonging to the Justices, and for the 
removal of goods, and for the use of any moorings 
laid down by the Justices.. Aud also a scale of

LTIII. In any case in which goods without 
any default on the part of the Justices shall have 
boon left for throe days on any wharf or shed 
belonging to the Justices, it shall be lawful for 
the Committee to remove or cause the same to 
be removed either to any warehouse belonging 
to them or to the Public Warehouses, at the 
expense of the owners of the said goods, giving

months from the time when the goods were 
placed in their custody, or if the goods are of a 
perishable nature at such earlier period, being 
npt less than twenty-four hours after tho landing

LXIII. The powers vested in the Local Go¬ 
vernment with the sanction of the Governor 
General of India in Council by Section VLI of the 
said Act XXII of 1855 shall extend to the regu¬ 
lating the classes of cargo to be shipped and land¬ 
ed from and at tho respective wharves, quays, 
stages, jetties, or piers belonging to the 3 ustices, 
and the time for which and the order and manner 
in which vessels are to lie alongside such wharves, 
quays, stages, jetties, and piers respectively, for 
the purpose ol unloading or loading cargo; and all 
Regulations under and provisions of the said Act 
with regard to buoys and moorings, shall extend 
to the buoys and moorings laid down by or belong¬ 
ing to the Justices.

No Bye-law or alteration of a Bye¬ 
law'shall have effect until the same shall have 
been approved by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal, and been published for four weeks in the 
Calcutta Gazette, and when so published all Courts 
of Law shall take judicial notice thereof. 

[Bye-laws and Tables of tolls to he exhibited.] 
LXX. Tho Justices shall cause the said Byc- 
laws and the Tables of tolls, rates, and charges 
leviable, to be printed in the English and Ben¬ 
galee languages and characters, and to be hung 
up and kept hung up at the several wharves, 
quays, and jetties, and other convenient places on 
the premises of the Justices.

LXXI. No suit shall ho maintained against 
any person for any thing done in pursuance of this 
Act, unless notice in writing shall have been 
given to the defendant or left at his last or usual 
place of abode one month before such suit shall be 
commenced, stating that a suit will bo brought 
and the grounds of suit. 

[Government may order a local survey.] 
LXXII. The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
may at any timo order a local survey and exami¬ 
nation of any works of the Justices under this 
Act or the intended site thereof, and the cost of 
such survey and examination shall be borne and 
paid by -the Justices out of the moneys in their 
hands by virtue of this Act. 

[Government may restore or complete works.] 

LXX1II. If the Justices shall allow any work 
constructed by them under this Act to fall into 
disrepair or shall not complete any work com¬ 
menced by them or included in any scheme sub¬ 
mitted to- and approved of by Government under 
this.Aot, it shall bo lawful for the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal to cause such work to bo res- 
stored, completed, or constructed either by the 
Officers of Government or any private con¬ 
tractor; and the cost of any such restoration, 
completion, or construction shall be a charge 
on the works, and a debt due from the Justices 
to the Secretary of State for India in Council. 
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[Government may take possession. And revoke 
powers of Justices,] 

LXX1Y. If at any time it shall appear to the 
satisfaction of the Lieutenant-Governor of Ben¬ 
gal that the scheme, submitted and approved under 
the provisions of Section XXXIV of this Act 
has not been and is not likely to be properly car¬ 
ried out, or (if oarried ont) has not been and is 
not likely to be properly maintained by the Jus¬ 
tices, it shall be lawful for the said Licutennnt- 
bovemor to give six months’ notice by order 
publish ined the Calcutta Gazette, that unless 
vrithin the period the Justices shall take measures 
to the satisfaction of the said Lieutenant- 
Governor for the carrying out or proper mainte¬ 
nance of the said scheme, the powers by this Act 
conferred on the Justices will at the end of such 
period be withdrawn and revoked, and the Go¬ 
vernment of Bengal may assume possession and 
management of the works (if any) already con¬ 
structed. By such order and without the necessity 
of any conveyance, all immoveable and moveable 
property, all rights of levying and recovering tolls 
dues, and rates, all benefit of contracts, and all 
rights of suit, which at the time may be vested in 
the Justices under this Act, shall be-transferred to 
and vested in the Secretary of State for India in 
Council, and the rights of all creditors of the 
Justices under this Act shall continue as against 
the Said Secretary of State in Council to the 
extent of the property so transferred to and vested 
in him.

1. Pluadeks in the Mofussil Courts of the Re¬ 
gulation Provinces, within the limits of the juris¬ 
diction of the High Couvt, shall, as regards quali¬ 
fication, be of two grades. 

2. Those of *the higher grade shall he compe¬ 
tent to appear, plead, and act in atiy Civil or Cri¬ 
minal Court subordinate to and within the limits 
of the general jurisdiction of the High Court, 
and also before the Board of Revenue or in any 
Revenue Court or Office within tho said limits: 
Provided that they shall not appear, plead, or aeft

The following are the rules prepared by the Hoard 
. of Revenue under Section 23, .Id XX qf 1805, 
to define what qualifications are required for a 
certificate entitling a person to practise as a 
Revenue Agent under that Act. 

1. Ant person wlio has obtained from the 
Judge a certificate that he is qualified to present 
himself for examination as u i\1 ookhtnr may present 
himself for examination for the office of Revenue 
Agent. 

2. Any person who can satisfy the Collector 
of the District that he possesses the following 

' qualifications may he admitted to examination for 
the office of Revenue Agent, t it ■ 

la/,—That he is a person of good moral charac¬ 
ter. 

2 nd.-—' That he has received a liberal education. 

3rif.—That ho is not under the ago of twenty , 
nor above the age of thirty-five years, unless he 
has been previously practising as a Mookhtar, in 
which ease no enquiry as to age is necessary, 

3. Every candidate for examination for the 
office of Revenue Agent shall, at least six weeks 
before the day fixed for tho examination, give 
notice to the Collector of the District in which 
he resides of his intention to present himself at 
the ensuing examination. 

4. The Collector, if satisfied that the candidate 
is qualified for examination under Rule 1 or 2, 
shall thereupon enter his name, with a description 
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■•offioient For identification, in a register, and 
shall 'furnish to the candidate a certificate to that 
effect. 

5. Before the date of examination every can¬ 
didate shall pay a fee of Rupees 6 to the Collector 
of the District, whoso rccoipt for the same shall 
he endorsed on the certificate described in Rule 4. 

6. Candidates residing ill Calcutta shall give 
the notice, and pay the fees, prescribed in Rules 8 
and 5, to tho Collector of the 24-Pergunnalis.

renewed without further orders of the Board of 
Revenue. 

14. Any person who, having been admitted 
as a Revenue Agent, shall accept any appoint¬ 
ment under Government, or shall enter into any 
trade or other business, shall give notice thereof 
to the Board of Revenue, who may thereupon 
pass such orders as the said Board may think fit. 

15. Any person who shall hold any appoint¬ 
ment under Government, or shall carry on any 
trade or other bu&iness at the time of his applica¬ 
tion for admission as a Revenue Agent, shall 
state the fact on his application for admission.

The following Hill and Statement of Objects 
and Reasons accompanying it, are published for 
gcnernl information, by order of Ilis Excellency 
the Governor General, under the 19 th of the 
Rules for tlie conduct of Business at Meetings of 
the Couucil of the Governor General of India, for 
the purpose of making Laws and Regulations:— 

A Bill to transfer In llie Gocernment of India 
certain securities and monies deposited in llie 
High Courts of Judicature at Fort William, 
Madras and Bombay, and in the Supreme Court of 
the Straits Settlement, and the proceeds of certain 
estates in the charge of the Admisistralor- General 
of Bengal. 

[Preamble.] 

Wueueas it is expedient that certain securities 
and sums of money deposited in the High Courts 
of Judicature at Fort William, Madras and Bom¬ 
bay, and in the Supreme Court of the Straits 
Settlement, in the course of suits in tho said 
Courts, or in the late Supreme Courts at Calcutta, 
Madras and Bombay, respectively, and which 
securities and sums now appear or shall hereafter 

[Government Gazette, 10/A July 1866.] 
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appear to liave been in such deposit for a period 
of twenty years or upwards, without any claim 
thereto having been made and allowed during 
that period, should be transferred and paid to 
the Government of India for the general purposes 
of Government: And whereas it is also expe¬ 
dient that the net .proceeds of all estates ad¬ 
ministered under the orders of the said Supreme 
Court of the Straits Settlement, or in the official 
charge of the Administrator-General of Bengal, 
and ■#hich now appear or shall hereafter appear 
from the official books and accounts to have been 
in official custody for a period of fifteen years 
or upwards, without any claim thereto having 
been made and allowed during that period, should 
be transferred and paid to the Government of 
India for the purposes aforesaid; It is hereby 
enacted as follows :— 

[Monies deposited in High Courts and Supreme 
Court, Straits Settlement, and* unclaimed for 
twenty years, to bo transferred to Government.} 

I. All securities and sums of money deposited 
in the said High Courts or Supreme Court of the 
Straits Settlement, or any of them, in the course 
of suits in the said Courts or the late Supreme 
Courts of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, respec¬ 
tively, and which now appear or shall hereafter 
appear to have been in such deposit for a period 
of twenty years or upwards, without any claim 
thereto having been made and allowed during that 
period, shall be transferred and paid to the Go¬ 
vernment of India for the general purposes of 
Government. 

[Proceeds of estates administered under order 
ot Supreme Court, Straits Settlement, or in 
charge of Administrator-General of Bengal, and 
unclaimed for fifteen years, to bo transferred to 
Government.] 

II. The net proceeds of all estates administered 
under the orders of the said Supreme Court of tho 
Straits Settlement, or in the official charge of the 
Administrator-General of Bengal, and which now 
appear or shall hereafter appear from the official 
books and accounts to have been in official custody 
for a period of fiftceu years or upwards, without 
any claim thereto having been made and allowed 
during that period, shall be transferred and paid 
to the Government of India for the general pur¬ 
poses of Government. 

[Transfer not to be made pending suits.] 

III. Nothing in this Act shall authorize any 
transfer or payment of any such securities, sums 
of money or proceeds as aforesaid, pending any

IV. If any claim shall hereafter be made to 
any part of tho securities, monies or proceeds 
which shall be transferred and paid to tho Govern- 
ment of India under the provisions of this Act, 
and if such claim shall, in tho cane of securities 
and monies transferred and paid under tho first Sec¬ 
tion of this Act, bo established to the satisfaction 
of the High Court of Judicature at Fort William, 
Madras and Bombay, and the Supreme Court of 
the Straits Settlement, respectively, and, in the 
ease of proceeds transferred and paid under the 
second Section of this Act by order of the Supremo 
Court of thfe Straits Settlement, be established to 
the satisfaction of the same Court, and, in the ease 
of proceeds transferred and paid under the same 
Section by the Administrator-General of Bengal 
for the time being, bn established to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the said Administrator-General and the 
Accountant-General to the Government of 
Bengal respectively, the Government of India 
shall pay to the claimant the amount of the 
principal so transferred and paid as aforesaid, or 
so much thereof as shall appear to be due to the 
claimant. Tf any such last-mentioned claim shall 
not be established to the satisfaction of the said 
Administrator-General and Accountant-General, 
the claimant may apply by petition to the High 
Court of Judicature at Fort William, on its 
original side, against the Government of India, 
and the Administrator-General of Bengal for the 
time being, and after taking evidence, either 
orally or on affidavit in a summary way, as the 
said Court shall think fit, the said Court shall 
make such order on the petition for the payment 
of such portion of the principal sum as justice 
shall require, which order iball be binding on all 
parties to the suit. 

Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

Sums amounting to nearly Rupees 0,70,000 in 
Government Securities and cash, are now in tlic 
High Courts of the three Presidency towns deposit¬ 
ed in the course of suits instituted in tho late 
Supreme Courts of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 
There are also funds deposited under similar cir¬ 
cumstances in tho Supremo Court of tlio Straits 
Settlement. These sums have been unclaimed for 
more than twenty years. The proceeds of certain 
estates administered by order of tho Supreme 
Court of the*Straits Settlement, have also been 
unclaimed for a period of fifteen years, 

[Government Gazette, 10'4 July 1866.] 
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The object of this Bill is to transfer these sums 
to the Government of India for the general pur- 
poses of Government, subject to any claims whioh 
may hereafter bo established to the satislaction of 
the Court from which tho transfer shall have been 
made. 

The present opportunity has been taken to re¬ 
medy a defect in the existing law regarding un¬ 
claimed estates in the hands of the Administrator- 
General of Bengal. All estates administered by 
the Administrators-Gcueral of Madras ami Bom- 
bay which mav be unclaimed for more than 
fifteen years, are, jmier Act No. VIII of 1353, 
Section 51, credited to the general revenues, 
subject to any claim thereto being afterwards 
established. But there is no provision of the 
kind with regard to estates coming into the 
official charge of the Administrator-General of 
Bengal, subsequent to tlio passing of that Act.

10. In proceedings for, or consequent upon, 
the revival or rehearing of a suit, the pleader or 
agent’s fee, if allowed to the successful party, shall 
be fixed hy the presiding Officer of the Court or 
Office, at an amount which shall not exceed one- 
half of the amount that wonld have been allowed 
by these rules in case of an original decree.

the purposes of making Laws and Regulations 

A Bill to malt further provision for the removal 
of prisoner*. 

[Preamble.] 

, Whbbbub it is expedient to authorise the Local 
Government to remove any prisoner sentenced 
by a Court established by Royal CKarter from the 
Jail in which Buch prisoner is confinod to any 
other Jail or, in the case of a prisoner of unsound 
mind, to a Lunatic Asylum, within the territories 
sobjeot to the same Looal Government! And 
wbttcas it is also expedient to authorize the Gover- 
«or General of India in Council to remove any 
prisoner sentenced by any Court from the Jail in 

[Qownment Gasetle, ntlJuty 1M6.] 9, 
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which such prisoner is confined to any other Jail 
within British India; It is hereby enacted as 
follows 

[Local Government may order removal of pri- 
aoners aentonced by }ligh Court from one Jail to 
another in the territories subject to the same 
Government.] 

I. When any person shall be, or shall have 
been, sentenced to imprisonment by a Court estab¬ 
lished by Royal Charter, it shall be lawful for 
the Local Government to order- the removal of 
such person, duriug. the period prescribed for bis 
or her imprisonment, from the Jail or place in 

which he or she is confined to any othej^ Jail or 

place of imprisonment within the territories sub¬ 
ject to the samo Local Government. 

[Lunatie prisoners sentenced by High Conrt 
may be removed to Asylum by order of Local 
Government.] 

II. Whenever it shall appear to the Local Go¬ 
vernment that any person imprisoned by the j 
sentence of a Court established by Royal t barter, 
is of unsound mind, such Government, by warrant 
which shall set forth the grounds of belief that 
such prisoner is of unsound mind, may order 
his or her removal to a Lunatic Asylum, 
or other fit placa of safe custody, within the terri¬ 
tories subject to the same Government, there to be 
kept and treated as the Local Government shall 
direct during the remainder of the term of impri- 
sonment ordered by the sentence ; or if it shall be 
Certified by a Medical Officer that it is necessary 
for the safety of the prisoner or others that he 
should be detained under medical care or treat¬ 
ment, then until he shall be discharged accord¬ 
ing to law ; and when it shall appear to the same 
Government that such prisoner has become of 
sound mind, the Local Government, by a warrant 
directed to the person having charge of the 
prisoner, shall remaud liim or her to the prison 
Irani which he or she was removed if then still 
liable to be kept in custody, of if not shall order 
him or her to be discharged. The provisions of 
Section 9 of Act XXXVI oi 1858 ( relating to 
.lunatic Acylams) shall apply to every person 
confined in a Lunatic Asylum under this Section 
a rt el . tho expiration of the term oi imprisonment 
to which ha or she shall have been sentenced ; 
*nd the time during which he or she ahull have 
been so confiued, shall be reckoned as part of 
cuch term. 
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[Governor General in Council may order re¬ 
moval of prisoners sentenced by any Court from 
one Jail to. another in Dritish India.] 

III. "When' any person shall be, or shall have

removed without the consent of the Governor 
General in Council. This having been found to 
cause delay, injurious in some instances to the 
'■ health of the prisoner, the first Section of the pre¬ 
sent Bill proposes to authorize the Local Govern¬ 
ment to order the removal of any prisoner from 
the JEajl in which ho is confined to any other Jail 
within the territories subject to the same Govern¬ 
ment. 

Under the sixth Section of Act IV of 1949 (for 
the safe custody of Criminal Lnnaf.icsJ the Local Go¬ 
vernment had power to remove to Lunatic Asylums 
persons sentenced to imprisonment by any Court. 
The Local Government has a similar power, under 
Section 390 of tho Code of Criminal Procedure, us 
to Criminal Lunatics sentenced by the Courts or 
Magistrates in the Mofussil. Butin consequence 
of the repeal of Act IV of 1849 by Act XVII of 
1362, it appears to have now no snSh power as to 
Criminal Lunatics sentenced by a High Court. 
The second Section of the present Bill accord¬ 
ingly proposes to authorize the Local Government 
to remove such Lunatics to Asylums, and in case 
of recovery to remand them or order them to be 
discharged. 

I Government Gaselle, 17 th July 1366.] 
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The Governor General in Counoil has, under Act 
XXIV of 1855, Section 6, power to remove Euro* 
peans and Americans sentenced to penal servitude 
.from one prison in British India to another. Un¬ 
der Act III of 1858, Section 5, he has alike power 
as to State prisoners. But he does not appear to 
possess any general power of removing convicts 
from prison to prison. The want of such power 
being obviously inconvenient, the third Section of 
the present Bill proposes to authorize the Governor 
General in Council to remove any prisoner, whe¬ 
ther European, American or Native, and whether 
sentenced by a High Court or by a Court not esta¬ 
blished by Royal Charter, from the Jail in which 
het is confined to any other Jail in British India, 
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Buies drawn up in aooordance with 
8eetion 4, Aot XX of 1865, for the 
qualification, admission, and enrol¬ 
ment of Pleaders and Mookhtars In 
Uofussil Courts.

1866, boa obtained from the Government of Bhoo- 
tan for ever the oeaeion.of the whole of the tract 
known oa the eighteen Dooars bordering on the 
Districts of Rungpore, Coach Behar and Assam, 
together <i*ith the Talook of Ambaree Fallocottah 
and the Hill Territory on the left bank of the 
Toesta, up to inch point as may be laid down by 
the British Commissioner appointed for the 
purpose: ~ 

It is hereby declared that the Territory ceded 
by the Bhootan Government as aforesaid is an¬ 
nexed to the Torritories of Her Most Gracious 
Majesty the Queen of England.

3. It is unnecessary, and it would be impossi¬ 
ble, for tbe Bonnl In notice, in this order, each of 
the very numerous alterations of detail that have 
been introduced into tt.c new edition of tii > Rules. 
The book is furnished wi ll a copious index, and a 
very full table of contents, and its arrangement 
is sueh that no officer will, it i- believed, have the 
least difficulty in finding the orders applicable to 
any subject, 

4. In addition, however, to the points already 
noticed in various orders issued as the Rules were 
passing through the press, the Board think it 
right to invite particular attention to the follow¬

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8. Chapter VIII. is entirely new. It is based 
upon the old Towjih Rules, which it supersedes j 
but it is mueh more complete and comprehensive, 
than they ever professed to lie. 

9. Chapter XT., Section IX., is substituted for 
the old Rules of Practice, but is a very much 
fuller enumeration of the powers ol the different 
authorities than those Rules ever were. This 
Section should, however, bo used chiefly as an 
index to the particular clauses iu which the power 
in each case is explained. 

It). (Aiplcr XTII. —The distinction between 
Commissioners’ and Collectors’ Records is abolish¬ 
ed, n nd tho Rules in this Chapter are apploable 
to both, mninth mutandis. 

11. Chapter XU'., Section III.— The headings 
of tho Registers must be at once carefully com¬ 
pared with tlioso hero given, and altered where 
they differ. Several new Registers will he found 
introduced, at tho cud, under orders recently 
given. 

12. Chapter AT., Section VI. —The table for 
tbo conversion of vernacular letters into English, 
hitlers from the old one. It is the same us Lhut 
recently prescribed by Government for the Regis¬ 
tration Offices. 

13. Chapter XVI TT. — Tho orders in each Sec¬ 
tion apply to the newest editions of each form of 
return. 

14. Chapter XXVI. —It is of particular impor¬ 
tance to observe that the second column of each 
of the tables on pp. 3G0 and 387 are prepared 
upon a different principle from the tables hereto¬ 
fore published. In those tables the calculations 
were made with reference to the assessable area 
only, so that, in working the tables, one-fourth 
of tho gjoss area of which the revenue was to be 
redeemed had to he deducted. This has proved 
inconvenient, and lias given rise to misunder¬ 
standing; 1 lie figures have therefore been reduced 
so as to apply to the gross area without any 
deduction. 

]T>. The above are some of the main points in 
the new volume that strike the Board as requir¬ 
ing attention. It is, however, most desirable 
that all Officers should, ns .:oon as possible, ac¬ 
quaint themselves thoroughly with the Rules as 
now re-urrnnged ; and that, for the picsent, they 
should make heqnent reference to the Rules in 
cuirving on the Administration.

4/4.—He must be between the ages of 20 and 
40 years, unless he shall Lave been admitted and 
shall have practised as a l’leader of the lower 
grade previously to bis application to be admitted 
to the examination for tho higher grade, in which 
case he may be admitted to that examination if ho

The following Bill and Statement of Objects 
and Reasons accompanying it, are published for 
general information by order of His Excellency 
the Governor General, under the 19th of the 
Rules for the conduct of Business at Meetings 
of the Council of the Governor General of India 
ior the purposes of making Laws and Regula¬ 
tions 

A Bill for the more effectual punishment of persons 
resisting lawful apprehension, and for other 
purposes. 

[Preamble.] 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the more 
effectual punishment of person? resisting lawful 
apprehension or escaping from legal custody 
wheie -neb persons have been charged with or 
(onucted of offences punilhable only under some 
special or local law : And whereas it is also ex¬ 
pedient to provide for the more effectual punish¬ 
ment of persons resisting the lawful apprehension 
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charged with or convicted of suoh offences as 
aforesaid ; It is hereby enacted as follows 


[' Offence’ in Sections 224 and 225 of Penal 
Code, to include anything punishable only by a 
special or local law.] 

I, Sections 224 and 225 of the Indian Penal 
Code shall bo construed as if the word ‘ offence’ 
denoted anything made punishable by the said 
Code, or by any special or local law as therein 
defined. 


Statement or Onivcm and Reasons. 

Under Section 234 of the Penal Code a person 
resisting his apprehension for any “ offence” with 
which he is charged or of which he has been con¬ 
victed, or escaping from any custody in which he 
is detained for such " offence,” may bo imprisoned 
or fined ss therein mentioned. Section 325 con¬ 
tains similar provisions as-to resistance os rescue in 
the case of another. But by Section 40 * f offence" is 
defined to denote “ a thing made punishable by this 
Code.” Doubts |iaV4 aqtytfStnglfy! r b*S» raised as to 
whether escape from lnwful oustody for an offence 
against some local or special law, but not expressly 
made punishable by the Code, can, as the law 
stands, be punished nt all., The present Bill pro¬ 
poses to preclude these doubts by making the 
crime referred to penal, where the offence is made 
punishable by the Code or only under Borne special 
or local law.

The following Bill and Statement of Objects 
and Reasons accompanying it, are published for 
general information by order of His Excellency 
the Governor General, under the 19th of the 
Rules for the conduct of Business at Meetings 
of the Council of the Governor General of India 
ior the purposes of making Laws and Regula¬ 
tions 

A Bill for the more effectual punishment of persons 
resisting lawful apprehension, and for other 
purposes. 

[Preamble.] 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the more 
effectual punishment of person? resisting lawful 
apprehension or escaping from legal custody 
wheie -neb persons have been charged with or 
(onucted of offences punilhable only under some 
special or local law : And whereas it is also ex¬ 
pedient to provide for the more effectual punish¬ 
ment of persons resisting the lawful apprehension 
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ouernmeni Gantts, 14 th August 1866.] 
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charged with or convicted of suoh offences as 
aforesaid ; It is hereby enacted as follows 


[' Offence’ in Sections 224 and 225 of Penal 
Code, to include anything punishable only by a 
special or local law.] 

I, Sections 224 and 225 of the Indian Penal 
Code shall bo construed as if the word ‘ offence’ 
denoted anything made punishable by the said 
Code, or by any special or local law as therein 
defined. 


Statement or Onivcm and Reasons. 

Under Section 234 of the Penal Code a person 
resisting his apprehension for any “ offence” with 
which he is charged or of which he has been con¬ 
victed, or escaping from any custody in which he 
is detained for such " offence,” may bo imprisoned 
or fined ss therein mentioned. Section 325 con¬ 
tains similar provisions as-to resistance os rescue in 
the case of another. But by Section 40 * f offence" is 
defined to denote “ a thing made punishable by this 
Code.” Doubts |iaV4 aqtytfStnglfy! r b*S» raised as to 
whether escape from lnwful oustody for an offence 
against some local or special law, but not expressly 
made punishable by the Code, can, as the law 
stands, be punished nt all., The present Bill pro¬ 
poses to preclude these doubts by making the 
crime referred to penal, where the offence is made 
punishable by the Code or only under Borne special 
or local law.

2. Fiom. the lists prepared under the provi¬ 
sions of Sections 20 and 39 of the Act, the collect¬ 
ing officer shall prepare the bills prescribed by 
Section 44.

14. All persons now holding, or who may 
hereafter be appointed to, any office under the 
Commissioners, shall, when required so to do, 
furnish good security to such amount as the 
Commissioners may from time to time fix; and 
any person failing to furnish such security within 
reasonable time, or within such time as the 
Commissioners- may appoint, shall bo held to 
have thereby forfeited his appointment and may 
he removed from office. 

15. Whenever it shall be proved to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the Commissioners that any person in their 
employ has been guilty of any violation of duty 
or wilful breach or neglect of any rule, regulation, 
or order made or given by competent authority, 
or has withdrawn from the duties of his office 
without permission or without having given pre¬ 
vious notice for the period of one month, or has 
don : any act by the performance of which, or has 
omitted to do any act by tbo lion-performance of 
which, the Commissioners shall have suffered, or 
may have incurred the risk of suffering loss or 
injury, or has failed to perform any duty with all 
duo diligence or has been guilty of any act of 
insubordination towards any superior officer, or has 
accepted or obtained, or agreed to aceept or

2. From the lists prepared under the provi¬ 
sions of Sections 29 and 89 of the Act, the collect¬ 
ing officer shall prepare the bills prescribed by 
Section 41.

3. The Court observe that in several cases in 
which European British Bubjocts have been lately 
committed for trial to the High Court, there has I 
been great want of care on the part of the Com¬ 
mitting Officers. In one case the witnesses were 
sent down before the prisoner, who did not arrive 
until after the conclusion of the Sessions, and 
alter the witnesses had returned. On the prison¬ 
er's being brought up for trial, there were no 
witnesses against him, and be was discharged. 
In other case prisoners have been sent down 
without any witnesses. In others, prisoners have 
been sent without, any warrant of commitment, and 
the warrant of commitment has been sent after¬ 
wards instead of being delivered to the Police- 
Officer in charge of the prisoner. The warrant 
of commitment ought always to be delivered to 
the Officer in whoso custody the prisoner is sent, 
in order that he may deliver it with the prisoner 
to the Superintendent of (tie Jail as his authority 
to receive and detain the prisoner. Failure of jus¬ 
tice has been caused in many ea.-.-s through such 
neglects, and the Court trust that Ju.-tices of the 
Fence will be more carelul iu these respects in 
future, and that they will take proper steps for 
ensuring the attendance of the necessary witnesses 
at live Sessions.

following measurements 

(a.) The product of half the length of the 
vessel, from stern to stern, measured along the 
water line, multiplied by the interior greatest 
breadth of the vossel, multiplied by the depth 
from the water line to the bottom of tbe vessel, 
is to be taken as the number of maunds upon 
which toll should be levied.

7. The officer to whom a bill may be issued 
for presentation, shall receive the amount of such 
bill at the time of presentation, or at any time 
within tcu days from the date on which the bill 
shall have been liist presented by him. 

8 . Kxe-.y person leqtiired, in writing, to furnish 
any schedule or return which the Commission¬ 
ers may lawfully require Litn to furnish, shall send 
such schedule or return to the office of the Curu- 
miosioners within one week from the date of the 
service of the requisition in the manner described 
in Section 81 of the Act. Any person failing 
to do so shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
Rupees 5 for the omission, and to a penulty not 
exceeding Rupees 2 for every day the omission 
shall after warning continue.

With reference to the endorsement from this 
Office, No. 2019, dated tho 25th May last, I am 
directed to forward a copy of the papers noted 
below,* on the subject of_ the establishment of 
Sub-divisional Treasuries, and to request that 
the Board will bo so good as to take the 
necessary steps for extending the measure i 
generally to all sub-divisions. It is of course to 
be understood that no additional expenditure is to 
be incurred on account of establishments. 

From T. Bruce Lank, 1£sq., a Member of the 
Committee appointed to consider the establish¬ 
ment of Sub-Divisional Treasuries, to the 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal,—(dated 
■the 10th April 1806.) 

I have the honor to submit a report on tho 
sub-divisional treasury system by the Committee 
appointed under your letter No. 2010 of the 25th 
May 1865. 

2. The circulation of the draft rules to the 
officers named in the last paragraph of the report 
caused much unavoidable delay, and when the 
papers were returned to tho Committee, further 
alterations were suggested by the Commissioner 
of Nuddea, then on circuit through his division, 
by which the submission of the report at au 
earlier date was prevented. 

Jieport of the Committee appointed to consider the 
establishment of Sub-Uioisiuna! Treasuries. 

The papers forwarded to the Committee by 
Government contain an account of tho circum¬ 
stances under which the experimental Sub-divi¬ 
sional treasuries were established in the Nuddea 
Division, and tho results during a period of eight 
months. May to December lbO I-. It remains to 
consider whether the system, with the existing or 
with amended rules, should be permanently 
adopted throughout Lower Bengal. 

Stress.has been laid on the financial importance 
of restricting the number of district treasuries as 

far as possible, but it appears that the designation

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of sub-divisional treasuries does not convey a 
correct idea of the institutions which have been 
established under the experiment. Having regard 
to the very restricted character of the transactions 
which have taken place at the sub-tlivisions, it 
cannot be said that a " treasury" is established at 
each. Neither payments of land revenue nor of 
any general demands properly payable at the 
sudder treasury have been received, the receipts at 
the sub-divisional offices having been apparently 
confined to Rums which the sub-divisional offieor 
is by law bound to receive, and to collections of 
Government dues made within the sub-division 
hy other officials for remittance to the sudder 
treasury. In advocating the extension of this 
system to all sub-divisions, the Committee recom¬ 
mend that the above restriction should bo pre¬ 
served, and care should also be taken to prevent 
the accumulation of cash at places where it would 
be temporarily unavailable for general use through 
an abandonment of the old plan for causing all 
collections in the interior of a district to be sent 
in to the sudder station as soon as received. It is 
now further necessary to enquire what additional 
expense is entailed on Government by the proposal 
to receive and disburse money on certain accounts 
at all sub-divisions. 

Coincident with the opening of the experimen¬ 
tal sub-treasuries in the Nuddea Division, an 
increase was made in some of the sub-divisional 
establishments. The cost of each was still, 
however, kept within the limit laid down by 
Government in I S3!); and it would appear 
that these offices were not reinforced at all before 
the additional assistance was on other grounds 
called for. Tho duties attendant on the working 
of the experiment have been found to be so 
comparatively slight, that the Commissioner of 
Nuddea desires to record his decided opinion, ns 
member of this Committee, that the discontinu¬ 
ance of that experiment would make but a slight 
diminution in the work of the sub-divisional 
establishments, certainly not to the extent of 
admitting a reduction in the strength of the staff 
even if the treasures were abolished; to reduce 
the sub-divisional establishments in his division 
below-the present sealo of Rupees 123 per men¬ 
sem, would be to vender them incapable of per¬ 
forming the work with which they have to deal. 

With regard to the other divisions, the Com¬ 
mittee have no evidence bo'ore them for the 
expression of a positive opinion on the strength 
of the sub-divisional establishments as existing 
or required, but should the system under report 
bq permanently introduced, it would bo advisable 
to canso goner*! enquiries to be made, whether 
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the establishments now entertained at' sub-divi¬ 
sions are found strong enough for their work. 
The additional work of keeping the necessary 
accounts is so slight, that it cun be without diffi¬ 
culty discharged by an establishment sufficiently 
strong to carry out their other office duties 
efficiently. With the exception above noted, no 
other expense has been caused in the working of 
the experiment, or appears called for by the pro¬ 
posed permanent extension of the system. 

Further, it does not appear that the employ¬ 
ment of any additional poliee guard is rendered 
necessary by the proposed change. The Officiat¬ 
ing Inspector-General considers, with the concur¬ 
rence of the other members of the Committee, 
that the ordinary guard of one head constable 
and four ■ constables at the sub-divisional office 
is sufficiently strong to look after the safety 
of the treasure chest inside the building, 
seeing that the chest itself should be of 
strong material and protected by English 
locks. It is on the other hand clear that the 
domands on the district police will be fur moro 
easily met, if the necessity for sending in frequent 
remittances be obviated by the establishment of u 
permanent treasure chest in every sub-divisional 
office. 

On the above considerations the Committee are 
,unanimously of opinion that throughout Lower 
Bengal a “ treasure chest” should be kept at every 
sub-division, from which, under certain restric¬ 
tions, money would be payable on account of 
Government, and where the balance would be 
kept within a prescribed limit, the surplus being 
forwarded on occasions to the sudder treasury ; in 
fact, the advantages to Government and to the 
publio from this-system appear to the Committee 
to be so great and so obvious (is fully to 
justify a moderate increase of expenditure, if 
necessary, which, however, they do not believe 
will be the case. The want which was felt 
of some arrangement to obviate the double 
porterage of coin between the sudder treasury 
and sub-divisions, may be judged from the 
fact that, before the experiment was introduced 
as a system into the Nuddea Division, the Collec¬ 
tor of each of the districts had devised a scl^me 
of his own under which he (practically) drew 
cheques on sub-divisional officers. A recognized 
nnd organized system is certainly preferable to 
desultory arrangjments of the sort, especially 
where accounts are concerned. 

A draft of the rules adapted to such a scheme. 
is appended, and in regard to those poiuts in 
which the draft ditfers from the rules in force 
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during the working of the experiment in the 
Nuddoa Division, the following- explanatory re¬ 
marks are submitted. 

The Bth and 6th original rules have boon omit¬ 
ted as superfluous; the form of cash book shew¬ 
ing with sufficient clearness the manner in which 
its columns should be filled up. 

An addition has beeit made to original Rule 10, 
to secure the attention of officers to an important 
rule of practice in deposit cases. 

For Rules 18 and 14 it lias been considered 
sufficient to substitute one rule providing for the 
keeping of a pass-book, in all cases of a remit¬ 
tance from other sub-divisional officers to the 
treasure chest. 

The substitution of another rule for Rules 15 
and 10 has appeared absolutely necessary. The 
Collector's cash balance report must be submitted 
on the first of each month, and the inclusion 
therein of tbo snb-divisional balances can only 
bo seemed by the certain despatch of the return 
of the latter some davs before the close of the 
preceding month. At the same time the receipt 
and re-payment of deposits under Act Vf. of 1802 
cannot be refused by the sub-divisional officer 
during the few days following, the closing of his 
accounts, and a provision, such as lias been here 
added to the rule, must be made for tlm proper 
entry of such items. The accounts for the month 
having been submitted, these items can only be 
entered as for the next month, and there appears 
<to be no objection to this cjurse when it is con¬ 
sidered that, if receipts and re-payments were 
stopped for these few days, the number of items 
so stopped would, as a matter of course, all pour 
in on the first day of the ensuing mouth, having 
intermediately remained so many days in the 
hands of moonsifls, nazirs, excise darogahs, 
telisildars and others, who have no appliances for 
their safe ■custody. 

The alteration in original Rule 19 has been 
made to ensure a repeated inspection by the sub- 
divisional officer at uncertain intervals, the practi¬ 
cal working of the present rule being that the 
inspection usually took place only oil the last day 
of the mouth, and was probably so expected to 
take place by the treasurer. 

A new rule has been added to secure the eon- 
trol by the Collector of the surplus accruing at 
tho sub-division.*- As disbursements are made not 
only by the direct order of the sub-divisional 
officer, but also on cheques drawn by the Collector, 
the latter alone cun toll what the surplus will be. 
When hp has ascertained this, whatever mny be 
its amount, it will be clearly his duty to arrange, 
if possible, for the relief of the sub-divisional 
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office without the employment of n police guard 
to escort a remittance to his treasury. There are 
probably few districts in which residents in the 
interior, both Europcnu and Native, do not receive 
private remittances from inahajuns and other 
agents at the sudder station. It would clearly 
bo most convenient to all parties if the Collector 
would receive payments into his treasury from 
private parties, within a limit fixed by him, issu¬ 
ing in exchange cheques on the sub-divisional 
officer for tho payment of equivalent amounts. 
In this way the Committee belike that for many 
sub-divisions no remittances under escort would 
ever be necessary; but if in any ease no such 
plan could be adopted, it would then remain for 
the Collector to fix the limit at which the sub- 
divisional officer should remit his surplus receipts. 
If that surplus should be estimated to be a small 
amount, accumulating only slowly, one such re¬ 
mittance would probably be enough ; if, on the 
other band, it be estimated that every ten or 
fifteen days a largo sum would accumulate, one or 
more remittances would be necessary iu the 
month. Doubtless, iu most eases, one monthly 
remittance would be found sufficient. 

It has been ascertained by the Commissioner of 
NudJea, whilst on tour, that it' would be greatly 
to the advantage of Government and the public 
to allow Judges of Small Cause Courts to deposit 
their funds iu the hands of tho sub-divisional 
officer, and to withdraw them when necessary. 
The now Rule 12 for suh-divisimial officers pro¬ 
vides a simple process under which this can bo 
done, and the funds of the Small Cause Courts 
need no longer he kept, as has been sometimes'the 
case, iu a wooden box in a mat bungalow. • 


The draft rules now submitted for sanction, 
Were first circulated to Messrs. Molony and 
Bainbridge and Lord II. U. lirownc, all ex¬ 
perienced Collectors in tho Nnddoa Division, and 
Well acquainted with the working of the experi¬ 
mental sub-divisional treasuries, and certain 
alterations recommended by them have been 
ca ftfully considered and adopted by the Com- 
Biitleo.

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Draft Rules for Sul-Divisional Officers. 

1. All payments which may be tendered at 
sub-divisional treasuries, except on account of 
land revenue, shall be received. 

2. With the exception of refunds of revenue 
and fouzdaree deposits, and of issues of cash to 
Smnll Cause Court .Judges at the sub-divisions 
under Rule 12, disbursements will be made by the 
sub-divisional officer only on cheques drawn by 
the officer in charge of the district treasury. 
Before cashing a cheque the sub-divisional officer 
will compare it carefully with the advice which 
he has received from the district treasury. 

3. A daily cash book is to be kept, in which 
all receipts and payments shall be recorded in the 
annexed Form A. 

4. A daily extract from this book, with the 
• original chellans for ali receipts, shall he sent by 

the first post after the close of each day to the 
district treasury. 

5. In the above cash book it will be sufficient 
to shew the number and amount of every cheque 
paid, with the name of the pat ce. 

C. The total amount only of deposits received 
each day by the sub-diyi.-i.mnl officer, in the 
revenue and fou/darec departments, should be 
entered in the cash book wiihout detail at the 
end of the day, as “amount of rename (or fouz- 
daree) deposits received this day,” hut every 
item will be entered in detail in a “ register of de¬ 
posits received, ” to be separately kept for each 
department, (revenue and fouzdaree! by Hie sub- 
divUioiiul officer, in t’no Korin 15 annexed. 

7. At the cud of each mouth extracts from 
the two registers in Form 15 should be forwarded 
to the Collector and to the Magistrate respec¬ 
tive! v, and should contain those items only which 
were deposited during the month ami remained 
unpaid on the last day thereof. Thesis items 
only will Sc brought upon the Collector’s and the 
jVlu gislratc’s registers ol deposits for the month. 

8. Sums deposited with the sub-divisional 
officer in the revenue and fouzdaree departments 
may be repaid by liim on liis own authority to the 
persons in whose favor they wove deposited or, 
to their duly authorized agents. Tiic fact of a de¬ 
posit being repaid should be atfonec noted in the 
Register B. and attested hv the initials of the sub- 
divisional officer, who will be held solely res¬ 
ponsible for any double payment of a deposit. 
Sub-divisional officers will bear in mind that 
deposits of more than three years’ standing can¬ 
not, under the general treasury rules, bo repaid 
until the sanction of the Accountant-General to 
the Government of Bengal has been obtained. 
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9. Re-payments of deposits which were receiv¬ 
ed during the current .month should be eutered 
iu the cash book without detail, but if the deposit 
was received in any previous month, the number, 
date, and amount of each such deposit repaid 
must bo entered in tho cash book, and shewn in 
the extract sent to the Collector. The Collector 
will then be able to trace tho item and note the 
re-payment in his deposit register. 

10. When stamps arc sold the discount should 
always be paid at the time of sale, the entry in 
the sub-divisional cash book being as follows

11. The public oilieers named below* and 
others who arc in direct account with the 
Government, should when they send money to 
the sub-divisional office, forward with each remit¬ 
tance a pass-book on which the sub-divisional 
officer will note bis initials us a receipt and a 
chellan, which will be retained and forwarded to 
tho Collector with the sub-divisional account. 
Every such officer should he furnished with a 
separate receipt us his voucher to the Accountant 
or Comptroller-General. No particulars of such j 
remittances will be required in the sub-divisional 
accounts. 

12. Judges of sub-divisional Small Cun.v 

Courts arc authorized to pay into the local sub- 
divisional treasure eliest all sums remaining- in 
their hands at the close of a day, in ex os of 
Rupees 100, to which amount the balance of cash 
in their possession is to he limited. They arc j 
also authorized to obtain funds, as they require j 
them from the sub-divisional treasure chest, in j 
even sums of not more than Rupees 100 at | 
a time. Small Cause Court Judges will ordinarily ^ 
sign the withdrawal receipts themselves, but j 
they may, under special circumstances, authorize 
the Clerk or Registrar of their Court to sign 
the receipts for them, and payment may then j 
be made on receipts bearing the Clerks’ signature; j 
suft issues of cash to Small Cause Court I 
Judges will bo entered in the sub-divisional 
cash book as “payments to the Judge of the 
Small Cause Conrt at and 
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Judge* of the Smnll 1-ftURO Cuurte, asters, Oiikur* of the 

Electric Telegraph Department. 
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the Judge’s or Clerk’s receipts will be forwarded 
as vouchers in support of the chargee. No other 
record will be kept of auoh receipts or issues of 
casli either at the sub-divisional or the sudder 
treasury. 

18. Moonsiffs and other subordinate- officers 
at sub-divisions, who pre tiot in direct account 
with the Government, will pay tlu-ir daily realiza¬ 
tions into the sub-divisional treasure chest at the 
close of each day, accompanied by a chellan utid 
a form of receipt specifying in each how much 
has been realized on account, of deposits, fiats, 
and other departmental receipts, which parti¬ 
culars shall he entered in the cash book of the sub¬ 
division, the receipt being signed and returned to 
the remitter, and the chellan forwarded with the 
' sub-divisional account to the Collector. 

14. The Sub-divisional officer shall close the 
monthly account on the 27th of every month in 
the yeas, save February, when he shall close them 
on the 25th. Where sub-divisions aro very dis¬ 
tant from the sudder station, it may be necessary 
to close the account of the month even earlier. 
The account for the last open day should then bo 
forwarded to the Collector, so as to reach hitn on 
the last day of the month, a special messenger 
Ijping employed where necessary. 

'16. After the despatch of this account, the 
cash book shall be again opened as for the ensu¬ 
ing month; all receipts and disbursements being 
entered as for the first of the month. 

16. The bulk of cash should be kept under 
double locks, the key of one remaining with the 
sub-divisional officer, and of the other with the 
ministerial offiocr aetiug as treasurer ; such trea¬ 
sure chest should never be opened except in the 
presence of tho sub-divisional officer and the 
head constable of the guard. 

17. To meet petty current disbursements, a 
sum of Rupees 50 may be left in the hands of 
the treasurer. 

18. The sub-divisional officer shall satisfy 
himself'by personal inspection, at least onee a 
week, thnt the cash in bis hands tnllieB with the 
amount of balance shewn in the cash hook. 
He shall also note on the daily extract from the 
cash book, submitted under Rule 4, for the day 
on which he inspects the cash, the fact that he 
has done so. The dates on which the inspections 
were made should also be noted on the .foot of 
tho last extract of each month,'so that if any 
sub-divisional officer fails to make the inspection 
in any week, the^i mission may be detected by the 
Collector. 
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J9. When a sub-divisional officer leaves his 
head-quarters on duty, lie should make over 
charge of his cash accounts to any Deputy 
Collector at the sub-division, leaving the trea¬ 
surer under his orders; should there he po De¬ 
puty Collector, the cash hook nuist be closed dur¬ 
ing the absence of the sub-divisional officer, who 
should however, endeavour to arrange for occa¬ 
sional visits to hood-quarters, if out ou tour, so 
that the sale of stamps and other necessary duties 
may be carried on. It will be necessary for the 
suh-divisioaal officer to keep the Collector in¬ 
formed as to his intended movements, so that the 
Collector may make payment from his own trea¬ 
sury, instead of drawing cheques ou the sub- 
divisional officer in his absence. 

20. Ou the date Used under Rulo 13 for each 
month, tho sub-divisional officer shall submit to 
the Colleotor an approximate estimate of receipts 
and disbursements for the ensuing month, to 
enable the Collector to issue the necessary orders 
for remittance of any surplus to tho district, 
treasury. The Collector should, whenever prac¬ 
ticable, endeavour to arrange with private bankers 
and individuals for the issue of cheques for tho 
surplus not required by the sub-divisional officer 
in any month. But after allowing for all cheques 
which ho may wish to issue on the sub-divisional 
officer, lie shall direct the remittance of any sur¬ 
plus that may accrue in excess of the sums re¬ 
quired for disbursement, in sums of from Rupees 
1,000, to Rupees 5,000, as the circumstances of 
each sub-division may render necessary. In 
fixing this limit the Collector should be guided 
by the time in which the surplus is expected to 
accumulate. 

21. Officers remitting money to a sudder 
treasury will lake particular care that the same 
is enclosed in a box ami properly sealed and 
screwed down. They should on no account send 
the money in open bags. 

22. When the Collector may order a sub- 

divisional officer to remit money to the treasury, 
ho should at the same tiino give notice to the 
District Superintendent of the date on which 
an escort will bo required. ^ . 

23. No sub-divisional officer shall keep any 
public money in his possession, save in the trea¬ 
sure chest, aud after proper and full entry of the 
entire sum in his accounts. 

21. When sums drawn by sub-divisional 
officers for local works, &c., on Collector’s che¬ 
ques, are not fully expended by them, the 
amounts remaining in their hands may be paid 
into the sub-divisional treasure chest, to credit of 
•* fonzdaree deposits,” and should bo entered as a 
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receipt in tho usual way in the Sub-divisional Regis¬ 
ter of fouzdaree deposit receipts, lie-payments 
may b# made by the sub-divisional officer On his 
own receipt in the usual manner. These deposits 
should be limited, however, to the smallest 
possible amount, by timely application for only 
neoessary funds to the Magistrate or Collector 
at the sudder station. ‘

Draft Rule* for Sudder Treasury Officer*. 

1. On receipt of the daily account of sub. 
divisional treasure chests the transactions will be 
incorporated with the transactions of the day at 
the sudder treasury. 

2. Receipt*. —Every item of receipt will be 
brought upon the sudder cash book as it appears 
in the account, with the exception only of cash 
transferred from the sudder treasury, which will 
be omitted. 

3. Payment s —Of disbursements only deposit 
re-payments should be brought upon the cash 
book, and in one sum for the days payments. 
Payments of cheques will be omitted, as well as 
debits on account of the transfer of cash to the 
sudder treasury, for which special rules arc herein¬ 
after provided. 

4. Deposits. —The Collector will inolude daily 
in the treasury register of deposit re-payments all 
re-payments of which details are furnished by the 
sub-divisonal officers, i. e. re-payments of other 
than current month’s depoits, and only such re- 
paymeuts will be included in the bi-monthly extract 
register of re-payments. In preparing his bi¬ 
monthly lists of payments the Collector will show 
ut foot of each list, in one sum and as a distinct 
item, the aggregate of “ current month’s doposits 
repuid,” at sub-divisions without further details. 
The outstanding deposits of the month, as Bhewn 
in the monthly extract from the sub-divisional 
register of doposits received, will be brought in 
detail upon the district deposit register, and in¬ 
cluded in the total deposit receipts at the foot of the 
cash account; while the amount of “ deposit* 
received and repaid at sub-divisions within the 
month,” will he distinctly shewn in the csfeh ac¬ 
count in one sum without any detuil. 

5. Statement of Daily Cash Transactions—In. 
addition to these entries in the cash-book and 
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deposit registers of the district treasuries, the 
whole of the transactions of the rudder and sub- 
divisunial treasuries must be brought together 
daily-in One view in the “statement of daily cash 
transactions." 

64 lbe receipts and payments (proper) both 
of the sadder treasury and sub-divisional treasure 
chests, will be distinotly entered in this state- 
meet, in' the column set apart for the eudder 
treasury, and for each treasure chest respec¬ 
tively, and there will be added transfers of cash 
and cheque transactions in the following manner. 

7. Cask Transfers .—Transfers of specie from 
the sudder treasury to sub-divisional treasure 
cbests will be shewn in the statement, as a charge 
under sudder treasury, but as the general balance 
of the distriot is not reduced by the transaction, 
it will be simultaneously entered on the other 
side of the statement, as receipt of the sub-divi¬ 
sional treasure chest to which it is despatched. 
These entries being made, however, in anticipation 
of the arrival of the treasure at its destination, the 
subsequent credits for the remittances in the 
sub-divisional daily accounts must not bo incor¬ 
porated in statement of daily cash transactions. 

In the case of transfers of specie from sub-trea¬ 
suries to the sudder treasury, the sudder treasury, 
should be debited, and the treasury chest credited 
in the statement on the day on which the money 
comes to hand. 

It must be ascertained by the Collector that 
these transfers of cash are duly and correctly 
brought to account by the sub-divisional officers, 
whose daily returns shoud be carefully compared 
with the statement of daily cash transactions. 

8 . Cheques .—The issue of cheques at the 
district treasury, and their payment at the sub¬ 
divisions, will not be shewn in the treasury cash 
book, but will appear iu the statement of daily- 
cash transactions. 

The two classes of cheques, (which may bo dis¬ 
tinguished as Nos. 1 and 2 respectively, and should 
be written on paper of two dilFerent colours, tiz. 
those issued in lieu of cash, and-those granted 
in payment of bills, as they wilf be differently 
dealt with, must bo kept perfectly distinct and 
entered, on issue, in two separate registers, which 
should each have a distinct series of numbers. 

The amount of all cheques issued, daily to the 
public in lieu of cash, for the purpose of clearing 
a treasure chest, shoud be entered in a distinct 
item in the statement of- daily cash transactions 
as receipt of the sudder treasury and simultanc* 
ously as a payment under the sub-treasury drawn

upon, ns tlwdgh cash had been tranferred to 
the sudder treasury from the sub-division, and 
the discharge of these cheques at the sutr-divisionsi 
will be watched and checked by the Collector in the 
same manner as the credits for cash transfers. 

When cheques are issued itt payrrient of bills* 
or in satisfaction of .claims against Government, 
the amount of the bill or other claim should be 
charged in the treasury cash boob, nnd will there¬ 
fore be included in the amount of the sudder 
treasury payments of the day in the statement of 
daily cash transactions. The charge thus made 
without an actual payment will be met by credit' 
entrius in the statement., under the sub-divisions 
drawn upon, to the amount of tko cheques issued 
on each during the day, and the general cash 
balance of the district will thus remain unaltered. 

Cheques of this class, howerver vis., thoste issued 
oil payment of bills, will require to" be entered 
in the statement Of daily cash transactions 
on payment at suh-divisions, and the amount of 
such cheques, shewn as paid in tho daily sub-divi¬ 
sional accounts, should bo entered in the state¬ 
ment in one sum for each sub-division. 

The discliargo of cheques at sub-divisions will 
bo carefully noted from the daily sub-divisional 
accounts, in the two issue registers already re¬ 
ferred to, and tho outstanding cheques of each 
day should he extracted in two separate lists. The 
daily outstandings of No. 3 cheques (those issued 
on payment of bills) should then he a Uled to the 
balance of the treasury cash book for agreement 
in the daily balance sheet. 

Collectors will bear in mind that, it is optional 
with pervate persons who are entitled to 
receive .pioncy, to draw it cither from the district 
or the sub-divisional treasury, if the latter is in 
funds. 

Collectors will he oareFul not to draw cheques 
on sub-divisional treasuries without satisfying 
themselves that the sub-divisional officers have cash 
in their hunds*to meet the demand. 

Applications for the re-payment of sub-divi¬ 
sional deposits shall always be made in the first 
instance to sub-divisional offieOrs, who, if Unable 
to comply with them from want of funds will 
refer the application for payment to tho sudder 
treasury, after noting it in the deposit register of 
the sub-di \i-ion. • «• 

The cash, balances of snb-divisional treasure 
chest should be reported in detail in the last 
daily account in each month, and incorporated 
in the sudder report, in the manner described, in 
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the - Accountant-General’s Circular No. 85, dated 
23rd September 1805.

With reference to your office letter, No. 770, 
dated the fith February, 1801, 1 am directed to 
forward, for submission to His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council, a copy of a letter 
dated the 10th ultimo, from Mr. T. B. Lane, a 
member of the Committee appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor to consider the subject of 
the establishment of sub-divisional treasuries, 
enclosing the report of the Committee together 
with a set of draft rules which they have drawn 
up for approval. 

2. As the scheme proposed by the Committee 
lias worked successfully in t.ho Ninldea Division, 
and as the draft rules seem simple and efficacious, 
Ilis Honor strongly recommends for sanction the 
general extension of the system to all sub divi¬ 
sions in the Lower Provinces, the only cost likely 
to be incurred, by the measure being the purchase 
of a secure treasure chest for each sub-division. 
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From E. IT. LushingtoN, Esq., Secretary to the 
Government of India, Financial Department, 
* to the Secretary to the Government of Bengal,— 
(No. 1102, dated Si .da, the 20th Juue 1SGH.) 

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter No. !H2T , dated the Sth May 1^00, 
submitting the report of the Committee appoint 'd 
by the Ilon’lde the Lieutenant-Governor to con¬ 
sider the subject of the establishment of sub- 
divisional treasuries, from which it appears that 
the experiment made in Nuddea lias proved suc¬ 
cessful, and that the Commit ten are of opinion 
that the system should be generally extended to 
all sub-divisions in the Lower Provinces. 

jj. It is observed that the extension of the 
system will not. entail on the State any additional 
expense on account of establishment, and that 
any surplus that may accrue in the sub-divisional 
treasury in excess of the sums which may be 
required for disbursement will be duly remitted to 
to the sudder treasury.

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3. On this understanding the Governor Gene¬ 
ral in Council is pleased to accede to the recom¬ 
mendation of the Committee, and to approve of 
the rules proposed by them. 

4. It is stated by the Committee, of which 
tho Inspector-General of Police was a Member, 
that no Special Police Guard is required for the 
sub-divisional treasury. This being so, the 
charge* for Police Ghards for sub-divisional trea¬ 
suries in the districts of the Coast Circle, riz., on 
account of twenty-three Head • Constables and 
ninety-two Constables, should cease.

Bengal Code 
of 186t, the Government of Bengal notified on 
the 20th July as follows:—Whenever, in a suit 
instituted in any Civil Court, it shall appear to 
the satisfaction of the Judge that the personal 
attendance of any prisoner, cofined in any Civil 
Jail, is necessary either as a party or witness in 
that suit, it shall be competent to the Court to 
issue a writ, under its hand and seal, addressed 
to the Officer in chago of the Jail, calling upon 
him make over charge of the prisoner named 
therein to an Officer of the Court to be deputed 
for the purposo of producing him in Court at a 
time to be specified in the warrent. The Officer 
so deputed shall bo responsible for the sale custody 
of the prisoner from the time he receives charge 
of him until he is rc-commited to the Jail.

The history should also mention the length of 
time the vessel may have been in the river Hooghly 
after the embarkation of the emigrants. 

It should also carefully report upon the sanitary 
condition of the emigrants on their arrival, and 
furnish all other information that the Surgeon may 
qonsider important or useful. 

The above-mentioned medical records, vie,,— 

1.—The admission «nd discharge book; 

-The case book; 

3. —The nominal Roturn of deaths; and 

4. —The medical history ot tho voyage, must 

bo Bignod by the Surgeon, and, on arrival 
at the port of debarkation, handed to the 
Protector of Emigrants or other proper 
Government authority, for transmission 
to the Protector of Emigrants at Calcutta.

Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

The object of this Bill, which has been prepared 
in consequence of a communication from the 
Government of the North-Western Provinces, is to 
provide funds for meeting the expenses of improv¬ 
ing the uavigafion of the Ganges betwen Allaha¬ 
bad and Dinapore. An annual sum of Rupees 
20,000 is now set apart for the improvement of 
the navigation of that river for the 350 miles 
between Allahabad and Seenah ; but the Local Go¬ 
vernment propose that the sum of at least Rupees 
50,000 should be npplied annually for that pur¬ 
pose, and consider that the effectual opening 
of the Ganges is of such importance to the com- 
merce of the country, that it would be cheaply 
purchased at a mueli greater cost. 

Should the present Bill become law, the Go¬ 
vernment of India will continue to advanco the 
annual sum of Rupees 20,000 for the objeots 
abovementioned; but the balance will be raised 
by a system of tolls on the Bteamers and boats 
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passing such place on tho Ganges as the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces 
shall select. The tonnage on which the tolls will 
be levied is to be calculated according to a method 
introduced on the Nuddea Rivers in 1860, so as 
to vary directly as the draft of water of the vessel 
charged. It seems reasonable that vessels of a 
large draft should pay n proportionally higher 
toll than vessels of a small draft, inasmuch as 
the former will derive the greater benefit from the 
results of the proposed enactment, the chief end 
of which is the deepening of the bed of the river. 

The rates of the tolls are identical with those 
mentioned in the first Schedule to the Bengal 
Regulation VIII of 1821, for levying tolls on the 
Nuddea Rivers. 

A reduced toll will be leviable on vessels which 
have passed through the Nuddea Rivers and paid 
within a month the dues to which boats using 
those passages are now liable.

1. The River Damooda connecting Rivers

8 . The Jallakatty Bhorani Khull from its 
junction with River Cowcally to its opening into 
the River Jallakatty,—is published for informa¬ 
tion under the provisions of Section XI. of the 
Canals’ Act (V. of 1804, B. L. C.) 

1. Every vessel on entering any of the above 
navigable channels shall be liable to measurement 
by the Officer in eharge of the Toll Station, for 
the purposes of ascertaining the amount of toll to 
be paid. 

2. The tonnage of every vessel, whether laden 
or empty, shall, for the purposes of the Canals’ 
Act and of these Rules, be determined by the 
following measurements 

(a.) Tho product of half tho length of the 
vessel, from stern to stern, measured along the 
water line, multiplied by the interior greatest 
breadth of the vcesoI, multiplied by the depth 
from tho water line to the bottom of the vessel, 
is to be taken as the number of maunds upon 
which toll should be levied. 

(b.) The measurement of the length is to be 
made in feet, rejecting inches. The measurement 
of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet 
and quarters of feet, rejecting portions of less 
than a quarter of a foot. 

(e.J In calculating the amount of toll to be 
levied, any fraction of 100 maunds, less than fifty 
maunds, as to be omitted ; and a fraction exceed¬ 
ing fifty mauflds is to be charged as fifty maunds 
only. 

3. No raft will be admitted into any of the 
channels in excess of fifty feet in length or five 
feet in breadth. No timber, bamboos, or grass 
will be admitted, except securely and compactly 
packed in the form of a raft. 

4. Every vessel entering any of the channels 
shall be furnished with a ticket on paying the 
prescribed toll. The ticket will specify the date 
of entry tho tnauudage of tho vessel, and the 
amount of toll paid.

Every collecting Officer at the 
time of demanding payment shall be bound to 
show this certificate if required. 

4. The collecting Officer taking tho money 
in payment of any demand shall give the reoeipt 
for it. 

5. When the name of any owner is not 
known, it shall bo sufficient to designato him in 
any notice, bill, or other proceeding under the 
Act, ns the owner of the property on which the 
rate is assessed, without further description. 

fi. Every hill, for any sum due on account of 
the rate or taxes leviable under the Act, shall, if 
possible, be presented to the individual named 
therein in person ; but if such personal presenta¬ 
tion be found impossible, the bill shall be left at 
his usual place of abode, and sueb delivery shall 
bo deemed to be the presentation required by 
Section 44.

59. I® shell be lawful for the Commissioners 
to levy fees for any licenses granted by there 
under the Act or Bye-laws, and the fees to be so 
charged shall be, from time to time, adjusted by 
the Commissioners with the sanction of Govern¬ 
ment. 

60. Any person required by the Act, or by 
any Bye-law under it, to take out a license, shall 
produce and shew bis license when required to do 
so by any Commissioner or any person duly em¬ 
powered by the Commissioners, in writing, to 
make each requisition. 

Penalty for infringement. Rupees 20. 

01. The owner of any vehicle registered under 
Sections 49, 01 of the District Municipal Improve¬ 
ment Act shall affix, or cause to be affixed, tbe 
registration number on some Conspicuous part of 
such vehicle. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 6.

2. From the lists prepared under the provi¬ 
sions of Sections 29 and 39 of the Act, the collect¬ 
ing officer shaft prepare the bills prescribed by 
Section 44. The bills so prepared shall be issued 
under the signature of the Commissioners or 
officers appointed by them, or their Secretary, if 
there be one, to the subordinate officers on the 
collecting establishment, and shall be by them 
presented to the persous named therein, in the 
manner hereinafter described. 


3. Every collecting officer shall be provided 
with a ccrtiiicatc of bis authority to collect; and 
every such certificate shall bear the seal of the 
Municipality and the signature of the Chairman 
or Vice-Chairman. Every collecting officer at the 
time of demanding payment shall be bound to 
shew this certificate if required.

43. Every person, within whose premises any 
animal may die, shall within two hours after its 
death, or if death occurs at night, within two 
hours after day-light, either remove at his own 
expense the carcasses to such place as may be set 
apart by the Commissioners for the reception of 
such carcasses, or report its death to the conser¬ 
vancy overseer of the division within which such 
premises may bo situated, and in such latter case 
shall pay to the said overseer the expense of re¬

His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 88, 
Act III. (B. C.) of 1864, having directed the pub¬ 
lication of the following Bye-laws for the Suburbs 
of Calcutta, in supersession of the existing ones, 
in the Calcutta and BengulU Gaieties, they are 
hereby published for general information : — 
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Far regulating the time and mode of collecting the 
Bate and Taxes. 

1. Each quarterly instalment of the rate and 
taxes mentioned in the Act shall be considered to

2. From the lists prepared under the provi¬ 
sions of Sections 29 and 39 of the Act, the 
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collecting Officer shall prepare the bills prescribed 
by Section 44. The bills so prepared shall be 
issued under the ( signature of the Commis¬ 
sioners or Officers appointed by them or 
their Secretary, if there be one, to the subor¬ 
dinate Officers on the collecting establishment, 
and shall be by them presented to the persons 
named therein, in the manner hereinafter des¬ 
cribed.

6. Every bill, for any sura due on account of 
the rate or taxes leviable under the* Act, shall, if 
possible, be presented to the individual named 
therein in person ; but if suoh personal presenta¬ 
tion he found impossible, the bill shall be left at 
his usual place of abode, and such delivery shall 
be deemed to be the presentation required by 
Section 44. 

7. The Officer to whom a bill may he issued 
for presentation shall receive the amount of Buch 
bill at the time of presentation, or at any time 
within ten days from the date on which the bill 
shall have been first presented by him. 

8. lEvery person required, in writing, to 
furnish any schedule or return which the Com¬ 
missioners may lawfully require him to furnish, 
shall send such schedule or return to the Office of 
the Commissioners within one week from the 
date of the service of the requisition in the 
manner described in Section 81 of the Act. Any 
person failing to do so shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding Rupees 5 for the omission, and to a 
penalty not exceeding Rupees 2 for every day the 
omission shall after warning continue.

40. All dirt, dust, ashes, rubbish, sewerage, 
soil, dung, and filth collected from the highways, 
houses, privies, sewers, and cess-pools hy the 
Municipal Commissioners, shall be the property 
of the Commissioners, who shall have power to 
sell or dispose of the same as they may think 
proper, nnd the money arising from the sale 
thereof, shall be applied to the purposes of the 
District Municipal Improvement Act. 

41. No person shall put on any wall, or on 
any roof of a house, or ou auy bank, or tree, or on 
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any other place or thing facing any road or public 
place, any preparation of dung to be used as fuel, 
or for any other purpose. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 5. 

42. Every person, within whose premises any 
animal may die, shall, within two hours after its 
death, or, if death ojeurs at night, within two 
hours after daylight, either remove at his own 
expense the carcass to such place as may be set 
apart by the Commissioners for the reception of 
such carcasses, or report its death to the conser¬ 
vancy overseer of the division within which such 
premises may be situated; and in such latter 
case shall pay to the said overseer the expense of 
removing the carcass at such rate as the Commis¬ 
sioners may determine; and in cases where the 
said person is not the owner of the animal, and 
the owner is known, the owner shall alone ho 
responsible for the payment of such expense, and 
such expense shall ho recoverable as a debt due to 
the Commissioners. No overseer, when called 
upon, shall negloet to remove a carcass. 

Penalty for infringement. Rupees 10. 

43. No person shall let looso, or cause or allow 
to he let loose, or allow to get loose, any diseased 
or worn-out animal into any highway, or into 
any place whence such animal can escape into 
any highway. 

Penalty for infringement. Rupees 20. 

44. No person shull deposit, or cause to be 
deposited, any carcass, or any part of a carcass, 
in any place other than such places as may, from 
time to time, be appointed by the Commissioners 
for the reception of such carcasses. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 10. 

43. No person shall dispose, or cause to be 
dispose^, of any corpse, or any part of a corpse, 
otherwise than by burning or burying it at or in 
some lawful burial ground. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 10. 

40. No person shall bury, or cause to be buried, 
any corpse, or part of a corpse, in any burial 
ground in a giav<; constructed oi masonry in such 
manner that the top of the coflin, or the body 
where no corlin is used, shall be at a lets depth 
than 4 feet from the surface ground. 

Penalty for infringement. Rupees 10. 

47. No person shall bury, or cause to be buri¬ 
ed, in any buiial ground, any corpse, or part of a 
corpse, in a grave not constructed of masonry 
which shall be less than 4 feet deep. 

Penalty for infringement. Rupees 10. 
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♦8. No person shall build or dig, or cause to 
1 be built or dug, any grave in any burial ground 
at a less distance than 2 feet from any other 
existing grave. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 20. 

40. No person shall build or dig, or cause to 
be built or dug, a grave in any burial place in 
any other line than that marked out by tbe 
Commissioners. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 20. 

50. No grave once used shall he opened for 
the burial of another body without the permission 
of the Commissioners. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 20. 

51. livery person who shall bring or convey, 
or cause to be brought or eonvcyffl, nny corpse, or 
part thereof, to any burning ground, shall burn, 
or cause the same to be burnt, within 4 hours 
after its arrival at the said burning’ground. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 20. 

52. No person, when burning, or causing to he 
burnt, nny corpse, or part of a corpse, in any 
burning ground, shall permit the same, or any 
par.t thereof, to remain without being completely 
reduced to ashes ; or shall pormit the clothes, or 
other articles connected with the burning of such 
aorpse, to remain at or near such burning ground, 
unless the same be completely reduced to ashes. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 20. 

53. No one shall carry a corpse, or part of a 
corpse, through any highway, unless it bo decently 
covered and totally concealed from public view. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 10. 

54. No person while carrying any corpse, or 
part of a corpse, through the precincts falling 
within municipal limits, shall deposit it on or 
near any public highway for any purpose whatever. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 10. 

55. Every corpse, or part of a corpse, that has 
been kept or used for purposes of dissection, must 
be removed in a closed vehicle. 

Penally for infringement, Rupees 20. 

56. No person shall picket animals, or collect 

carts, or form any encampment upon any public 
ground, without the permission of the Commis¬ 
sioners. . 

Penalty for infringement. Rupees 10. 

57. No Elephnnt to be admitted within the 
limits of the Municipality without the consent in 
writing of the Municipal Commissioners. 

Penalty for infringement. Rupees 5. 

Miscellaneous. 

53. The Commissioners may cause to be put 
up, or painted in a conspicuous part of any house, 
.. /» * n Iona 1 
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building, wall, or place in any highway, the name 
by which such highway is to be known. Any 
person pulling down, destroying or defacing such 
name, shall be liable to a penalty of Rupees 5. 

59. - The Commissioners may fix. a number in 
a conspicuous place on the outerside of any house 
or building, or at the entrance of the enclosure 
thereof, fronting any highway. Any person de¬ 
stroying, pulling down, or defacing any such 
number, shall be liable to a fine of Rupees 5. 

60. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners 
to levy fees for any licenses granted by them 
under the Act or the Bye-laws, and the fees to 
be so charged shall he, from time to time, ad¬ 
justed by the Commissioners with the sanction of 
Government. 

Cl. Any person required by the Act, or by 
any Bye-law under it, to take out a license, shall 
produce and shew his license when required to do 
so by any Commissioner, or any person duly em¬ 
powered Ly the Commissioners, in writing, to 
make such requisition. 

Penalty for infringement, Rupees 20. 

62. The owner of any vehicle registered under 
Sections 49, 51 of the District Municipal Im¬ 
provement Act, shall affix, or cause to be affixed, 
the registration number on some conspicuous port 
of such vehicle.

To all Civil Judges,—(dated Calcutta, the 19th 
June I860.) 

Jj. supersession of their Circulars as below,* 
the Court are pleased to issue the following 
instructions regarding the new Registration Act 
(XX of 1866), to which they request the imme¬ 
diate attention of all Civil Judges of whatsoever 
grade :— 

2 , Sections 41,42, and 43, which prescribe the 
duties of Civil Courts in certain cases decided 
by them, are quoted below for easy reference. 
The difference between their provisions and those 
of Sections 48 and 45, Act XVI of 1864, should 
carefully noted, so that no mistakes may 
oocnr in giving effect to the present law.

*No. 5, dated 31st March 1865. 
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Section 41,—When any Civil Court shall, by a 
decree or order, deelare any document relating 
to immoveable property which shall have been 
regiatered under this Act to be invalid, or when 
any Civil Court shall pasB a decree or order affect¬ 
ing any such document,' and such laqt mentioned 
decree or order sh^U create, declare, transfer, 
limit, or extinguish any right, title, or interest 
under suoh document to or in the immoveable 
property to which it relates, such Court shall 
cause a Memorandum of the decree or order to be 
sent to the Registrar within whose district the 
document was originally registered. 

Section 42.—When any Civil Court shall, by a 
decree or order, create, declare, transfer, limit, 
or extinguish any right title, or interest of any 
person to or in any immoveable property situate 
in any part of British India in which this 
Act shall operate, such Court shall cause a 
Memorandum of the said decree or order to sent 
to the Registrar, or to every Registrar within 
whose district the whole or any part of such im¬ 
moveable property is situate, and such Memoran¬ 
dum shall, so far as may he .practicable, describe 
the property in manner required by Section 21. ; 

Vision #$.<—fhe vests tff and the 

registration under Suctions 41 and 42 of any 
Memorandum of a decree or order shah he casts 
in the enuse, and shall be paid by the Court to 
the Registrar or to such other person, and in 
such way as the local Government shall direet in 
that behulf. 

.‘5. The main difference between Section 41 
of the present and Section 43 of the repealed 
law is, that it is now required that Memoranda 
of decrees or orders affecting registered documents ; 
shall be sent to the Officer generally known as 
the iJifitiot Registrar, that is, “the Registrar 
within whose district the document was origi¬ 
nally registeredwhereas under the now repealed 
law snob Memoranda used to he suit, to the 
Office in which the document was originally re¬ 
gistered, which might b", and in most cases no 
doubt was, the Office of a Sub-Registrar. 

4. A somewhat similar difference will be found 
on comparing Seetiun 42 of the present with 
Section 45 of the repealed law. The Memoranda 
of decrees or orders affecting immoveable property 
should be sent not as heretofore to both District 
and Deputy or Sub-Registrars, but only to the 
lhstiict Registrar, or to every ,District Registrar 
Within whose Distnot the whole or any part of 
guch immovoahlo property is situate. It should 
be noted that a Memorandum sent under Section 
42 should, a* far.es practicable, describe the 
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coto nrreo atefa® on, ofa coio coagt^lorfoi- 
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property io the manner required,, by > Section 21> 
Tie Coart tout that they may receive no com¬ 
plaint of a non-observance of this provision of 
the law ; for, noless the Memorandum contains a 
proper description of the property, the purpose! 
for which it is required are entirely defeated, and 
the Memorandum, is useless. 

5. Whenever a judgment is recorded in English, 
the Memorandum to be sent to the Office for

registration should be invariably drawn up in 
that language ; for it is evident that the substance 
of decrees or orders passed by a Judge, of the 
nature of those entered in such Memoranda, enn 
be best expressed in the language iu which the 
original judgments were delivered. 

6. Subordinate Courts should keep a copy of 
of every Memorandum sent to the District Re¬ 
gistrar, and the High Court is pleased to direct 
that, in forwarding the records of appealed cases, 
all Courts of first instance, and all subordinate 
Courts of Appeal, shall attach to the judgment 
appealed against a copy of the Memorandum (or 
Memoranda} sent in for registration. 

7. In connection with Section 43, which it 
will be observed is an entirely new provision of 
of the low, the High Court desire to point out 
that the oasts of registration should be entered 
in every decree or order registered under Sections 
41 and 44. The cost to be charged in the decree- 
or order should, in accordance with the Schedule 
sanctioned by His Excellency the Governor Ge¬ 
neral in Council, be calculated in the following 
manner : —

8. It will be observed that, for registering a 
^Memorandum under Section 41, Re. 3 only will 

be charged as costs in the decree^or order, whereas 
for a Memorandum upder Section 42, a calcula¬ 
tion will be neoessary under the soalo quoted in 
the foregoing rule. 

9. To illustrate the mode of dealing with a 
Memorandum under Section 42 of a decree in 
which the property is valued at Rs. 23,000, and 
is situated in Moorshedabad, Rajshahyo, and 
Nuddea, the greater portion of the property being 
in the last named district, the Court^would point 
out that the charge for registration would be cal¬ 
culated in the following manner

The greater portion of the property being situat¬ 
ed in Nuddea, the full fee, viz., Rs. 7, would be 
credited to the Registration Fund of that District, 
the sum of Re. 1 being credited to the Funds of 
Moorshedabad and Uajshahye, to the Registrars 
of which districts Memoranda should also be sent. 

10. Civil Court should bear in mind such 
chargos and at the time of the execution of any 
such decree or order should be careful to see that 
the Government dues aro deducted from the 
monies realized in execution before any payment is 
made to the judgment-creditor. The dues should 
be deposited in Court, anil, as the local Govern¬ 
ment has'as yet issued no orders regarding the 
payment of such monies, they should be made 
over, without delay, to the District Registrar or 
Registrars as may he. The High Court take this 
opportunity of impressing on all Judges the neces¬ 
sity for guarding against any loss by fraud or 
embezzlement. 

11, Forms for the preparation of Memoranda 
under Sections 41 and 42 are hereto annexed. 
They are the same as those now in use which were 
prescribed by Circular No. 5, dated 31st March 
1865, except that an additional column has been 
added to show the amount of oosts entered in the 
deoree or order, which will on execution of thq Said 
deeree or order, he realized and paid into the Credit’ 
of the Registration Fund. ;

12. In thoso districts in which tho Bengali 
language is used, tho names of persons and places 
in the Memoranda should be written in the Bengali 
character; but in those districts in which the 
proceedings are drawn up in tho Persian character, 
the names of persons and places should bo writ¬ 
ten in Hindee over the corresponding names in 
Persian, for it is possible to read a name written 
in Persian character in half a dowp different ways, 
and there is no certainty as to the orthography. 

113. With the view of ensuring tho perform¬ 
ance of the duties connected with the preparation 
of these Memoranda, the High Court request that 
every Civil Court, in recording its judgment and 
decree or order in a ease requiring registration, 
will enter the words “ and a copy of Memoran¬ 
dum A (or B), as required by Section 41 (or Sec¬ 
tion 42) "of Act XX of 1866, shall be forwarded 
to the Office (or Offices) of the Registrar (or 
Registrars) of 

11. The Quarterly Statements required hv 
paragraph 8, Circular No. 5, dated 31st March 
1805, should be forwarded as heretofore. 

15. The High Court trust that, under the 
supervision of District Judges, the duty of pre¬ 
paring and forwarding Memoranda to Registration 
Offices has been regularly and punctually perform¬ 
ed by all the Civil Courts. If it has, in any 
instance, been neglected, such neglect should be 
at once reported to the High Court, and measures 
should be taken, without delay, to bring up any 
arrears. * 

10. Tho High Court also desire to remind all 
Civil Judges that the provisions of Sections 41, 
42,43, Act XX of I860, will apply only to decrees 
and orders passed subsequently to the 1st May 
18QG, those of a prior date being governed by tho 
provisions pf Act XVI of 1864, and that its terms 
apply to original as well as to appealed suits in 
which the decree or order passed concerns a regis¬ 
tered document relating to immoveable property or 
creates, declares, transfers, limits, or extinguishes 
any right, title, or interest of any person to or in 
any immoveable property situate in any part of 
British India in which Act XX of i860 shall 
operate. 

17. With a vfcw of ensuring uniformity of 
practice, tho Court is pleased to issue tho follow¬ 
ing rules regarding tho preparation of Memoranda 
of Registration :— 

A. In decrees of a Court of first instance dis¬ 
missing a plaintiff’s claim to any right, title, or

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interest to or in any immoveable property, no Me¬ 
morandum needle prepared. 

B. In decrees of an Appellate Court affirming 
the decree of a Court of first instance dismissing 
in toto a plaintiff's claim to or in immoveable 
property, no Memorandum need be prepared. 

C. In decrees of a Court of first instance de¬ 
creeing either wholly or in part a right, title, or 
interest in immoveable property olaimed by the 
plaintiff, a Memorandum must be prepared ns to 
the property decrood : if, on appeal, the decree be 
affirmed without alteration or modification, no 
Memorandum need be forwarded. 

D. In decrees of an Appellate Court in which 
the decree ot the lower Court is modified or 
reversed, wholly or in part, a Memorandum as 
to the part so modified or reversed, should be pre¬ 
pared and forwarded. 

E. When a decree of a Court of first instance 
declares a registered document relating to immove¬ 
able property invalid, or when such Court passes 
a decree affecting such document, and such decree 
shall create, duclaro, transfer, limit, or extinguish 
any right, title, or interest under such document 
to or in the immoveable property to which it 
refers, or to any part thereof, a Memorandum 
should be prepared. 

F. When a decree of an Appellate Court 
simply affirms the order of a Court of first instauoe 
on points relating to a registered document of im¬ 
moveable property, no .Memorandum need be pre¬ 
pared ; but if Such decree modifies or in any way 
varies or reverses that of the lower Court, a Me¬ 
morandum relating to the portion of it so modi¬ 
fied, varied, or reversed, should be prepared. 

, ' | 

G. When a decree has been passed by a Court 
of Justice in a suit instituted under Section 230 
of Act VIII of 1350, in favor of the applicant 
us plaintiff, either wholly or in part, a Memo¬ 
randum should he prepared of the property 
decreed ; and if, on appeal, that decree be wholly 
or partially varied or reversed, a Memoran¬ 
dum showing such variation and reversal should 
be prepared; but if the decree of the first Court 
be affirmed, no Memorandum is necessary. 

II. When a sale of immoveable property made 
in execution of a decree has been confirmed by the 
Court, under Sections 25fi und 257 of Act VIII 
of .1859, a Memorandum of sale and confirmation 
should be prepared ; and it on appeal, that sale

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stolid be reversed, a Memorandum of suoh order 
of reversal should be prepared by th® Appellate 
Court. 

I. When under Act X. of 18(66, in which 
the decree of the lower Court probate is grant¬ 
ed or refused, by a District Judge, a w '^ 
containing words suflicient to, pass immoveable 
property, a Memorandum should be prepared. 

J. If, on a review of a judgment, a Court shall 
set aside, modify, or in any way interfere with the 
decree as originally passed, then, if a Memoran¬ 
dum of the original decree has been forwarded to 
the proper Registration Office, a Memorandum 
should also be forwarded, notifying the extent of 
the modification or reversal made by the order 

passed in review. 

K. No Memorandum need be prepared of 
orders passed by any Court under Act XXVII of 
I860, nor those passed under Act XIX of 1841, 
nor those upder Section 2 of Regulation I of 1 7 98 
and Seotions 7 and 8, Regulation XVII of 180G, 
nor of Act XL of 1858, nor of those passed under 
Section 15 of Act XIV of 1859, nor under Sections 
240 and 2G9 of Act VIII of 1859, nor in short 
of any order passed with relerenoe to immoveable 
property in any of the miscellaneous eases entered 
in the Monthly Statement No. 2 which have not 
been explicitly mentioned in these rules. 

18. It only remains for the Court to notice 
other portions of the Registration Act which affect 
the duties of Civil Judges. 

19. The instruments of which registration is 

compulsory are dcoribed in Section 17, in connec¬ 
tion with which Section 49 should be read. This 
Section declares that “ no instrument required by 
Section 17 to be registered shall be received in 
evidence in any Civil proceeding in any Court, or 
shall be acted on by uny public servant, as defined 
in the Indian Penal Code, or shall affect any 
property comprised therein unless it shall have 
been registered, in accordance with the provisions 
of this Apt.” • 


20. In Section 18 are mentioned the docu¬ 
ments of which registration*is not compulsory, 
but optional. The privileges which attend the 
registration of the documents specified in Clauses 
1, 2, and-3-of Section 18 are declured in Section 
50, which enacts that' such instruments duly

Section 48 fur¬ 
ther enacts, with reference to “ all instruments 
duly registered under Act XX of 1868 and relat¬ 
ing to moveable or immoveable property,” that 
they shall “ take efloat against any oral agreement 
or declaration relating to the same proporty." 

21. The time from which a registered docu¬ 
ment operates is specified in Section 47. The 
period of six years, from tho time when the cause 
of suit arose, is tho limitation fixed by Section 
M of Act XX of 1866, and also by Clause 16, 
Section 16 of Act XIV of 185!), tor suits to 
recover money lent or interest, or for tho breach of 
any contract when such engagement in writing 
has been duly registered under the Act. 

22. the mode in which Civil Courts are to 
enforce obligations which have been specially 
registered under Section 52, is laid down in 
Sections 5:1, 54, and 55, to which the High Court 
request the careful attention of all Civil Judges. 
The Court content themselves with observing 
that, contrary to the provisions of Act XVI of 
1864, the record of agreement made by thepartios 
needs to be signed only by the Registering Officer 
and the obligor. 

2:1. Section 81 is also an important provision 
of the law, but it applies exclusively to the Courts 
of District Judges. The High Court expect that 
all eases of this description will be taken up and 
decided soon after the presentation of the petition, 
as it is a matter of importance that There should 
be no delu^ in such cases.

4. The collecting Officer taking the money 
in payment of any demand shall give the receipt 
for it. 

5, When the name of any owner is not 
known, it shall be sufficient to designate him in 
any notice, bill, or other proceeding under the 
Act, as the owner of the property on which the 
rate is assessed, without further description. 

0. Every hill, for any sum due on account of 
the rale or taxes leviable under the Act, shall, if 
possible, be presented to the individual named

47. No person shall bury, or cause to ho 
buried, any corpse, or part of a corpse, in any 
burial ground in a grave constructed of masonry 
in such manner that the top of the coffin, or the 
body where no coffin is used, shall be at a less 
depth than 5 feet from the surface ground.

Any person 
destroying, pulling down, or defacing any such 
number shall be liable to a line of Rupees 5. 

60. It shall he lawful for the Commissioners 
to levy fees for any licenses granted by them 
under Aet or Bye-laws, and the fees to be so 
charged shall be from time to time adjusted by 
the Commissioners with the sanction of Govern¬ 
ment. 

61. Any person required by the Act, or by 
any Bye-laws under it, to take out a license, shall 
produce and shew his license when required to do 
so by any Commissioner, or any person duly em¬ 
powered by the Commissioners, in writing, to 
make such requisition.

2. From the lists prepared under the provi¬ 
sions of Sections 29 and 39 of the Act, the col¬ 
lecting officer shall prepare the bills prescribed 
by Section 44. The bills so prepared shall be 
issued under the signature of the Commissioners 
or their Secretary, if there be one, to the suboi- 
dinate officers on the collecting establishment, 
and shall be by them presented to the persons 
named therein, in the manner hereinafter do- 
scribc.Jf. 

3. Every collecting officer shall be provided 
with a certificate of his authority to collect ; and 
every such certificate shall bear the seal of the 
Municipality and the signature of the Chairman. 
Every collecting officer at the time of demanding 
payment shall be bound to shew this certificate 
if required. 

4. The collecting officer taking the money 
in payment of any demand shall give the receipt 
for it. 

5. When the name of any owner is not known, 
it shall be sufficient to designate him in any 
notice, bill, or other proceeding under the Aot, ns 
the owner of the property on which the rate is 
assessed, without further description.

6. Every bill, for any sum due on account 
of the rate or taxes leviable under the Act, shall, 
if possible, be presented to the individual named 
therein in person ; but if such personal pre¬ 
sentation be found impossible, the bill shall bo 
left at his usual place of abode, and such delivery 
shall be deemed to be the presentation required 
by Section 44. 

7. The offleor to whom a bill may be issued 
for presentation, shall receive the amount of such 
bill at tlie time of presentation, or at any time 
within ten days from the date on which the bill 
shall have been first presented by him. 

8. Every person required, in writing, to furnish 
any schedule or return which the Commission¬ 
ers may lawfully require him to furnish, shall send 
such schedule or return to the office of the Com¬ 
missioners within one week from the date of the 
service of the requisition in the manner described 
in Section 81 of the Act. Any person failing 
to do, so shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
Rupees 5 for the omission, and to a penalty not 
exceeding Rupees 2 for every day the omission 
shall after warning continue.

2. The High Court, also, has reason to believe 
that in many instance^ the Lower Appellate Courts 
remand cases decided below on a preliminary point, 
or on erroneous grounds, even when the evidence 
upon the record is sufficient to enable the Appel¬ 
late Court to pronounce a satisfactory judgment 
in the case. This course of procedure, I am 
to remark, is opposed to Section 353 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure. Again, cases are frequently 
remanded when the Lower Court has omitted 
to raise or try any issue or determine any question 
of fact which in the opinion of the Appellate 
Court ia essential to the right determination of the 
suit on its merits, and the record is not sufficient 
to enable the Appellate Court to determine such 
issue on questions of fact. Such remands, I am 
directed to observe, are not. warranted by Law. 
In such cases Appellate Courts are competent t 
under Section 354, to frame an issue or issues, 
and to refer them to the Lower Court for trial 
The Lower Court is thereupon to proceed to try 
such issue or issues, and to return to the Appellate 
Court its finding, together with the evidence. 


3. If further evidence in the shape of a report 
of an Atneen, or of any other nature, be required 
by the Appellate Court, the case should not be 
remanded for that purpose; but under Sections 
355 and 350, the Appellate Court should either 
require the Lower Court to order the preparation 
of such reports, or take the evidence required 
and transmit it to the Appellate Court, or should 
take the evidence, if it can bo so taken, before 
itself, the Appellate Court being careful always 
to record the reasons for the admission of addi¬ 
tional evidence. 

4. The Court direct very particular attention 
to these instructions.

2. The tonnage of every vessel, whether laden 
or empty, shall, for the purposes of the Canals’ 
Act and of these Uules, be determined by the fol¬ 
lowing measurements 

(a.) The product of half the length of the 
vessel from the stem to stern measured along the 
waterline, multiplied by the interior greatest 
breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the depth 
from the water lino to the bottom of the vessel, 
is to lie taken as the number of mauuds on which 
toll shall be levied. 

();,) The measurement of the length is to be 
mad^i in feet, rejecting inches. The measurement 
of the breadth and depth is to be made in feet 
and quarters of feet, rejecting portions of less 
than a quarter of a foo'.

6. Every hill, for any sum due on account of 
the rate or taxes leviable under the Act, shall, 
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if possible, be presented to the individual named 
therein in person; but if such personal presentation 
be found impossible, the bill shall be left at his usual 
place of abode, and such delivery shall be deem¬ 
ed to be the presentation required by Section 44.

1. Every vessel on entering the abovo navi¬ 
gable channel shall be liable to measurement by 
the Officer in charge of the Toll Station, for the 
purpose of ascertaining tli'e amount of toll to be 
levied. 

Sl. The tonnage of every vessel, whether laden 
or empty, shall, for the purposes of the Canals’ 
Act and of these Rules, be determined by the fol¬ 
lowing measurements :— 

(a.) The product of half the length of the 
vessel from the stem to storn measured along the 
water line, multiplied by the interior greatest 
breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the depth 
from tl^i water line to the bottom of the vessel, 
is to be taken ns the number of maunds on which 
toll shall be levied.

Thejfollowiug draft Rules having reference to 
the Kendrapara Canal and the- First Section of 
the " High Level Cahill” from Cuttack to Ooloo- 
barriah, are hereby published under the provisions 
of Section XI. .of the, "Canals’ Act, 1864.” 
(No. V. B. L. C.)i— 

I. Every vessel on entering either of the above 
Canals shall be liable to measurement for the pur¬ 
pose of ascertaining the amount of toll the vessel 
should pay, according to the schedule of rates 
authorized by Government to be charged on the 
Cnnal. 

II. The tonnage of every vessel, whether laden 
or empty, shall, for the purposes of the “ Canals’ 
•Act, 1864,” and of theso Rules, be determined by 
the following measurements 

a. The product of half the length of the vessel 
from stem to stern measured along the water line, 
multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the 
vessel, multiplied by the depth from the water 
line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as 
the number of maunds upon which toll shall be 
levied. 

i. The measurement of the length is to be 
made in feet, rejecting inohes, and the measure¬ 
ment of the breadth and depth in feet and quarters 
of feet, rejecting portions of less than a quarter of 
a foot. 

c. In calculating the amount of toll to be 
levied on vessels ^tceeding 100 maunds tonnage, 
any fraction of 100 maunds less than 25 maunds 
is to be omitted; exceeding 25 and not exceeding

The following Bill and Statement, of Objects 
and Reasons accompanying it are published for 
general information by order of His Excellency 
the Governor General, under the l'.HIt of the 
Rules for the conduct of Business at Mi rtings of 
the Council of the Governor General of India for 
the purposes of making Laws and Rogulat ions 

A Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to 

Merchant Ships, Seamen, and Passengers by Sea. 

[Preamble.] 

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to Merchant Ships, Sea¬ 
men, and Passengers by Sea ; It is hereby enacted 
as follows :— * 

PART I. 

Preliminary. 

[Short Title. Commencement of Act.] 

I. This Aet shall be called “The Indian Ship¬ 
ping Act, 1867,” and shall come into operation 
on the 1st of March 1867.

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[Repeal of Acfs.] 

II. The Acts specified in the first Schedule 
hereto are hereby repealed, except ns to the repeal 
of Acts and parts of Acts effected thereby ; and 
except as to acts done, penalties incurred, and 
agreements made before the passing of this Aot. 
All things duly done under any of the Acts 
hereby repealed shall be considered as having 
been done under this Act.. 

[Interpretation Clause.] 

III. In this Act,, unless there he something 
repugnant in the subject or context:—- 

“ British India” means the territories which 
are or may become vested in Her Majesty or 
Her Successors by the Statute 21 and 22 Vic., 
Cap. 100, entitled “ Act for the better Go¬ 
vernment of India 

“ Magistrate” includes a Magistrate of Po¬ 
lice appointed under Act No. XIII. of 1850 
(for regulating the Police of the Town* of Calcutta, 
Madras, and Bombay, and the several Stations of 
the Settlement of Prince of K ales’ island, Singa¬ 
pore, and Malacca), a Joint-Magistrate and any 
person lawfully exercising the powers of a Magis¬ 
trate and a Justice of the Peace, and, at the Port 
of Adeu, the Political Resident nnd his Assistant; 

[“ Local Government.”] 

“ Local Government” means the person

are found to give notice of the same to the Local 
Government : It shall be lawful for the Local 
Government, whether such notice be given or not, 
if a formal investigation appears to it to be requi¬ 
site or expedient, to appoint two persons to make 
the same. Tho investigation shall bo held at 
such place ns the Local Government shall deem 
best for the convenient examination of witnesses. 
One of the persons to be so appointed shall be a 
Magistrate acting in or near the place where the 
investigation is held, the other may be any person 
conversant with maritime affairs.

LI. Every owner or mastor of a ship engaging 
or discharging any seaman in a Shipping Office or 
before a Shipping Master, shall pay to the Ship¬ 
ping Master the whole of the fees hereby made 
payable in respect of suoh engagement or dis¬ 
charge, and may, for the purpose of in part reim¬ 
bursing himself, deduct in respect of each such 
engagement or discharge from the wages of all 
persons (except apprentices) so engaged or dis¬ 
charged, and retain any sum not exceeding the 
sura specified in that behalf iu the Table marked 
(B) in the second Schedule hereto : Provided that, 
if in any cases the sums which the owner is so 
entitled to deduct, exceed the amount of the fee 
payable by him, such excess shall bo paid by him 
to the Shipping Master in addition to such fee.

LII. Any Shipping Master, Deputy Shipping

8. Every person required, in writing, to furnish 
any schedule or return which the Commission¬ 
ers may lawfully require him to furnish, shall send 
such schedule or return to the office of tlie Com¬ 
missioners within one week from the date of the 
service ef the requisition iu the manner described 
in Section 81 of the Act.

LVI. 'flic Local Government oFsueh Board 
or Officer as aforesaid shall deliver to every 
applicant who is reported by the examiners 
to have passed the examination satisfactori¬ 
ly, and to have given satisfactory evidenco of 
his sobriety, experience, ability, and general good 
conduot on boardship, a certificate (hereinafter 
called a “ certificate of competency”) to the effect 
that he is competent to act ns master or mate of 
a foreign-going ship, or of a Home-trade ship, ol 
a burden exceeding three hundred tons, ns the 
case may be.

I have considered in Council your Financial 
letter dated the 7th March last, No. 62, request¬ 
ing, with reference to the Financial Despatch, 
dated the 23rd December last, No. 290, to be 
furnished with further instructions as to the con¬ 
ditions, under which Native Judges are to be 
admitted to pensions, both ae regards present 
incumbents and Officers who may he appointed 
hereafter. 

2. In regard to oertain present incumbents,

4. So for as relates to any Native Judges now 
in the service, who can be considered entitled to 
benefits granted by the old rules to Officers o 
that class, 1 ant willing that they shall still he 
considered eligible to . the pensions allowed by 
those rules; but, -with reference to all future 
appointments, I see no ground for making a 
distinction between Native Judgoe and the 
general body of Uncovenanted Servants, for 
whom the new rules make liberal provision. 

5. You will communicate this decision to the 
Governments of Mndras and Bombay.

Written lindertalcing to forward or cary on within

Certain amendments of Act No. XV. of 1863, 
the latest Indian Aot relating to Merchant seamen, 
having been suggested by the Bengal Govern- 
ment, it has been thought desirable, in giving 
eflfeot to these suggestions, to take the opportunity 
of consolidating and amending the laws respect- 
ing Merohant shipping, seamen and passengers by 
sea, instend of adding a ninth Ael to the eight 
in which the law on these subjects is now com¬ 
prised. 

One of the suggested amendments consists in a 
provision enabling any Court having admiralty 
jurisdiction in British India and the principal 
Court of Ordinary Criminal Jurisdiction at every 
British Indian port where there is no Admiralty 
Court," to investigate charges of incompetency or 
misconduct against masters, &c., whose certificates 
have been granted by any Local Government.. 
As the law stands, such investigations can only 
be held by a Court when the certificate lias been 
granted by the Board of Trado. 

Section fl of Act XV. of 1803 empowers the 
Local Government to direct investigations into 
such charges. But such investigations can 
only ho ordered by the Local Government of the 
place where the casualty which gavo rise to the 
ebargo occurred, and the Local Government has 
no power to cancel certificates granted by the 
Board of Trade. The present Bill, if it become 
law, will enable the Court at any port of this 
country at which a ship nmy arrive, to enquire 
into the circumstances of a partial wreck which 
has occurred anywhere on the coasts of British 
India and to cancel certificates whether granted 
by the Board of Trado or by any Local Govern¬ 
ment. 

Thd* Bill is divided into Parts with Titles. 
Part I contains the usual preliminary provisions. 
Part II relates to the registry of ships, and 
embodies the enactments of Acts No. X. of 1SH 
and No. XI. of 1850. To this have been added 
clauses corresponding with Section S of the Evi¬ 
dence Act (No. XV. of 1852), which relates to 
the admissibility of registers and certificates of 
registry, hut only extends fo the High Courts. 

Part III relates to official togs, and corresponds 
wjth Sections 103 — 110 of Act No. I. of 1850 
(far the amendment.of ike leap relating to Merchant 
teamen.) 

Part IV relates to enquiries as to wrecks, and 
corresponds with Sections 100—103 of.

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Statement op Objects and Reasons. 

Section 22 of Act No. XI of 1 S 05 , which con¬ 
solidates and amends the law relating to the 
Mofussil Courts of Small Causes, empowers these 
Courts to refer to a superior Court questions of law 
or construction arising in the trial of suits under 
the Act. But it has been doubted whether there 
is power to refer this class of questions when they 
arise in the execution of the decree. The present 
Bill, which has been framed at tire desire- of the 
Government of the Noith-West Provinces, and at 
the instance of the High Court, precludes such 
doubts, by expressly giving the power last men¬ 
tioned.

Thk High Court have frequently observed that 
coses remain for an unreasonably long time pend¬ 
ing in the Mofnssil Courts, for tho undelivered 
reports of Ameens entrusted with the duty of 
local investigations, and the delay on tho purt of 
these Officers is commonly attributed to the great 
number of cases with-which they are charged. 
The Court has now ample proof before it that 
vorv many of the cases referred by Judges to 
Ameens for local inquiry never should have been 
8t> referred. W ith a view, therefore, of obviating 
the delay which occurs through a course of proce¬ 
dure not authorized by law, tho High Court deem 
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it proper to impress upon the subordinate Courts 
of every grade that local investigations by Ameens 
should' only be ordered in oases where they are 
absolutely required by the Courts on subordinate 
points, for a deterrhinatiofn oj the main issue iu 
the cose for instance, in cases in which it is 
necessary to ascertain by measurement disputed 
areas of land, or to ascertain whetlieif particular 
lands are identical with lands detailed in docu¬ 
ments when the fact is disputed, and in such like 
instances. When, however, any fact oan be elicited 
by evidence, that evidence should be beard by the 
Court itself, and not by an Amecn. With a view, 
too, both of shortening the trial iu many cases, 
and of assisting the Courts in the examination of 
witnesses, it will bq well if, wjien a map or moa- 
•uroment of the locality appears from the issues to 
be absolutely neeessary, orders to prepare it arc 
passed at the time of the fixing of issues. The 
map and the report of the Ameen can then be 
tested by the examinnl ion of the witnesses, and 
the Courts will.be in a better position to conduct 
this examination than they are under the present 
system. 

If these instructions be carried out, the High 
Court believe that Ameens being only employed 
in cases in which their services are essential, (he 
Mofussil Courts will be enabled to dispose of 
suits more promptly and satisfactorily, and liti¬ 
gants will in many cases bo saved the extra 
expense entailed by local investigations.

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fc.J In calculating the amount, of toll to be 
levied on vessels exceeding lOt) maunds tonnage, 
any fraction of 100 inanuds less than 55 mounds 
is to he omitted ; exceeding 55 and not exceeding 
50 maunds, is to lie charged as 55 mounds only ; 
exceeding 50 and imt exceeding 75 maunds to 
be charged as 50 maunds only ; and exceeding 75 
maunds, as 75 maunds only. Above one thousand 
maunds no fraction of lot) maunds tonnage is to 
be charged. Toll will be charged on vessels under 
100 maunds tonnage on the actual measurements 
of the vessels, oiniitiug fractions of tens of maunds. 
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Ilf. Every vessel entering either of the above 
Canals shall b" funiisi.ed with a ticket on paying 
the prescribed toll. The lick'd shall specify the 
^station at which it has been issued, the name of 
the person in charge of the vcs.-d, the date the 
1 vessel entered the Canal, 'he point to which it 
may proceed in the Canal, the rnaumi.ige ol the 
/Vessel, the amount ut tell charged, aud the 
number of days foi vviiieh the ve.-scl muy remain 
in the Canal, and the date of sucu lust day. The 
number of daVs which the vessel may remain in 
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the Canal without additional payment, shall be 
calculated at the rate of one day for every 8 miles, 
for portion of 8 mires, to be traversed. 

IV. Toll may be paid at the first station either 
for the entire number of Toll Stations on the 
line of navigation, or for any less number of 
stations. 

V. The tiakets thus given may be demanded 
for inspection by any duly authorized Canal 
Officer, and roust be kept on board and at hand 
for that purpose. They must be shewn at each 
Toll Station the vessel has to pass, as a passport 
that no further payment of toll is to be demanded. 
The tickets shall be delivered up at tlie last Tull 
Station. 


VI. Owners of vessels may compound by the 
payment of a fixed sum, for the use of the whole ( 
or a portion of either of the above Canals for any 
period that may be agreed upon, not exceeding 
one year. Each vessel so compounded for shall be 
furnished with a ticket shewing the amount of 
toll paid, the period for which the toll has been 
compounded for, and the limits of the Canal 
within whieh the vessel may pass; such ticket 
shall be kept on board the vessel and shall be 
produced when required under Rule V., but shall 
be given up only on the date of the expiry of the 
period for which granted, and at the station from 
whence issued. 

VII. Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the 
numbers and the dates of entry can be satisfac¬ 
torily established will be granted by Officers in 
•barge of Toll Stations on payment of a fee of 
one Rupee. 

VIII. Vessels remaining in the Canals for a 
period exceeding that allowed under Rule III. 
will pay a demurrage of eight annus per 100 
inaunds per diem for each day or part of a day 
that they may remain in excess. 

IX. No boats above 18 feet beam over all, and 
no rafla or floats of more than 10 foot width and 
150 in length, will be allowed to enter the Canals. 

X. It will not bo compulsory for the locks t° 
b* opened to single vessels of less than 000 maunds 
burdeu, except in the cuse of mail or despatch 
boats; but the looks shall be opened for the 
passage boats at least twice a day. 

XI. Vessels must have their masts fitted so 
that they can be let' down with euse and speed, 
and when under sail, vessels must always keep in 
the middle of the Canal; when being tracked, 
vessuls are, os far us practicable, to keep to their 
port or left side of the Canuls.

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XII. All vessels anchoring at night are to 
keep to their port or left bank of t|e Canale. 

XIII. Only one vessel shall bo allowed to 
make fast along and in a line with the Canal 
banks, and no vessel shall be made fast, or be 
placed outside of vessels so secured, without the 
permission of a Canal Officer. Mo vessel shall, 
however, be placed in such a position ns to en¬ 
danger the safety of other vessels, to obstruct 
their passage, or to impede the navigation : and 
no bamboos or poles shall be allowed to be 
ereoted on vessels when at anchor. Any infringe¬ 
ment of this rule will be punishable by a fine not 
exceeding Rupees 5 for each offence. 

XIV. Every vessel when pat to shall be 
securely fastened, and shall at all times have 
some person in attendance on board of it. Any 
infringement of this rule will be punishuble by a 
fine not exceeding Rupees 6 for each offence. 

XV. In everyscase of wreck or obstruction of 
the channel by sunken Vessels, the Canal Officers 
may call upon the person in charge of the vessel 
to remove the same without delay, and shall give 
every reasonable assistance towards so doing. 
But should the owner of the vessel or raft be not 
forthcoming, or should he not use reasonable ex¬ 
pedition in removing the obstruction, or should 
he decline or fail to use proper assistance which 
may be offered to him by the Canal Officers, these 
Officers may undertake the removal of the 
obstruction themselves at the cost of the owner 
•f the boat, recovering the expense in the manner 
laid down iu Section IX. of the " Canals’ Act, 
1864." 

XVI. If the Canal Officers bo unable to 
ascertain the name and place of business or of 
abode of the owner of the cargo of any vessel or 
boat seized under the Canals’ Act, he shall notify 
the seizure in the most public manner available. 

XVII. Iu the event of any damage or injury 
being occasioned to the Canal works by wil fulness 
or negligence on tho part of any person in charge 
of a vessel* the Canal Officers may detain the 
vessel within tho Canal for a period not exceeding 
24 hours, provided that within that period the 
Canal Officers shall lodge a complaint against 
such person in chargo of the vessel before a 
Magistrate under Section XVI. of the Canals’ 
Act. 

XVIII.. The banks or berms of the Canals 
■hall not be used as wharves for the deposit ol 
goods, under a penalty of 10 Rupees for each 
offence; but except in special cases, when the 
permission of tho Canal Officers will be necessary., 
all articles shall be removed to the outer banks oi 
tbeXanals, and all such articles as shall not he

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finally removed from Tjthin the boundaries of tbe 
Canals witbin a period of six days after being bo

XIX. The Canals may be closed once a year, 
for effecting the necessary repairs to them, on one 
month's) notice of the intention so to close them ; 
but in the event of any sudden emergency, the 
Canals mny be closed at any time without prior 
notice, and no claim shall be made in such case by 
owners of vessels or others for compensation on 
account of detention. 

XX. All offences against the provisions of 
these Rules shall be punishable os provided for in 
Section XVIII. of the “ Canals’ Act, 1801,” and 
all fmos imposed may be recovered in tbe manner 
mentioned in Section XVII. of the same Act. 

XXI. Tho term " Canal Officers” in the fore¬ 
going Hales shall include tho persons alluded to 
in Section VIII. of the “ Canals’ Act, 1801,” and 
any other persons who may he specially appointed 
to exercise such powers by the person appointed 
to collect the tolls.

1 Each quarterly instalment of the rate and 
taxes mentioucd in the Act shall be considered to 
have become due at the commencement of the

Any person failing 
to do so shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
Rupees S fur-the o'missiou, and to a penalty not 
exceeding Rupees 2 for every day the omission 
shall after Warning continue.

Every person who shall bring or convey, ■ 
or cause to be brought or convoyed, any corpse, or 
part thereof, to any burning ground, shall burn, 
or cause the same to be burnt, within I hours 
after its arrival at the said burning grouud. 

Penally lor infringement., Uupees 20. 

53 . No person, when burning, 01 ;causing to 
bo burnt,' any corpse, or part of a corpse, in any 
burning ground, shall permit the same, or any 
part thereof, to remain without being completely 
reduced to ashes; or shall permit the clothes, or 
other articles connected wilh the burning of such 
corpse, to remain at or near such burning ground, 
unless the same be completely reduced to ashes. 

Penalty for infringement, ltupees 20. 

54 . No one shall carry a corpse, or part of a 
corpse through any highway, unless it bo de¬ 
cently covered and totally concealed from public 
view.

The Commissioners may cause to be put 
up, or pointed in a conspicuous part of any house, 
building, wall, or place in any highway the name 
by which such highway is to be known. Ant 
person pulling down, destroying, or defacing such 
name shall be liable to a penalty of Rupees 5. 

59. The Commissioners may iU a number in 
a conspicuous place on the outerside of any house 
or building, or at the entrance of the enclosure 
thereof, fronting any highway. Anj* P-rson 
destroying, pulling down, or defacing any such 
number shall be liable to a fine of Rupe.s a. 

60. It ..hall be lawful lor tlm Commissioners 
to levy fees lor any licenses granted by them 
under the Act or the llye-laws, and the lees to be 
bo cnarged shall be, from time to time, adjusted by 
the Commissioners with the sanction of Govern- 
ment.
